Who constituting a quorum, and having taken the oaths re¬ 
quired by tlie constitution of the United States and of tliis State, 
asaljo that prescribed by the act of Assembly “more cHectually 
to prevent the practice of duelling,” repaired to llieir seats. 

Mr. John VV. iibhatts, a member returned to serve in this 
House from the county of Campbell; Mr, Benjamin F. Thomas, 
a member from the county of Montgomery; Mr. Samuel T. Beall, 
a member from the county of Nelson; and Mr. Sherod Williams, 
a member from the county ot Wayne, severally appeared, pro¬ 
duced ccrlificates of their election, and took the oaths prescribed 
by the constitution of the United Stales and of this State, and 
repaired t» their seats. 

Mr. John J. Crittenden was unanimouslv elected Speaker, and 
conducled to the chair; from whence he recommended (ha ob¬ 
servance and preservation of good order and decorum. 

Mr. Robert S. I'odd was duly elected Clerk of this House du¬ 
ring the present Session, and the oath ot office was administered 
to him. 

Mr. Richard Taylor was duly elected Sergeant at Arms. 
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Mr. Smilli nominated Mr. Henry Wingate as a proper person to 
fill the office of Doorkeeper; and Mr. James nominated Mr. Janies 
Baker; and upon taking a vote, it appearing that Mr. Heiiiv 
Wingate had received an uno>%imoits vote, he was thereupon de¬ 
clared duly elected. 

Ordered, That a message he sent to the Senate, informing '' 
body, that this house having met, formed a quorum and tli • ' <r\ 
their officers, are now ready to proceed to legislaiive husi.n —, 
and that Messrs. Combs, J. Calhoun, Smith and Guthrie, aie a;.' 
pointed a committee on the part of this House, to act in conjin ■■ 
fion with such committee as may be appointed on the part oi ihe 
Senate, to wait on the Governor and inform him that thcGeiieia! 
Assembly has convened, and are now ready to receive any com¬ 
munication he may think proper to make; and that Mr. Combs 
carry the said Message. 

Mr. Tibbatts moved the follcwing resolution: 

Retoked, That a cornmillee be a[)poinled to receive from the 
late Clerk of the House of Representatives, such papers and 
other public property as he. may liave in his possession, and to 
hand lliem over to the present Clerk. 

Which being twice read was adopted, and Messrs. '1 ibbatlf, 
Jonas and Hariison appointed a committee pursuant thereto. 

A message from the Senate by Mr. Wingate: 

Mr. Speaker—\ am directed by the Senate to inform this hous.'i 
that the Senate having met, formed a i]uorum and elected ilieic 
officers, are now ready to proceed to Legislative business. 'I hey 
have appointed a committee on their part, to act in conjunction 
with the committee appointed on the part of this house to wait 
on the Governor and inform him that the General Assembly have 
convened and are now ready to receive any communication lie 
may think proper to make. 

And then he withdrew. 

Ordered, That the rules of the last, be adopted as those of the 
present session, and that the public printer forthwith print one 
hundred and fifty copies thereof, for the use of the members. 

Mr. Chambers offered the following resolution: 

Resolved, That this house now proceed to the election cf an as ¬ 
sistant Clerk. 

Which being twice read, was adopted. 

Mr. Jonas thereupon, nominated Mr. William S. Bodley as n 
suitable person to till that office; Mr. Irwin nominated Mr. Ga- 
briel J. Johnston; Mr. Anderson nominated Mr. Allied King, and 
Mr. Tomlinson nominated Mr. Elias Tompkins; and upon taking 
a vote between them, a majority of all the votes appearing in 
favor of Mr. Gabriel J. Johnston, he was th' ier.pon declared 
duly elected, and the oath of office was administered to him. 

Mr. Combs, from the Joint committee appointed to wait on the 
Goveruor, reported that the commitlwe had discharged the dutj- 
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assigned, and were informed by the Governor, that he would on 
to-morrow at 11 o’cloak, A. M. make a written communication (by 
way of message,) to each house of the General Assembly, in their 
respective chambers. 

Ordered, That a committee of propositions and grievances be 
appointed, and a committee was appointed, consisting of Messrs.

come before them and all such matters as shall from time to time 
be referred to them, and report their proceedings with their opin¬ 
ion thereupon to the house; and the said cpmmiflee shrdl have 
power to send for persons, papers and records for their informa¬ 
tion. 

_ Ordered, That a committee of privileges and elections be ap¬ 
pointed, and a committee was appointed, consisting cr( Messrs, 
bmith. Crow, Wilson (of Pendleton,) Beauchamp, Williams (of 
bimpson,) Harrison, Forrest, Yales, Burns, Sisk and Preston, who 
.tre to meet and adjourn from day to day awd to lake under consid¬ 
eration and examine ail returns for members returned to serve in 
this house during the present session of the General Assembly, 
and all questions concerning privileges and elections, and report 
their proceedings with their opinion thereupon to the house, and 
the said committee shall have power to send for persons, papers 
and records for their information. 

Ordered, 1 hat a committee of cinims be appointed, and a com¬ 
mittee was appointed, consisting ot Messrs. Love, Owsley, Fish- 
ei, Hari.in, G, Calhoon, WoolfoHc, Boyd, Parks, Penn, Oglesby, 
Jones (of h lemingj and Shatdes, who are to meet and adjourn from 
day to day and take under consideration all puidic claims and 
such other matters as may trorn time to time be referred to them, 
and report their proceedings with their opinion thereupon to the 
House, and the said committee sWall have power to send for per¬ 
sons, papers and records for their informaliun. 

Ordered, 7 hat a committee for courts of justice be appointed, 
and a committee was appointed, consisting of Messrs. Guthrie, 
Butler, Anderson, Allen (of Green,) Brown, Coleman, Ilawe^ 
Johnston (of Shelby,) Roberlson, Williams (of Bourbon,) Wor-’ 
thington, Chambers and Burns, who are to meet and adjourn from 
day to day, and to take into consideration all matters relating to 
courts of justice, and such other as may from time to time be re¬ 
ferred to them, and report their proceedings with ilicir opinion 
thereupon to the Hoiise, and the said committee is to inspect the 
Jouinal of the late Session, and draw up a statement of the mat¬ 
ters then depending and undetermined arid the progress made 
therein; also to examine what laws linve expired since the la^t 
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session, and inspect such tetnporary laws as will expire with this, 
dr are near expiring, and report the same to the House with their 
opinion thereupon, which of them ought to be revived and con¬ 
tinued; and the said committee shall have power to send for per¬ 
sons, papers and records for their information. 

Ordered, That a committee of Religion be appointed, and a 
committee was appointed, consisting of Messrs Hardy, McDonald,. 
Durham, Harris, Porter, Kennedy and Short, who are to meet 
and ad).:urn from time to time and take into consideration all 
matters and things relating to religion and morality, and such 
ether as may from time to time be referred to them, and report 
their proceedings with their opinion thereupon, to the House, 
and the said committee shall have power to send for persons, pa¬ 
pers and records for their information. 

Ordered, That a committee of Ways and Means be appointed, 
and a committee was appointed, consisting of Messrs. Combs, 
Hawes, Rodes, Cox, Beall, Jonas, Jones, Field, Head, Morris; 
and Wilson (of Fayette,) who arc to meet and adjourn from day 
to day, and take under consideration the revenue laws of this 
Commonwealth and all matters and things relating ( 0 , or connec¬ 
ted with the lineal concerns thereof, and such other as may from 
time to time be referred to them, and report their proceedings 
with their opinion thereupon to the House; and the said Com¬ 
mittee shall have power to send for persons, papers and records 
for their information. 

Ordered, That a committee on Internal Improvements be ap¬ 
pointed, and a committee was appointed, consisting of Messrs J. 
T. Morehead, White, Combs, C. Morehead, Hise, Parker, Tay¬ 
lor, Tibbatts, Butler, Roberts and Thomas, who are to meet and 
adjourn from day to day, and take under consideration all such 
matters and things relating to the improvement of the condition 
of the country by roads and canals, and such other matters as may 
come legally before them, or be referred to them, reporting their 
proceedings with their opinion thereupon to the House; and the 
said committee shall have power to send for persons, papers and 
records, for their information. * 

Ordered, That a committee on Education be appointed, and a 
committee was appointed consisting of Messrs. C. Morehead, 
Tibbatts, Dcclary, Cox, Jonas, Lewright, Rucker, Ray, Mur¬ 
phy, Wheeler and Wright, who are to meet and adjourn from 
time to time, and take under consideration all matters and thlnga 
relating to Education and the subjects immediately connected 
therewith, and such other as may from time to time be referred 
to them, reporting their proceedings w ith their opinion thereupon 
to the House; and the said committee shall have power to send 
for persons, papers and records, for (heir information. 

Ordered, That a committee on Military Affairs be appointed, 
and a committee wa» appointed, consisting of Messrs. Heady, 
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Daniel, Cassidy, Beaseman, Bruce, Burton, Crow. Dougherty, 
Hays, Hill, Hughes, Wiicoxen and Williams, (of Wayne,) who 
are to meet and adjourn from time to time, and take under con¬ 
sideration the militia laws of thisCommonwealth, and all matters 
and things i^latirig to the militia, and such other as may from 
time to time he referred to them, reporting their proceedings with 
their opinion thereupon to the House; and the said committee 
shall have power to send for persoiis, papers and records, for their 
inibi mation. 

Ordered, That Messrs. James, Barlow, Shannon, McBrayer, 
Bailey and Allen (of Henry,) be appointed a committee of en¬ 
rollments on the part of this House; that Mr. James inform the 
Senate thereof, and request an appointment of a similar oommit- 
iee on the part of the Senate.

Mr. John Bruce, a member returned to serve in this House 
from the county of I.ewis, appcjtred, produced a ccrtilicate of hiS 
election, and of his having taken the oaths prescribed by the 
constitution of the United States, and the constitution and laws 
of this State, and took his seat. 

1. Mr, Combs presented the petition of Uie Stockholders of

4. Mr. James presented the petition of sundry citizens of 
Hickman county, praying that a law may pas to remove the seat 
of justice of said county from the town of Clinton to Moscow, or 
that tiic qualified voters of said county be permitted to select a 

place for the permanent seat of justice. 

5. Mr. Rucker presented the petition of sundry citizens of 
the counties of Hopkins, Union, Livingston and Caldwell, pray¬ 
ing far an appioprialion of money to be applied to the improve¬ 
ment of the navigation of Trade Water river. 

6. Mr, Thomas presented tlie petition of James Mitchell, 
praying compensation for his services and expenses incurred iQ 
arrestingand bringing to justice, WesterGallian, a fugitive from 
fustics 011 a charge of felony. 
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7. Also, the pefilion of fondry citizens of this Commonwealth, 
proving that provision may be made by law for constructing a 
Tiirnphce on the road loading from Lexingion to the Virginia 
State line, by way of Mouiilsterling and the Olympian Springs, 
to meet the Virgitiia Purnpike road. 

8. Mr, Crow pesented tlie petition of Charles Wallace and 
Nicholas Hockcr, representinK that they became secuiines of 
B-njamin Gilbert, slieritf of Ohio county, who having failed to 
pay the revenue tax due from said county, a judgment was recov¬ 
ered against them, and the petitioners were compelled to pay the 
amount 70 *//;'/< 7 .?ir/o£.?, (their principal ii-aving hccotnc hopelessly 
insolvent,) and praying that a law may pass to refund to them the 
.amount of ihs dmrtoji.’s. 

9. Mr. Williams (of Bourbon.) presented the petition of <1.0 
guardians of the infant heirs of George Slipp, deceased, pray¬ 
ing that a law may pass to authorize the sale of the interest of 
their wards, in and to a small tract of hind lying in Bourbon 
counly.

Portland Canal Company, praying that a law may pass loenla^'ge 
the capital stock of said company, and to authorize a sale of ,lhc

Resolved, That the Commissioners for building the Capitol be 
requested to furnish immediately, as many tables as may be ne¬ 
cessary for the use of the members of this House. 

VVhich being twice read, was adopted. 

A message from the Governor by Mr. Crittenden, his Secretary: 

Mr. SpetJ:cr —I am directed by the Governor, to lay before this 
House, a message in writing. 

And then he withdrew. 

The said message was then taken up and read as follows: 

Fellow-Citizens of the Senate, 

And of the House rf Representatives: 

TtlE seasons having performed their annual revolution since 
the date of my first official communication to the Legislature, it 
is with feelings of unbounded gratitude to an all-wise and benev¬ 
olent Providence, for the innumerable blessings whicii, in common 
■with llie rest of our fellow-eilizens, we have been perniitied to 
enjoy through the intervening space, that I again attempt to dis¬ 
charge that part of the duty leposed in me by the Constitution. 

W'ilh but very inconsiderable sectional exceptions, llte past 
season has been truly propitious to the husbaiulman. In all the 
variety of his crops, he has been signtilly successful; and he is 
abundantly surrounded by the fruits of his labor. His intcr- 
"ourse, social and commercial, with his brethren of the sister

which by his own per.'cverinf; industry and economv, l;c endcavor.s 
to deserve; and however coinplirated oiir system of goveinrnent, 
may be, it is nevertheless so ingeniou-'ly organized, its powers aiid 
duties so happily Idciuled and divided, that nothing less than the 
most intolerable misrule on the part of those who give direction 
to, and control the action of the Government of the Union, or an 
unhapi)} failure of tlie several departments of the State Govern- 
mi.’nt to co-operate in the discharge of their respective duties, 
can for a moment arrest tlie march of National, Stale, .and indi¬ 
vidual prosperity, whicii is so plainly indicated on the map of this 
flourishing confetleracy. 

VVitli entire confidence in the wisdom and virtue of the Legis- 
l.alurc, and an unwavering determination to discharge my duty 
.according to the best lights of my understanding, allow me briefly 
and respectfully to submit the following views for your consid¬ 
eration. 

You are fully aware of all the circumstances, which led to the 
existing vacancy on tlie bejich of the Court of Appeals, as well as 
of the diinculiies whictioccurred during tlie last session of llie Sen¬ 
ate, between that body and the Executive, in consequence of which, 
the vacancy was not tilled at the dose of the session. It is suffi¬ 
cient forme to say, tfiat under the peculiar circumstances of the 
case, 1 did not think it expedient to till (lie vacancy during llic ic- 
tess. V\ hetlier an apjiointment pro-tem. to that office, would 
have been acceptable to any one qualified to till it, ! cannot pre¬ 
tend to asset t, as 1 did not think proper to make the experiment— 
the (irovisioiisof tlie constitution not appearing to me imperative¬ 
ly to enjoin the exercise of that power; but only permissively to 
grant it, to be exercised or not, as a sound discretion under all 
the attendant circumstances miglit seem to dictate. 

'1 lie only visible eflect of my declining to liii the vacancy, has 
been, in ihe obvious increase of labor thereby imposed on the two 
Judges now on the liencli. But f am happy in lire belief that by 
extraordinary efforts, they have succeeded in giving general, if 
not entire satisfaction to the public. 

Ill looking at Ihe present, and coriiomplaling, with anxious an- 
tic.iiialion, the future condition of our country, the mind necessa¬ 
rily turns to the sutijcct of educalidn as one of primtiry impor¬ 
tance. 

No fact can bring to tlie heart of tiie American patriot, a strong¬ 
er assurance ol the permaneHcy and prosperity of these States, 
tlian the general exertion upon iliis great subject throughout our 
extensive country. The etrort is ardent, persevering, and worthy 
of the high object. The Stc.fcs having the means, have invoked 
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i;. ihis wise and philanthropic undertaking, the sages of the land, 
and have poured foiiii their treasure with a generous profusion. 

Virginia, our mother Stale, has exhibited to ua a proud exam¬ 
ple. To her son, the darling of his own Stale, the benefactor of 
tli^ Nation ai;d of mankind, the venertible Jefferson, she confided 
with command of funds, almost unlimited in amount, the task of 
rearing and organizing her “Centre College.” 

To this good work, he, the fame of whose wisdom was not 
bounded by oceans, devoted the latter days of his honored and 
well spent life. 

The Congress of the United Stales has, by liberal donations for 
similar purposes to several of the younger sisters of the confed¬ 
eracy, announced their opinion of the value and importance oi' 
the end desired. 

The States around us, are in action upon the subject; or pre¬ 
paring for it. Kentucky too, ow'es this debt to posterity, to her 
own elevated fame, and the security ot her rights. She has felt it; 
and under the influence of this conviction, she has been making 
her arrangements, and maturing her plans. She has adopted 
Transylvania ns a Slate liisiilutioii, and miide advances, which but 
for unforeseen and ruinous misfortune, would have placed, be¬ 
yond the reach of doubt, the prosperity and usefulness of that 
University. 

It is known to you that the Trustees of Transylvania had, some 
years since, at the expense ofabout thirty thousand dollars, erected 
a valuable and splendid edifice. It is also known to you, that 
tliat edifice, lately so valuable and splendid, is now a heap of 
ashes, involving in its conflagration, the destruction of far the 
greater portion of an extensive and costly Library, and much of 
the apparatus essentially necessary in an establishment devoted 
to science.’ The building was insured to the amount of ten thou¬ 
sand dollars; but it will take that amount, or much the greater 
portion of it, to replace the Library and apparatus, thus making 
something like the entire loss of the edifice. This, it is confident¬ 
ly believed, with the materials not destroyed by the fire, can be 
replaced with the sum of fifteen thousand dollars. There are in 
the Academical department, one hundred and thirty-five students. 
Under these circumstances, the fate of the Institution is prob.xbIy 
placed entirely in your hands. 

A failure on the p.arl of tlie Legislature to sustain it now, in' its 
adverse and struggling condition, may well be considered ns c 
final ahaiuloiiinenl. To your better judgment I submit it, wheth¬ 
er such should be the course adopted. Yet 1 cannot refrain from, 
the indulgence of a hope, that the Legislature in its wisdom may 
be able to devise some plan of relief adequate to the object. 
Kentucky is now a great and .a wealthy Slate. Tlie samnecessu 
rv is corrnaratively sma'.'. 
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Will the Legislature sit idly by and see that Univereify, the 
adopted one of Kentucky, wither and sink under the stern visi¬ 
tation of calamity, for the paltry consideration of afew thousand 
dollars ? If the Lef;islature should, however, decline to make an 
unqualified appropriation, it occurs tome barely to suggest as a 
substitute, the application of a part of the school lundtothis 
purpose, the interest of which should be reimbursed in the edu¬ 
cation of poor youth, to be selected in such manner,as you may 
de 3 i<rnato. That fund is now idle. It may long remain so. In 
the plan suggested it is put into immediate action. And it would 
not be difficult to make that selection fall upon the impoverished 
posterity of those, to whom for their toils and services, and dan¬ 
gers in the fields of their country’s renown, we owe a debt of 
gratitude beyond our power to pay. But this latter appropiia- 
tion I candidly own is not free from objections in my own mind. Yet 
1 submit it to your better judgment; and shall be gratified if one, 
Less liable to objection, can be devised. The subject of education 
in its every form and aspect is certainly of the liighest impor¬ 
tance. None is more so, in all the range of human concerns and 
interests. It mingles alike witli the feelings of the father, the pa¬ 
triot, and the philanthropist. It involves the felicities of home; 
and fills all the circle of patriotism—for it is alike the b.asis of do¬ 
mestic happiness and national prosperit 3 '. It is the ornament of 
society. It is tlie strength of liberty, and when possessed by the 
■Christian, it is awfully terrific to tiie enemies of liis religion. 

To this interesting topic, 1 have given here but a passing no¬ 
tice. For a more ample exposition of my views, I must beg leave 
to refer you to my communication of the last session, where it will 
be seen that Transylvania stands not alone, as an object of my pe¬ 
culiar regai’d, among the various colleges and institutions of lear¬ 
ning in our State. If I have, on this occasion, pointed to her with 
more than ordinary anxiety, it is no more than I would have done 
in behalf of any one of the rest, had a similar calamity, unfortu¬ 
nately befallen it. 

Since the adjournment of the Last Legislature the wall around 
the Penitentiary has been raised about seven feet above its former 
height; and the invaluable improvement of a separate cell, or 
night room for each convict, has been provided. The penitentia¬ 
ry system Ims recently become a subject of deep interest to the 
friends of a humane and benevolent policy, not only in this, but 
in several other of these States, as we!! as in Europe. It attracts 
the attention, and excites the purest sympathies of the most wor¬ 
thy of the sages and matrons of cur land. For it may be assum¬ 
ed as a melancholy fact, that out of the mullitiidc of prisons of 
this description in Europe and America, not one of them has, until 
within a few years past, been even partially successful in llie re¬ 
formation of the convicts. On the contrary, their history con¬ 
firms tho afflicting tralh, that without a solitary exception, they 
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h;tve been so many schools of vice; mere dens of iniquity, iii 
w'v.ich all ibc ingenuity of depraved and wicked men, has been 
surC' s.'Ailly exci ted, to receive and impart lessons of immorality, 
and concert dark schemes of the most abominable and atrocious 

viilainv. The advantages resulting to society from the tempora-. 
rvseci’usion of this unfortunate portion of its members, have, it is! 
bilicved been more than counterbalanced, by the extraordinary’ 
mischiefs produced by their occasional liberation. The inmates 
of Ih'^se sinks of deep and appalling moral degradation, have 
been let loose upon society, the most desperate, dexterous and 
hardened villains; contaminating every thing within the scope of 
their deleterious influence, until again delected, condemned and 
returned to the same, or to some other prison. Add to this cheer¬ 
less fact, that prior to the recent improvements of the system not 
asinf'le instance can be cited, of a public prison, the expenrlitures 
of which, have not greatly exceeded the income from the labor of 
the convicts, and it is no matter of surprise, that the efficacy and 
justice of this mode of punishment, should be doubted. For what 
can be more unjust towards the virtuous part of any community, 
than the impositions upon them of heavy burdens to support the 
most pri fligale, who are immured in prisons, in lieu of merited 
inflictions of a more sanguinnry character. 

But a brighter and a better day appears to have dawned upon 
those abodes of darkness, and hitherto, nurseries of crime. The 
defects of the system are detected and exposed ; and remedies ap¬ 
plied, which are now in full and successful operaticui. The read¬ 
er of the reports of the “ prison discipline society” w'hoever he 
may be, will unhesitatingly acknowledge the facts as stated. We 
are mainly indebted to the benevolent fathers composing that so¬ 
ciety, aided as they have been by some other powerful minds in 
(his country, as well as in Europe, for nearly all the lights wq 
have on this srrhject, so deeply interesting to every civilized and 
Christian community. 'I'liis society was organized in 1825. Its 
avowed object, was the improvement of public prisons. How* 
far this noble purpose has been marked with success, let Auburn, 
Singsing, Weathcrfield, and some other public prisons attest. 
■S'imiilaled by llie purest motives, that ever animated the bosoms 
of the benevolent, that society has at great expense and trouble, 
procured and disseminated more useful information, within (he 
shortterm of its existence, than had been previoUfly obtained, in 
relation to this matter, from the lime of the establishment of the 
tirst public prisrstt in this or in any other country- Hard labouc 
by day, and solitary confinement by night, allowing no avoidable 
conversation with each other, or with arry one else, except the 
keeper or by his consent, and carefully furnishing moral and re¬ 
ligious instruction may be considered as an outline of the plnrt 
proposed by the society. From this very brief, but general view 
ctf public, prisrms, allow ms lo draw your particular uttention It 
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the one over which (he Legislature, under high and solemn res¬ 
ponsibilities, has immediate and direct control. 

This establishment has within a few years past undergone ve¬ 
ry great and striking improvement; conimencing and progress¬ 
ing almost simultaneously with the improvements of the other 
I prisons alluded to; but from a cause entirely different, except so 
far as that cause has been instrumental in introducing and bring¬ 
ing into action, the principles of the ‘'prison discipline society.” 
1 refer to (lie employment of a keeper whose pay for his services 
is made to depend entirely upon the net profits of the estahlish- 
ment. This idea has its novelty; and will, by many, bn viewed 
as utterly erroneous. Indeed I am aware, that among tpccnla- 
tivc and fanciful theorists, it will have to encounter the most 
/brnnidable opposition. It will, nevertheless, stand the test of ex¬ 
perience; and will, in the end, have to be engrafted on the im 
provements suggested by the prison discipline society, to com- 
plete the system. 

This pl.in furnishes the strongest imaginable guaranty, that 
the convicts shall not become a burden to the State. I( en.-oies 
(he strictest economy, and it is now folly conceded, “ihat in pri¬ 
sons, where there is most moral improvement, Iheie is least < x- 
pciice”—that economy and moral improvement, are not adve rse, 
but congenial principles, and must co-operate to produce any 
very favorable results. The interest of a keeper employed on 
our plan and that of the Commonwealth, are precisely li e same. 
It is his interest that (he work of every descriiuion should bo ex 
ecuted in (he best manner; and that no unsaleable articles shaH 
he allowed to accumulate on hand, Hi« interest directs his at¬ 
tention to the health of the convicts. H'’ taxes his ingenuity to 
provide for them, the most profitable ern(dovmenl. Ho varies 
that employment to suit the times and the market; and i\o is con- 
stantlj'awake to all (he pecuniary concerns of the ostal lo.hnicnt. 
He is interested in their mor.al improvement, and o is against 
his interest that the convicts should be improperly abused, orerc- 


eliy treated. 

his to be hoped that this institution will never fall under tire 
control of a superintendant, whose only motive is, cold calculat¬ 
ing gain. But should if unfortunately so h.ijicen, we have much 
less to fear from that rircums'ance than from the employment of 


a keeper, the reward of whose services is not coiilingent, on tin; 
pociiniary management and success of the estahlishnicnt. 

Assuming the ground that a rigid economy is as essential to 
moral improvement, as it is to ctisure common jnsiice to the vir¬ 
tuous portion of tiie community, and it may be askrul, whether 
the cost of criminal prosecutions added to the expenstg of rear¬ 
ing public buildings, is not as much as ought to be imposed upon 
the law-abiding and upright portion of society, for the purpose of 
^mitigating the punishment of lawless and high handed ofleuders'* 
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In proportion to our populntion, the number of commitments to 
Ibis^prFon, is certain!) not considerable. That an average pop¬ 
ulation of about a half million annually, should in the last thir'y 
years, furnish hut six hundred and thirty of (hat unfortunate 
class,'is by no means exiravagant. And yet it is known tiiat the 
cost of criminal prosecutions in many of our counties, some of 
them ranking among the most populous and wealthy, greatly 
exceeds the amount of revenue they pay into the Treasury. To 
<ru:ird against an increase of tliie burden upon the Common¬ 
wealth for the support of (he convicts, is thought not to be un¬ 
worthy of the consideration of the Eegislaturi*. That inciease 
is efTe.ctually guarded against by onr mode of employing a super- 
inloadant. And assuming the ground that an equal moiety of 
the, net income of the establishment is an ample reward for his 
services (and he ought to be amply rewarded,) it follows of course, 
that the State’s moiety of the net income will be snfticient to 
make provision for their moral and religious instruction, to em¬ 
ploy competent teachers of Sunday schools, and to make such 
iilteralions and improvements in the buildings as may from Imie 
to time be deemed expedient. At this time the most sinking 
ileliciency in the establishment is, the want of a Hospital; and 
it is respectfully submitted to the Legislatinc, whether it will not 
be well to procure for the use of (he State, copies of tlie reports 
of tlic “prison discipline society,” with such other valuable infor¬ 
mation, as it may be convenient to obtain in relation to this inter¬ 
esting subject. 

On examination of the Reports of the conductors of pul lie 
prisons generally, it will he seen, that due and proper notice is 
taken of the female convicts. On this head, I have nothing to co n- 
municale, except to express the pleasure wliich is derived from he 
fact, that we have not for several years had a single individual of 
that sex confined within the walls of the Penitentiary. 

Connected with this subject in some degree, is that of a “house 
of refuge,” for juvenile delinquents. Houses of this description 
having been recenll) constructed, are now in successful operation 
in several of these States. They are probably entitled to the 
first rank, among the humane and benevolent institutions of this, 
or tiny otiiercountry—•rcllecting upon the authors the highest 
honor, and insuring them imperishable renown, Tlie heart that 
chilli at the sight of a youth of tender years, immured in a pri¬ 
son vvith none to instruct him, but the most hardened offenders, 
will rejoice!it the establishment of tin institution, in whicli the 
youlliftil delinquent is to be placed under the faihei ly and ma¬ 
tronly care of the piouB,and sensible, where the rcsti tiints impos¬ 
ed, and instruction given, are at once preventive and remedial of 
..rime, and tend so admirably to qualify those objects of charlt:^ 
b!e segiird for all the useful purposes of life. 

■ C 
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Under Ilie piovisions of an act of the last session of the Lc- 
g^islature, incorporating the Maysvtlle Jind Lexington turnpike 
road company, that road lias be.cn commenced at tlie forincr 
point, and is noiv in progress towards the completion of the first 
fivr niilos. It is to be hoped that this road will not be permitted 
to slop at (he termination of that distance. It is a road ot great 
importance both in a national and sectional point of view, and if 
not neglected by the State, will doubtless receive the co-opera¬ 
tion of Congress, as well as individuals in making it. i he im¬ 
portance of impro\ ing the roads leading from the appropriate 
points along the Ohio and other navigable rivers, into the. strong 
scitlernenis of the interior, to enable our farmers to convey their 
produce to market, and to return with such other bulky and pon¬ 
derous articles, as they arc in the practice of supplying them¬ 
selves with from those rivers, at less cost and trouble, begins to 
be more than ever seen and acknowledged. 

The individual onterpriseof the citizens of Lexington, Ver¬ 
sailles and Frankfort, stands conspicuous for the exertion which it 
is making to locale and construct a road from Lexington in a di- 
i-ection to Louisville, and I trust they will receive (he countc- 
nunce and support of the Legislature. 

By the exaction of a revenue to be expended upon works of 
this character, it is not possible to oppress the poor, or inju¬ 
riously to atfect the inlcrests of any portion of the community. 
Our revenue is derived from the property of the country and not 
from individuals. By the oxpemlilure of revenue upon durable 
public works of this descrijition, the value of property is ciiban- 
ced to the owner grealh' beyond the amount which it has contrib¬ 
uted to (he object, and in addition to numerous other almost in¬ 
calculable advantages resulting to (he owners of properly, they 
are enriched by such exjiendilurc when judiciously applied. To 
the poor, it gives cedain and profitable employment—as for in¬ 
stance the wages of labour tit ibis time iu Beunsylvania arc said 
to be nearly double wliat it was a short time since, in consequence 
of the Canal and other public works, whicli are in progress there. 
Besides (he Schuylkill and Lehigh Canals, and that of the Chee- 
apeaxc and Delaware, about four liuiiditd miles of the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Canal is expected to be in lull operation, early next sum¬ 
mer. And this great State, when her other resources are found 
to be inadequate, borrowed and continues to borrow, to the 
amount of millions, sooner than for a moment to be obstructed in 
her improving march to lliu high destiny that awaits her. Penn- 
sylvaiiia rigiilly undetstaads her best interests, and so did (he 
great Stale of New York as evinced by the public spirit whicli 
she lias displayed in executing works ol this cliuracter. Indeed, 
he is no political economist, who docs not perceive that revenur- 
iaised and judicioutly applied to (ho improvetneiit of a coiintr; 
(ends to enrich and trot to impoverish its inhabitants 
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It is my Juty ''■> compliance with the request of the Governors 
of the States of Georgia, Sonih-Carolina, Virginia and Mississip¬ 
pi (o communicate to yon the resolutions which they have res¬ 
pectively adopted, in opposition to the Taritf, and with the excep¬ 
tion of those adopted by the Legislature of Mississippi, denying 
the power of the General Government to make Internal Improve- 
roenls, and one from the Legislature of Soulh Carolina, denying 
the power of Congress to “patrogizc, or direct appropriations 
for the benefit” of the Colonization societyIn performing this 
duty, 1 will superadd, that also of expressing my deliberate con¬ 
viction, after mature and full examination of the power of the 
General Government to adopt and of the wisdom of the policy, 
and justice of lliose measures; and instead of their bcifig aban¬ 
doned, the prosperity of the Union, and of this State, in my judg¬ 
ment, requires that they should he steadily maintained, and care¬ 
fully improved, in all cases respecting the tarilf, where the degree 
of protection which it atfords, is inadequate to the object; and in 
all cases of Internal Improvement, where the magnitude and im¬ 
portance of the work to be executed, is sufficient to demand it, ns 
a National measure, and also to patronize and aid the Coloniza¬ 
tion society. In some of those resolutions and remonstrances, a 
tone is assumed, and a temper manifested, which are to be deeply 
regretted. Every member of the Union has the undoubted right, 
freely to express its opinion, on any act or measure of the Gcner- 
n) Government, and may resort to all constitutional and peaceful 
means to impress that opinion upon the majority of the people 
and of the States. But here its right stops. It cannot proceed a 
step farther, nnd obstrust (he execution of the acts of the Union, 
by acts of its own. Such obstruction, if acquiesced in by the 
Genera! Government, would amount to a virtual dissolution of tiie 
Tjnion—-if resisted, would lead to civil war. These were the 
principles upon which Kentucky and her parent State acted t 
the memorable period of 1793, and I do but act upon the same 
principle, in thus expressing my dissent from tiie doctrines avoo od 
HI the accompanying resolutions, and in submitting to tlie Legis¬ 
lature as I am now about to do, the views which I entertain, in 
opposition to certain other acts of f'ederal authority. 

The intimate connexion which happily exists between the gov¬ 
ernments of the Union, and of the several slates, and the mumal 
influence which they exert upon the community and upon eadi 
other, render it proper and necessary tliat a guarded a'lentioii 
should be constantly applied to the measures adopted, -ind the 
principles asserted and acted upon by both. But this is essential¬ 
ly requisite tn relation to the General Government. Whilst the 
operation of the measures of the State Government is principally 
limited to its own territory, that of the Federal Government is co- 

* The (locnmcnts hero referred tn, will be found in an Appendix. 
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esiens've witii the whole Union. The injury flowing from the 
adoption by a Slate of an erroneous policy, or its pursuit of per¬ 
nicious principles, is confined chiefly to itself, and that injury may- 
even be of great magnitude and of long duration, without distur¬ 
bing the harmony, or impairing the prosperity of the parts of our 
confederacy. But the <«se is otherwise with the General Gov¬ 
ernment, whose acts and proceedings immediately extend ihrongh- 
out the whole, and to every part, and as they are marked by w is¬ 
dom or indiscretion, promote the happiness, or occasion the dis 
tress of all. This quality of the acts of the Federal Gevern- 
ment, makes it the duly of the chief magistrate of the Common¬ 
wealth, under the injunction contained in its coiislilnlion to no¬ 
tice any of them from time to time that he may deem injurious its 
their tendency. And accordingly, my predecessors have, at v.a* 
rious times, called the attention of the General A-sembly to par 
tioular acts of the Federal authority, which in their opinion bore 
that character. A similar usage prevails in most, if not all of the 
other States composing the Union. 

Upon the termination ot the late Presidential contest which liad 
been during liie whole of it characterized by Hiicominon warmth 
and acrimony, it was the interest of all, and is believed to have 
been a general inclination, to consign to oblivion, unpleasant inci¬ 
dents which had attended it. The will of the majority of the 
nation had been constitutionally expressed,and it was the duly of 
those whoditfered with that majority to submit to its derision, and 
in deference to It, as well as injustice to the distingui-hed indi¬ 
vidual who had been elected, to given fair and impartial conside¬ 
ration to the acts of his administration. After having conformed 
to that duty and deliberately ex-imined these acts, with all the 
candor and freedom from bias of which I am capable, I feel con- 
sfr-uned to express my serious apprehensions of the dangerous 
tendency of the principles on which the patronage, of the gov- 
ermneiii has been leceniiy administered. The present adminis- 
t'iiiion exhi'nls ihe first extimple under the General Government 
of the exercise of that power in numerous instances by dismiss¬ 
ing otlicers at home as well as abroad, on no other ground than 
thatol difflrence of ojiinion as to the person who should be en- 
triiited with the Chief Magistracy of the country. And it has 
exhibried the first example also, of the recall, at great and unne¬ 
cessary expense, ot several of our foreign diplomatic agents with¬ 
out the slightest intimation of any fault in the performance of 
their diitie«. Without dwelling upon the injury to the public 
from the dismission of alile, honest and experienced servants; tar 
upon the injustice of punishing those servants by a sudden priv.a- 
tion of their means of subsistence, for no other reason than differ¬ 
ence of opinion, there is much cause of alarm in Ihe practical 
consequences of a principle which assumes, that the Prcsiflenl oA 
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the United States mar rightfully expel all who ventured to oppose 
his election whatever may be their merits in other respects. 

Our elections recur periodically after short terms. If the 
president of the United States elected every fourytars, may dis¬ 
miss every official incumbent who took part against him at the 
preceding election, our country will become a perpetual and dis¬ 
tracted theatre of confusion for the offices of Government to the 
lotnl disregard of the public interest and of all patriotic conside¬ 
rations. The example of the President will be contagious, as to 
the ftniclionaries of (he State Governments invested with analo¬ 
gous powers of dismission, and terminate in a scene of disorder, 
strife and turmoil throughout the land without any precedent. 
But it is not in the exercise of the patronage of the General Gov. 
Brnmcnt by removal from office alone, that just occasion is fur¬ 
nished for serious reflection and fearful foreboding. The numerj 
ous appointments that have been made of members of the last or 
present Congress, to public employments, far transcending in num¬ 
ber, those that had been made during a similar period under any 
preceding administration, cannot but excite anxious solicitude in 
respect to the independence of Congress. To that body !s confi¬ 
ded the duty of watching over every branch of the public admin¬ 
istration; of calling for and scrutinizing accounts; and of detect¬ 
ing and punishing abuses, in any of the departments of Govern¬ 
ment. What guaranty has the public for the faithful perform¬ 
ance of (his high duty, in respect to the Executive, if an undue 
proportion of the public offices and honors is conferred upon mem¬ 
bers of Congress by that very branch of Government: whilst it 
would on the one hand be improper to exclude tiiem from public 
appointments farther than they are excluded by the constitution, 
it must be acknowledged, on the other, that an inordinate num¬ 
ber should not be appointed; and that the public should continue 
to possess adequate security for their fidelity, both in the impor 
tance and the limited number of the offices bestowed on (hem. 
Through members of Congress is the exercise of their franking 
privilege, and through the press in subsequently disseminating 
the intelligence received from them, the greatest mass of political 
information is distributed to the people. Hence, and on other 
accounts also, the great importance of a perfect preservation of 
the purity and independence, both of Congress and of the press. 
But at the period when we have beheld the disproportionate num¬ 
ber of those who now are, or very recently were members of 
Congress appointed to public offices by the Executive of the Uni¬ 
ted States, we have also seen numerous instances of the appoint¬ 
ment of Editors of newspapers throughout (he Union, some oj 
wliom continue to perform their joint editorial and official duties 
after receiving their appointments, if Congress and the press 
are habituated to look to the Executive instead of the people, for 
promotion, honor and offices, there would be much reason to ap- 
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prehcnci that they would in process of time, both prove to be 
faithless guardians of the public liberty. 

Nor are the mischievous consequences of the principle confined 
to the period which follows the election to (he Presidency. It 
Itiingles, with alarming force, with the election itself. It calls 
into the contest every political adventurer, stimulated by the hope 
of gain, to be measured out to him, according to the violence 
with which he may advocate the claims of the successful candi¬ 
date, and the rancor with which he may denounce and villify an 
unsuccessful one. Thus thousands are invited by personal inter¬ 
est, to bring back upon us, with the recurrence of every Presi¬ 
dential election, scenes of heat and violence, in the fury of which 
there is certainly great evil and great danircr of error. 

Truth is disregarded, and an interest dangerous to the purity 
of elections, usurps the place of dispassionate inquiry and true 
love of country. A title is asserted to office not founded upon tal¬ 
ents, integrity or services rendered to the country—but upon 
services rendered to the President in his election. The princi¬ 
ple thus strikes at that virtue and exclusive patrioiism which is 
the strength of our country, and without vvhicli this government 
(he wonder and admiration of the world cannot long endure. 

I refer to these transactions with unaffected regret. But I 
cannot be deterred from the performance of a sacred duty by 
any consideration resulting from the number who may approve 
of them. The history of the State, wliich has done me tl>p hon¬ 
or to place mein the station which I now hold, demonstrates its 
v^arm attachment, and ardent devotion to the cause, and the last¬ 
ing preservation of liberty; and when at the period herein be¬ 
fore alluded to, it believed that liberty to be, in peril, the people 
of Kentucky in boldly resorting to constitutional measures, to 
sustain and uphold it, did not stop to enquire how many other 
States were ready to co-operate with them. And it will now be 
for the people through their representatives to arrest the conse¬ 
quences anticipated before too late. Whether liy reducing the 
pay, and salaries of officers, who rely on the President for ap¬ 
pointment and continuance, and thereby to lessen the induce¬ 
ments, and the means of intrigue and corruption, or by the exer¬ 
cise of the elective franchise, or both, are matters worthy of the 
most serious consideration of every friend of the republic. That 
a considerable sum may be saved to the country by a reduction 
of the pay of those ofllcers, not only without detriment, but with 
great advantage to the public interests, I have not for many 
years entertained a doubt. 

The actual deficit in the Treasury, at the expiration of the 
last fiscal year, was about thirty thousand dollars less than we had 
been led to expect from the estimate of the Auditor. This is 
mainly to be accounted for by the amount saved to the Com¬ 
monwealth,, under the provisions of “art act requiring certain drt-. 
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(i«f of clcilcv'‘■’pprovod (he 16(h of January last, and an act ap¬ 
proved the of (he same month, regulating tlic pay of venire 
men. 

Out the amount of the actual deficit, when added to that 
whicii is eX|iceled to accrue in consequence of an excess of ex¬ 
penditure, l)(*)ond (he income of the present year will, according 
to (he eatiniale of (lie Auditor, amount to one hundred and two 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-five dollars, and ninety-seven 
cents, which, unless provision is made to meet it, will be the bal¬ 
ance against the government on the lOlh day of October next. 

In referring to those facts and estimates, I have only to add, 
that i have entire confidence in the sagacity of the Legislature to 
perceive, and ill i(s wisdom to «dopt the most suitable mode of 
drawing from our ample resources the means of supplying this 
deficiency. 

In compliance with (he request contained in the resolution 
adopted by (he Legislature on the 29th January last, a cor- 
res|)ondence was opened with the Governor of Tennessee, by 
letters bearing date the 12th of I'ebruary, and the 1st of May 
last, to the latter of which a reply was received bearing dale 
tile 21slof the same moiitii, givingassuiaiices, (hat it would be 
VC ry gratifying to the authorities of Tennessee, to have the 
boundary between the two States permanently fixed; but that 
the Legislature had made no provision on the subject, and conse- 
•qiioiill) that no step could be taken to co-operate with us. Bui 
stating that should a suspension of operations be directed on tht, 
part of Kentucky, until the meeting of the Assembly of that 
Stale, it would alibid an opportunity fora joint commission whicli 
on tlu'ir pan, would be very desirable, as nothing could besatis- 
. I m V'■,) the people on the border, unless both parties were re¬ 
in . :C:,!(>d. 

It was under these circumstances determined, that it would 
best comport with the courtesy and respect due to the authorities 
of a sisti.r Stale, and consequently with the view’s of the Legis¬ 
lature, as well as with the host interests of (he border inhabi¬ 
tants, to sus|)end all operalions until the opportunity suggested 
had been alfordcd to l!io Legialaturc of Tennessee, which it is 
understood, met on the tliird Monday of September last, since 
whicii lime no fui thei- communication on the subject has been re¬ 
ceived. 

I will here present (oyou, a general outline, only, of the situa¬ 
tion of the Bank of the Commonwealth, us a report in detail of 
the atfairs of that Institution, will shortly be laid before you by 
its Presidoiil, 

The wliole amount of debt due (he Bank on the first day of 
October last, including notes in suit, and notes under discount not 
in suit, was $1,018,492 85, which is $118,370 23, less than Ihc 
amount due at the close of the preceding-year. The amount 
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notes under discount has diminished within the last year .$185,270 
35. The whole amountof real estate purchased hy the Bank is 
$58,728 52. The Literary Fund remains stationary since the 
last year at $140,917 44; and the whole amount of slock is 
$642,553 63. The net profits of the Back for the last year is 
$8,291 17 less than the net profits of the next preceding year; 
and the amount of loss within the last, exceeds that of the former 
year $24,955 45. 

The diminution of profits is a result consequent in part upon 
the diminution of notes under discount, and in part upon the use¬ 
less and expensive continuance of the Branch Banks. Arid the 
increase loss as liefore slated, was occasioned by the robbery 
which was committed during the last autumn upon the Branch 
Bank at LouisviHd. 

After the most mature deliberation, I have been led to consider 
it my duty, respectfully to recommend the withdrawal of all tlie 
Branch Banks, .as soon as may be practicable. By doing so, the 
risk of losses by fire, robberies, or other accidents, will be lessen¬ 
ed in a ratio proportionate to the number of branches—or thirteen 
to one; and the expenses of the establishment will be considera¬ 
bly reduced. By the appointment of Collecting Agents, in lieu 
of the Branches, it is believed that the convenience of the debtors, 
as well as the interest of the Commonwealth, would be consulted. 

In making this communication, I have doubtle.ss omitted to no¬ 
tice some of the topics of public it'.terest which will occur to the 
Legislature. But I am consoled by the reflection, that no evil to 
"he country can result from that omi.ssiou. The imniediale re¬ 
presentatives of the people, selected lor their intelligence and 
virtue, from all parts of the Slate, will readily supply' the defi¬ 
ciencies of this communication. 

Our country is rapidB' advancing in a career of prosperity. 
Blessed with generous soigaiid healthful climate; aided in our com ¬ 
merce, by the facililie.s of modem invention, by which the age we 
five in is so eminently distinguished, it remains for us only to be 
■iidicious and wise, in the application of the means, so bountifully 
jeslowedby the Author of all good, to render us prosperous, and 
happy, and powerful. To this end, let us bear back to our homes, 
when our labors are over, the cousolalion, of having diligently 
and faithfully dedicated our w'hole time, and onr humble l.ilents-

Printers, to execute the duties of the office of Public Printer, un 
til one shall have been duly elected. 

Mr. Hise moved the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the committee of Courts of Justice be instructed 
to inquire into the expediency of so modifying an act entitled “An 
act to reduce into one, the Execution laws of this State, as to ex¬ 
empt the securities on delivery bonds from any liability for a 
greater amount than the value of the property levied on; and for 
the delivery of which only, they make themselves responsible.

tne Auditor Public Accounts, the balance due from him for a 
loan received from the State,at the time he commenced his duties 
as keeper aforesaid, together with the interest due, amounting to 
§ti, 131, Commonwealth’s paper, which will be accounted for in a 
subsequent settlement with him. 

We have examined the improvements of machinery, &c. that 
the keeper has made in the institution, since he has had the same 
unji rhis management and control, and we calculate its value to 
worth,([irevious to the 1st h'ebruary, 1829,) at the least calcu- 
ioti, §5,700; the increase in the tools to be worth ,§1,000. Wc 
,e not taken into consideration in this statement, the provi- 
or fuel, of which there is a large supply. 

VVe would remark, that the settlement of which the foregoing 
.1 staiement, has been made as accurate as it can be done, the 
■’'.■'L't <'f which has been settled after (he usual business hours. 

It is impossible that a full and final settlement can be made with 
,lie keeper, while the institution is in operatian, owing to the 
great number of iinsellied accounts, a great part of which are 
carried on in the way of barter; to make a final settlement so as 
to ascertain the true and exact situation of the institution, it will 
be necessary that all busiiiessshould cease and the accounts closed. 

Ill conclusion, we beg leave to say, that we found the books of 
the institution in good order and the accounts conectly slated.

Scot!, keeper of the Kentucky PenitentiaiT, which was received 
and referred to the committee appoinled to lake under considera¬ 
tion so much of the Governor’s message as relates to that institu» 
tion. 

The said report is in the following words; 


To Ike Hon. Speaker of the House of llepresenlatives: 

Sir: —In discharge of the duty committed to me as Keep¬ 
er of the Penitentiary, 1 submit through you to the House of Re¬ 
presentatives, tiie following report of the state of the institution 
over which I preside. 

1 here are now ninety-one convicts confined in the penitentiary. 
Forty have been committed since the first day of November, 1828; 
tlnrty-one have served out their respective terms and been dis- 
chanrod; five have received the pardon of the Executive; and 
one has died. I he health of the persons committed to my care, 
has been, during the present year, unusually good. The average 
of persons sick during the year, would not much exceed one per' 
day. 


1 he committee appointed by the Legislainrc to settle the nc- 
coums of the penitentiary, performed that duty on the first day 
of February of the present year. Tlie report of the committee 
will show a profit derived from the institution of $15,975 51, up 
to the first ot I* ebrnary last, from t he time it was entrusted to me, 
besides improvements made in the machinery, workshops, &c.

leav“ here to observe, that 1 tiave been disappointed in the 
amounts of the profits, although they have far e.xcceded the ex¬ 
pectations of others who have looked to the previous experimenlB- 
of the institution. My disappointments have grown out of the 
contract with the commissioners of the State-house. The profits 
of the gieat job of nearly $12,000, has only amounted to about 
$700. 1 he accounts of the office furnish the following exhibit 

of the condition of the institution:

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Since the setilement and my report of last year, I have made 
extensive and valuable improvements in the establishment. I 
have altered the old block of brick cells and have made of them 
two large and commodious workshops, the one for carpenters and 
the other for weavers. In obedience to the law of last session, I 
have built the wall six feel higher, and in conformity with the act, 
have added the flat rocks and the loose stone as a covering to the 
wall, which makes an addition to its former height, of seven feet 
nine inches. At the principal gateway, 1 have projected forward 
two walls, for the purpose ot making a double gale—making the 
e.ttent of the wall then added, about 120 feet in length and 14 
feet high. I have built 34 cells, directed by haw, and divided the 
old ones, the expense of which improvements will be seen by 
reference to paper marked (B.) I have also provided a Chapel 
and Sabbath School room, for the convicts, and have built a shed 
eighty four yards in length for the manufacture of bagging, and 
have in operation four bagging looms, and have also erected a 
hemp house within the walls. The improvements have enabled 
me to introduce into the institution, the following rules and regu¬ 
lations, which 1 feel bound to submit to the Legislature as a part 
of rny report, as the economy of the establishment and its prison 
discipline, are .subjects of the most interesting concern to the Le- 
gislatui'C and to the community. 

A system of silence is m;ide to prevail throughout the whole 
institution. Conversation is not permitted among the convicts, 
with the exception, that a foreman of a shop is allowed to give 
instructions wdth regard to work in hand. All other communica¬ 
tions and directions are to be from the manager who conducts the 
institution. For the purpose of preserving perfect order in all 
the operations of the establishment, the convicts are divided into 
several shop’s crews, in which every individual is known by his 
number; and in proceeding to their business, their meals or their 
religious duties, they fall into file according to their number. 

When the first bell rings in the morning, all hands rise, dress, 
make up their beds, sweep up their rooms, and as soon as the doors 
are open, the litter is swept into the alley. The convicts remain 
in the cells until the second bell rings; then each shop’s crew fall 
into the ranks in order, and march in silence to their shops, and 
then each takes his proper place, washes and proceeds to w’ork. 
Each man is required to remain at his own appointed position, 
and is not allowed to approach that of another without leave. 

No man is to look at, or speak to visiting persons without leave j 
this rule is not unfrequently infringed by visitors, who we must 
suppose are ignorant of its existence or importance. When the 
bell rings for meals, each shop’s crew form in single file, every 
man in bis place according to his number, and in silence, march 
to table, there each takes his seat and remains still until the belt 
rings, Inen they cat in silence in the presence of a manager, and 
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at the ringing of the same bell, each man rises to his feet and fol¬ 
lows his tile-leader to his work. The man that marches behind 
going to his meal, marches before returning to his work. 

When the bell rings at night, the convicts form as above men¬ 
tioned and march to their cells, where each goes into his separate 
cell, which is reached by arrangement in order; the number of 
the cell corresponding with the number of the individnal who 
fronts it in the rank. Each man is held accountable for the quan¬ 
tity and quaiity of hts work according to his skill and ability, and 
is not allowed to commit waste, nor tosulTer waste to be commit¬ 
ted in bis sight, without giving information to a manager of whji^ 
he has seen. No man is allowed to go to the privy without a 
token. Each shop has its own token and its own privy. There 
is a man in each shop to bring materials and to hand tools; if he 
is absent, the foreman acts in his stead. When any thing is want¬ 
ed, the person to be supplied pulls his cord and rings the shop 
bell for the fender who attends to him and supplies his wants. 

The cooks prepare the victuals, attend the table, wash the 
clothing, sweep the galleries and cut the wood for the fires. If 
there beany thing amiss in the preparation of llie food, the con¬ 
victs are enjoined to give information of it at mealtime. 

On Saturday, the barbers shave the heads and faces of the men; 
when this duty is begun by one sliop’s crew, all belonging to it 
are shaved before another is called; each individual when shaved, 
is required to wash and dress in clean clothes, and relurn to his 
place in the shop. 

The above is an outline of the conduct prescribed to convicts 
during the week. Sunday is devoted to the purpose of religioue 
instruction and in the employment of the Sabbath School. A 
chapel is provided for these objects, and from the time the prison¬ 
ers are taken from the cells in the morning until night, (meal times 
excepted,) they are here engaged in religious devotion, or in 
learning to read, to write, and to cypher. At least one third of 
those sent to the penitentiary are entirely illiterate, and most of 
them very impertiect in the rudiments of the education imparted 
by common scliools. The different corps of convicts are marched 
to the chapel on Sunday, in the order they march to their busi¬ 
ness during the week, and are placed on benches with their faces 
towards the wall, when under the supervision of a manager, 
they prosecute duties prescribed to them lliroughout the day. 
From these regulations such only are exempted as are retained 
in solitary confinement as a punishment for offences committed 
fay them. 

Divine service is always attended by the keeper or his assis¬ 
tant, and the most profound and solemn silence and attention re¬ 
quired from the convicts. I regret to say that I have not been 
able to obtain as much religious instruction for the convicts as I 
desired. I consider the sermons and prayers of pious men, in 
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conjunction with the labours of the teacher of the Sabbath 
school, as greatly conducive to the reformation of the unhappy 
beings committed to my care, and I should rejoice to have it in 
my power to tell the Legislature, that I had been enabled to pro¬ 
cure a preacher to perform his sacred functions in the Chapel of 
the Penitentiary, on every Sunday during the year. This has not 
been the case, and I am sorry to inform you that only twenty-nine 
sermons have been preached to the convicts during the last year. 
This has not been my fault. I have given to the teachers of the 
Sabbath schools, two dollars per day, and two dollars for every 
sermon, preached within the walls. 

In conclusion, I have to say, that I solicit the attention of the 
General Assembly, to the management of the Institution submit¬ 
ted to my control. If they should find any thing in its internal 
arrangement or conduct, which they may consider as having con¬ 
tributed to make this Institution profitable, rather than a burthen 
to the State, or any thing in the mode of treatment of the con¬ 
victs, which shall seem calculated to produce a reformation of 
character and prevent them from returning tothe bosom of soci¬ 
ety with increased skill for the work of mischief, and embodied 
by association in the Peaitentiary in banditti to execute their 
schemes—much of the praise is due, for the efforts to produce 
these results, should be ascribed to Mr. McIntosh, and my soD 
John R. Scott. I have found them able and faithful assistants, 
every way deserving my confidence and thanks. Mr. Belt has 
satisfied me entirely, as clerk to the institution. He is an excel¬ 
lent officer and a worthy man. The guard 1 have found faithful 
and vigilant; and in conclusion, I ask and invite a visit from your 
honorable body, by committee and individually, as often and as 
early in the session, as you may find convenient. All of which, is

The Speaker laid before the House, a report from the commis¬ 
sioners appointed to superintend the rebuilding of the Capitol, 
enclosing their accounts of money expended, &c. which was 
read in the following words: 

Frankfort Dec. 10, 1829. 

To the Speaker of the House of Representatives; 

Sir :—1 have the honor to transmit here with, statements mark¬ 
ed A. and B. showing the amount of receipts and disbursements 
made by the Commissioners for re,building the Capitol, since their 
last annual report. 

Exhibit A. shows an unexpended balance in the hands of the 
Commissioners, on the 5th instant, amounting to the sum of seven 
thousand and two dollars, fifty throe cents, in Commonwealth’s 
Bank notes, to be accounted for. This sum wUl be nearly, if not 
entirely absorbed in the completion of the Portico and plastering 
of the building. 

Exhibit B. shows, that of the appropriation of five thousand 
dollars, in materials and manufactured arlicles in the Penitentia¬ 
ry house, the Commissioners have drawn orders to the amount of 
four thousand, six hundred and seventy two dollars, seventy eight 
cents, (which orders have been cancelled, and a certificate given 
the Keeper in substitution.) leaving a balance of that appropria¬ 
tion subject to their control, of three hundred and twenty seven 
dollars, twenty two cents. They have also settled the account ot 
the keeper of the Penitentiary house, for the preparation of stone 
for the principal superstructure of the building, and other work 
performed, amounting to the sum of nine thousand, seven hun 
dred and fitty six dollars and thirty two cents, whicii tios been t er 
tided to the Auditor of public accounts. 

The Commissioners respectfully request the appointment of .. 
Committee, to examine their accounts in detail.

Mr. Rucker read and laid on the table, the following joint reso-

Whereas, by the munificence of the State of Kentucky, a Hos¬ 
pital has been erected at Smithland, on the Ohio river, at great 
expense, for the reception of the sick and disabled navigators of 
the western waters: And v:hereas, \t appears from the report, of 
the trustees, in 1828, of said institution, that the citizens of the 
States of Ohio, Indiana, Tennessee, Pennsylvania and Virginia, 
are deeply interested in the support and naaintcnance of said in¬ 
stitution, as citizens of some of these States have already partici¬ 
pated and received its charitable benefits; and there being no 
permanent fund appropriated for its support and maintenance, 
it is deemed that said States would feel disposed to contribute 
something by way of raising a permanent fund for the support 
and maintenance of said institution. It may be proper here to 
remark, that Smithland is a flourishing little town at the mouth 
of the Cumberland, the head of steamboat navigation, where at 
low water, (which is usually in the summer months,) there are an- 
nuallv a number of steamboats compelled to stop at this point, 
with numerous passengers from all parts of the Union, and particu¬ 
larly from the above named States; among whom are frequently 
many sick, without means to provide for their helpless condition, 
and dependant alone upon the charity of the citizens of Smith- 
land, (whose benevolence may be said to be unequalled,) and the 
aid of said Hospital. Wherefore, 

Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, That the Legislatures of the several States of Ohio, 
Indiana, Pennsylvania, Virginia and Tennessee, severally be re¬ 
quested to take thh subject under consideration, and if to them 
it shall seem proper, make some endowment in aid of a perma¬ 
nent support to said institution, under such restrictions and regu¬ 
lations as to them severally may seem proper. 

Be it further resolved. That the Governor of this Slate be re¬ 
quested to transmit to the respective Governors of the before enu¬ 
merated States, a copy of each of the foregoing preambles and 
resolutions. 

Mr. Tibbatts read and laid on the table, the following joint 
resolution: 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives, That a 
joint committee, to be composed of members of the Sen¬ 
ates, and members of tlje House of Representatives, be 
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appointed to examine into, and report the present situation of 
Transylvania University, and the Lunatic Asylum, at Lexington. 

Mr. Bailey moved the following resolution: 

Whereas, it appears from official documents submitted to this 
House, that the revenue of the Commonwealth is inadequate to the 
relief of the Treasury, from existing pecuniary embarrassment, 
and to defray the ordinary expenses of Government, for remedy 
whereof. 

Resolved, That the committee of ways and means be, and they 
are hereby instructed to inquire into the expediency of increasing 
the tax on the property of this Commonwealth, and on such oth¬ 
er things (not property,) as are at present liable to taxation; also 
the expediency of adding additional items to the existing cata¬ 
logue of property, &c. now subject to taxation, for revenue pur¬ 
poses, and report the same to this House, by bill or otherwise. 

Which being twice read, was laid on the table. 

Mr. Smith moved the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the committee for courts of justice arc instruct¬ 
ed to report a hill, abolishing the common school fund, and ap¬ 
propriate the same for the purposes of revenue. 

Which being twice read, was disagreed to. 

The House took up for consideration, the joint resolution offer¬ 
ed on yesterday, by Mr. Butler, relative to the office of public 
printer, which having been amended, was adopted in the follow¬ 
ing words: 

Whereas, Amos Kendall and Albert G. Meriwether, were elect¬ 
ed printers for the Commonwealth of Kentucky, for the year 
1829, under the style and firm of “ Kendall and Meriwether,” and 
the said Amos Kendall having removed from the state of Ken¬ 
tucky, and haying also, accepted an office of trust and profit un¬ 
der the United States: Therefore, 

Resolved, That the office of the said Amos Kendall, as one of 
the printers for this Commonwealth, has become vacant; and that 
the said Albert G. Meriwether, the other printer, be required to 
proceed with the execution of his duties, as sole printer for the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, for the time for which he was elec¬ 
ted; and that all acts done by said Meriwether, since the removal 
and acceptance of the office aforesaid, by A. Kendall, are here¬ 
by declared valid. 

Ordered, That Mr. Anderson carry the said resolution to the 
Senate and request their concurrence. 

Mr. James, from the joint committee of enrollments, reported 
that the committee had examined an enrolled bill, entitled, “ An 
act authorising certain advertisements to be inserted in the Ken¬ 
tucky Intelligencer printed in Flemingsburg,” and had found the

Whereupon the Speaker affixed his signature thereto.

And then the House adjourned. 
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FRIDAY, DECEMBER 11, 1829. 

Mr. James Love, a member returned to serve in this House, 
from the counties of Knox and Harlan, appeared, produced a 
certificate of his election and of his having taken the oaths re¬ 
quired by the constitution of the United Stales, and the constitu¬ 
tion and laws of this State, and took his seat. 

A message from the Senate, by Mr. Pollard, assistant clerk; 

Mr. Speaker .—The Senate have passed a bill entitled “ an act 
for the benefit of Jesse Corum,” in which bill, they request the 
concurrence of this House. 

And then he withdrew. 

1. Mr. Wilcoxen presented the petition of sundry citizens of 
Bullitt county, praying the passage of a law to authorize the ap¬ 
pointment of an additional justice of the peace for said county. 

2. Mr. Porter presented the petition of Sarah Talbot, praying 
a divorce from her husband, Joseph J. Talbot. 

3. Also, the petition of James Talbot, praying a divorce from 
his wife Margaret, late Margaret Craig. 

4. Mr. Venable presented the petition of sundry citizens of 
Trigg county, praying that a law may pass to enlarge the bounda¬ 
ries of the Grace precinct, in said county. 

5. Mr. Hayes presented the petition of William Crim and 
Frances his wife, praying a divorce from each other. 

6. Mr. Burns presented the petition of sundry citizens of the 
county of Lawrence, praying that a law may pass providing for 
the appointment of an additional Justice of the peace and con¬ 
stable for said county. 

7. Mr. Smith presented the petition of Isham Adams, William 
Sutton, Thomas Worrice, Uriah Sutton, Moses Adams and Syl¬ 
vester Adams, representing that they stand indicted in the Linr 
coin circuit court on a charge of larceny, and from the prejudices 
existing against them, they believe they cannot in said county 
obtain a fair and impartial trial; and praying a change of venue. 

8. Mr. Burns presented the petition of sundry citizens of 
Morgan county, praying an alteration in the boundary line be¬ 
tween the counties of Morgan and Floyd. 

9. Mr. Beauchamp presented the petition of sundry citizens 
of Hart county, praying that a sum of money may be appropria¬ 
ted, for the future support and maintenance of a female idiot, the 
daughter of Nathaniel Reynolds of Hart county. 

10. Mr. Rucker presented the petition of Charles H. Webb, 
praying that the land on which he now lives may be excluded 
from the corporation of the town of Princeton. 

11. Mr. Venable presented the petition of sundry citizens of 
Trigg county, praying that the Muddy fork of Little River may 
be declared a navigable stream. 
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Which petitions were severally received, the reading thereof 
dispensed with, and referred, the 1st, to a select committee of 
Messrs. Wilcoxen, Beall and Porter; the 2d, 3d and 5th, to the 
committee on religion; the 4th and 8th, to the committee of prop¬ 
ositions and grievances; the 6th and 7th, to the committee of 
courts of justice; the 9th, to the committee of claims; the 10th, 
to a select committee of Messrs. Rucker, Hughes, C. Morehead, 
and James; and the llth to the committee on internal improve¬ 
ments. 

Mr. J. Calhoon, from the committee of propositions and griev¬ 
ances, made the following report;

De.^r Sir: —By a resolution of the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, approved 29tb January 1829, it 
was made the duty of the commissioners to be appointed for the 
purpose of taking in the lists of taxable property for the year 
1829, to ascertain the number of children over 4 and under lo 
years of age, designating the number at school in their respective 
counties, for the purpose of enabling the present Legislature to 
adopt some practical plan in relation to the commencement of a 
system of general education, and said commissioners were requir¬ 
ed to make out a fair list of the children as aforesaid, and certify 
the number to their respective county courts, who should require 
their clerks to transmit a copy of such certificate to the Auditor 
of Public Accounts, with the commissioners books, and that the 
•Auditor be required to report the same to this General Assembly, 
within the first week of its session. 

Upon an examination of the commissionsrs’ books returned, I 
find only a few that contain the certificate required; other books 
contain the list of children only, and others, no account taken 
whatever. 

My report therefore cannot be considered as giving a correct 
view of the subject, owing to the failure of proper returns not 
being made.

The committee to whom was referred so much of the Govern¬ 
or’s message as relates to the Penitentiary, have had that subject 
under consideration, and make the following report: 

Bedieving that the pecuniary concerns of the institution arc 
not subjects for their consideration, they have confined their ex¬ 
aminations to the improvements which have been made during 
tlie last year, the situation of the convicts, and what other inir 
provements are necessary for the interest of the institution. The 
number of cells required by an act which passed at the last session 
of the IjCgislaturo have been finished, and so far as we could ex- 
auiirie them, appear to be built of the best materials, sufliciently 
strong for the safe keeping and health of the convicts. 

Tlie old cells have been divided, and the wall raised to the 
height required by law, and executed iti such a manner as to af¬ 
ford no facilities of escape. 

The cost of this improvement will be seen by a reference to 
Mr. Scott’s report. The advantages of these improvements am 
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obvious, not only for liie lienltli, bat for the jnup^se of patting 
into operation a system of discipline, which has for its ohjecMhe 
reformation of the convicts, 'i'he adoption of the icgnlalions 
laid down by the “ Prison Discipline Society” in this State, will 
be productive, it is hoped, of the best conse(|iiences. 

The subject of penitentiary discipline is a topic which has re¬ 
cently claimed an unusual share of public attention, and the dis¬ 
cussion of it hy distinguislied philanthropists, has elicited a very 
animated controversy with respect to tlie mode of treating con¬ 
victs, so as to accomplisli most eii'ectually tlie various objects for 
wliich they aix; sentenced, to tlie coulinesof prison. These ob¬ 
ject# are admitted to be as iidlows; 

First—Ijabor, so tliat tin; prisoner may contribute to bis main¬ 
tenance and tlie oxpenccs ot tlie establishment; secondly, tliat 
the mode of treatnieiU of tlie convirls should be sucli as to insure 
their hyailli; and, tliirdly, tlial tin; system of discijiiine put in 
operation, in the mode ol' confmemenl, (lie manner of (.•niploy- 
ment during Llie week, am! tin; advantages tlial should be atlbrd- 
od them on theSabbatii of preariting and tcaciiing, so as best to 
insure the reformation ol' the convicts in liieir liaiiits nnd princi- 
pies, your committee believe lliat Air. Scott lias exerted himself 
10 pul this system in operation: and tliey caaaoi dismiss this sub- 
foct without noticing liis wiilingriess to fuinislinll the informatien 
required, so far as witiiin his control. 

Tiiere are now 91 conyicts in tlie penitentiary; 40 liave been 
coriimitted since the first day of Novemlier, liiSS; 3i, since No¬ 
vember, 1828, liave served out llieir respective terms; live have 
received tlie pardon of the Executive, and one died. Of the num¬ 
ber now in tlie penitentiary, sixteen ai-e under twenty-one years 
of age; forty-one under iliirty years of ai;e; nnd lliirty-fonr, be¬ 
tween thirty and seventy years of age. Eorty-seven could read 
wlien they were put intollie penitentiary, most of them badly, and 
the keeper informs the commilleo tiiat there are but few who 
cannot at least spell. 

in conclnsioii, your committee would suggest tlie propriety or 
erecting an hospital, if ll\e profits of the cstablislirnent will jnstiiy 
It, as it is presumed lhat'one could lie creeled for 1000 or 12Q0 
dollars, that would besuliicient for tlie institution. Tliey would 
also recommend iheadoption of tlie fuiloiving resoliUion; 

Resolviul, 'J'ltat it is expedient and proper, that three conimis- 
sioiiers shouid he appointed to examine witli diligence into tlie 
expences and income ol’ the penitentiary, so as to ascerittin as near 
lis possiiiie, tie,; exact amount of llie clear profits of tlie estaliiish- 
menl; and if practicable, to report to tliis session of Ike Legis¬ 
lature.

Be it cnaclcd by the General Assembly of the Commomeeallh of 
Kentucky, That the several county courts of this Commonwealth, 
a majority of alt the justices in commission being present, and a 
majority of those present concurring therein, shall at their March 
or any succeeding term in each year, elect three fit and proper 
persons, not of their own body, surveyors of the putdic highways 
of their respective coiiniics, who shall continue in oflice one year, 
.and until their successors are a|)pointecl; and the court shall fill 
the vacancy that may happen in said surveyors, from death, re¬ 
signation, removal from the county, or removal for good cause by 
the court. 

Sec. 2. That it shall be the duty of the county court, a majori¬ 
ty of all the justices in commission being present, and a majority 
of those present concurring therein, at their March or any suc¬ 
ceeding term, to lay a road tax of not more than one dollar upon 
cacli person nowliahle to work upon public roads, and upon the 
taxable property of the citizens of the county, according to the 
principles of taxation, adopted and prescribed by the revenue 
laws of the State, any sum not exceeding five cents upon each 
hundred dollars worth, which in thcidopimon may be necessary 
to open and keep in repair the public highways in their respec¬ 
tive counties, which sum shall lie exclusively applied to said pur- 
poki. The road lax shall he collected by the proper officer for 
coliecling county levies in other rases, and the said officers and 
their securities, or eillu r of them, shall he liable on tlie motion 
or suit of the road surveyors, to tiie same judgments and penalties 
thalshcrids and other coUcctorsand lli^ir securities are noiv liable 
to, for a failure of duty in collecting, accounting for, and paying 
over the county levy for other purposes; and shall receive the 
same commission and fees for collecting and paying over the same. 
.And the several couiuy courts shall list with the sheriff or coN 
doctor of the county levy, the tax so laid, remaining unpaid in 
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labor or money, in each year, within nine months after the same 
shall have been levied, and take from the sheriff or collector, bond 
and approved security, for the faithful collection of the tax, and 
to account for and pay over the same from time to time, as the 
court may require; and the sheritf or collector shall have the 
right, within four months after the same shall have been listed 
with liim for collection, to return a delinquent list, and the court 
shall allow or reject the list as in the case of delinquent lists of 
the county levy; and he shall be allowed the same commission 
(or collecting the taxes levied by the county court under this act, 
as is now allowed for collecting the revenue of (his Common¬ 
wealth. 

Sec. 3. That the said surveyors shall lay off their respective 
counties into as many road precincts ns they nnay deem proper, 
limiting them by certain definite boundaries, and may alter the 
same at pleasure; they sliall cause a fair plat of the roads and 
precincts of their respective counties to be made out when they 
s.hall deem it necessary, wliich, together with such alteration.s as 
may be made therein from time to time, except such State roads 
as have been or may be estahlisbed, shall be recorded m a book, 
to be by them kept, wliere all proceedings in relation to public 
rojuls shall be recorded. 

Sec. 4. Tliat the said surveyors shall have power to employ a 
superir.tendant over each one or more prccincls, to open and keep 
in repair the roads within the same, and to authorize them to em¬ 
ploy hands by the day, month or otherwise, and to engage wagons, 
carts, ploughs, teams, and such other implements, as they may 
deem necess.iry. The road survGyorsshall direct the manner in 
wliich the road shall be repaired, where bridges, causcw'ays and 
culverts shall be built, and the mode tliereof; what roads shall be 
raised in the centre and depressed at the sides, with ditches suffi¬ 
cient to carry off the water, nllovviiig a greater portion of kiboiir 
and attention to sucli roads as are of tlie most general use. and 
oil which the greatest quantity of the imports and exports of the 
country arc transported.. They may contract with one or more 
persons to open, keep in repair, and build causeways, culverts 
and bridges, on any part of the road, allowing a just equivalent 
in money or labor for the same. They may allow the snporin 
tendants of precincts, any sum not exceeding ten cents per hour 
for bis services when engtiged, and shall have the right to move 
them at pleasure. 

Sec. 5. That superintendants of roads shall make out a fair 
list of all persons witliin their precincts liable to pay a road tax, 
and shall add to his list from time to time, the names of all others 
who may remove into or reside therein for one month; to which 
list, the road surveyors shall annex the amount of road tax due 
from each person, as taken from tlic last returned commissioner’s 
book f>r otherwise, toecther with the order of the hoard of sui 
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veyors for the amount tlicy inaj allow said superintendant, to ex¬ 
pend within the bounds of his precinct or precincts. It shall be 
the duty of the superintendant to notify all persons in-writing, 
within his precinct or precincts, liable to pay a road tax, at least 
one day previously, of his intention to work the road, and the 
kind of tools and implements he may wish them to use thereon, 
and each person by himself, or hy an able-bodied substitute, 
shall have the privilege of working out his road tax at the rate 
of six and one-fourth cents per hour, until the sum is expended 
which was directed by the surveyors. The superintendant sliali 
keep a correct account of the date, of the hours, and the amount 
of labor performed by himself and received from others, and shall 
give a receipt for the same when required, which shall be credit¬ 
ed by the road surveyors, which account shall be opened for all 
persotis living within the precinct; he shall given receipt to any 
person who may wish to remove out of his precinct, for the amount 
of labor or money he has paid, stating also the amount of road 
tax, if any, that remains due. The superintendant shall have 
the right, audit shall be his duty, to discharge any person who 
shall fail or refuse tohriiig the necessary tools, or refuse to per¬ 
form the labor that may be required of him iu working on said 
roads. 

Sec. G. The road surveyors shall keep an account current with 
each superintendant and themselves, and between themselves and 
the county, and return the same to the county court preceding 
or at the time, for listing for collection. They shall give to the 
court such information from time to time, in relation to the road, 
as they may deem necessary, or the c#urt may require, and shall 
half-yearly make out a statement of Ihc lime they may have been 
employed as road surveyors, and if it shall appear to the court 
by satisfactory evidence, that they have been beiieiicially em¬ 
ployed, they may allow said surveyors any sum not exceeding 
one dollar per day for their services. The surveyors shall, at the 
end of their term, or at the end of eaeh year, present to (he court 
their hook, for their inspection, together with a condensed ac¬ 
count of the amount of money and labor received, and how the 
same has been appropriated, which account shall be tiled in the 
clerk’s oflice of the couiilj'court. 

Sec. 7. That the surveyors and superintend uits of roads, shall 
before they enter upon the discharge of their several duties, make 
oath before the county court or some justice thereof, that they will 
faithfully discharge the duties imposed by this act, and (hey shall 
dcliverover to their successors,all books or accounts, in relatioin 
to public roads; and the surveyors shall, before entering upon 
their duties, give bond with good and sufficient security, to be 
approved of by the county court in a penalty of double the a- 
mountof the road tax, payable to the Commonwealth of Ken 
tucky, conditioned for the faithful performance of the duties re- 
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fjiiired b}’ Ibis act, which bond may be put in suit fiom (ime to 
time, for any breach thereof. 

Sec. 8. That any presentment or suit for not keeping the roads 
in repair, shall be against the road surveyors, appointed under 
this act. 

Sec. 9. That in addition to the revenue tax now imposed upon 
the lands of non-residents, witliin this state, there shall be levied, 
collected and paid, in the same manner in which the revenue 
tax u])on non-residents’lands is now levied, collected and paid; 
a tax of live cents upon each hundred dollars of the value thereof; 
and tlie additional revenues so imposed, shall, when collected, be 
paid to the order of the several county courts of the counties in 
which the lands of non residents lie. The tax collected on the 
lands therein, te be applied as other road taxes authorized to be 
levied and collected by this act: provided, however, that the rev¬ 
enue aforesaid, shall not be paid to the use of said county courts, 
unless they shall have levied the tax required by the second sec¬ 
tion of this act, in which event, it shall revert to such non-resi¬ 
dent. 

Sec. 10. Be it further enacted, That the superinlendants of 
roads shall be authorized to open and keep open through the ad¬ 
joining ground, a ditch, sullicient to drain oft’tEe water that may 
collect on low parts of their roads: provided, however, that before 
the superintendant shall proceed to open any such ditch, he shall 
call on the owner or owners of the adjoining lands, through which 
he may propos'e ditching, and jiroeure such ^vner’s consent; and 
provided said owner will not consent to the same, saidsuperin- 
lendant shall report to the county court, the name of such owner 
and the importance of such ditch, and if the court shall, upon 
hearing the evidence, be of opinion that such ditch be necessary 
for keeping in repair, said road, they shall cause a summons to is¬ 
sue forsuch owner or owners, to appear at their next court, to 
shew cause, ifany, he, she or they can, why such ditch should not 
be opened, and if the court shall still be of opinion that such 
ditch should be opened, they shall direct a writ of ad quod dam¬ 
num to issue, directing the sherifi' to summon a jury, as in other 
cases of ad quod damnum, to meet on said land and jo assess the 
damage to such owner or owners, and make report thereof, to¬ 
gether with the manner of opening said ditch, and if such court 
be of opinion, that it is the interest of such county that such 
ditch should be opened, they shall provide for the payment of suck 
damages, and direct said overseer to open said ditch, agreeably 
to the repoit of said jury. 

Sec. 11. That there shall be, and is hereby appropriated out 
of the money in the Bank of the Commonwealth, the sum of two 
hundred thousand dollars, for the improvement of the roads, 
bridges, public highways and navigable streams in this Common¬ 
wealth. to be apporlioired among the several counties in propor- 
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tion to the liumber of qualified voters in each county, according 
to the commissioners’ books, returned to the Auditor’s office, for 
the year 1849; the proportion of each county to be paid to the 
order of tlie county court, upon a certilicalc of said court being 
produced to the President atid Directors of said Bank, that the 
said court has laid a levy of at least three cents on each hundred 
dollars worth of property, according to the second section of tliis 
act, and a tax of fifty cents on each rniile person now li.ahlc to 
work on roads; and it shall be the duty of the President and Di¬ 
rectors to pay, to the orders of each county court, its proportion 
of the 200,000 dollars aforesaid, according to the foregoing rale, 
upon the production of the certificate aforesaid, and it shall he 
the duty of the several county courts and the surveyors appoint 
ed under this act, to apply the money received under this act 
from the bank, to the improvement of tlie roads, bridges, public 
highways, or navigable streams, as contemplated in tins act. 

Sec. 12. That the several county com ts, a majority of all the 
justices in commission being present, concurring therein, may, if 
to such court it shall seem most advisable, appropriate the funds 
to which they may be entitled under the provision of the eleventh 
section of this act, to the erection of permanent bridges, or to the 
removal of obstructions in the navigable streams williin their res¬ 
pective counties, or to vest the same in the stock of any turnpike 
road company now incorporated, or hereafter to ho incorporated 
within this Commonwealth, and the interest or prolils arising from 
said stock so taken, shall, under the confiol and direction of said 
court, be appropriated for the imprevement of roads, navigable 
streams or bridges, within their respective counties. 

Sec. 13. That the money to be received from the Bank of the 
Commonwealth, as above provided, shall be paid by the respcc 
live couritv courts, to the road surveyors of each county respec- 
tivejy, to be appropriated to the improvement of the public roads, 
bridges, highways and navigable streams, as contemplated by this 
act, and for the faithful application thereof, the said surveyors 
and their securities shall be liable, on bonds to be given, as provi¬ 
ded in this act. 

And the question being taken on reading the said bill a second 
time, it was decided in the negative, and so the said bill was re¬ 
jected.

formed of his isituntioii, and confirmed by the acknowledgment 
of the woman he had married, he seperated himself from her.— 
Your committee think that the petitioner is under no obligation, 
by reason of his marriage; they have therefore, directed me to 
ast leave to be discharged irom the further consideration of said 
petition. 

I he committee have also had under their coasiderntioD, sun- 
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dry other petitions to them referred, and have come to resolutions 
thereon: 

2. Resolved, That the petition of Rebecca Hill, be rejected. 

3. Resolved, That the i)elition of Elizabeth Taylor, be rejected. 

4. Resolved, Tliat the petition of Sarah Montjoy, be rejected. 

0. Resolved, That the petition of James Rice, be rejected. 

Which being twice read, was concurred in. 

Mr. Hardy, from the same committee, to whom w'as referred a 
bill divorcing Delia Hum[)hrey from her husband, Ely Humphrey, 
reported (he same without amendment. 

The said bill was then ordered to be engrossed and read a 
third time. 

And thereupon the rule of the House, constitutional jirovision 
and third reading of said bill being dispensed with, and the same 
being engrossed, 

Resolved, That the said bill do pass and that the title thereof be 
as aforesaid.

The committee considered that of the §303,519 52 in the 
vaults of the principal Bank,-il was expedient to cancel by burn- 
ing §270,415 05 and therefore recommended the adoption of the 
resolution, which has already passed the House, leaving still un¬ 
cancelled, only §500,000, or a fraction over 1-6 of the sum issued. 

If the chartered powers of the institution had been rigidly oh- 
served, by the principal Bank and all its brandies, it is not diffi¬ 
cult to perceive, that at this time, there would be a much small¬ 
er amount of notes in circulation as well as of debts due. The 
great disparity observable in tlie aggregate amounts reported to 
b(' due at the various Branches, contrasted with what they re¬ 
ceived from the principal Bank, and a minute examination of the 
reports submitted by them, forcibly indicate the necessity of some 
immediate and ratlical change of executive system, by whiclithc 
affairs of tlie institution rtm be thoroughly investigated and exist¬ 
ing abuses, reformed and remedied. The general expenses of 
the principal Bank and branches amounted, the past year, to §22,- 
412 05: if put in commission, as proposed, tlieso expenses will be 
reduced about one half, tc, to §11,206.

T'o the above items of doubtful and bad debts, add Ihos.e ot the 
Harrodsburgand Hartford branches, from which there are nospe¬ 
cial reports; the first represented as very considerable, the latter, 
trilling in amount. 

F'rom all the facts before recited and alluded to, and which 
will more at large appear by reference to the tables herewith re¬ 
turned, and the several annual reports of the principal Bank and 
branches, your committee unanimomly concur in opinion, that 
whether the safety and interest of the Bank, or the convenience 
ot ilrdebtors, be consulted, it is important that all its branches 
be withdrawn as soon aspraclicable and agents appointed Inclose 
its concerns. For this purpose, they have pre^nted a bill la the 
House. ^ 

The Bank owns real estate to the nominal value of ,$58,728 52 
which ought to be disposed of as soon as its nature and situation 
will permit; and it cannot he queslioacd, that it isequallv preju¬ 
dicial to the government and its cilizens, mr the tirsl to be the 
landlord to the latter. Your committee iiavc, for that pin post , 
presented a bill to the House. * 

7’hey also recommendjlliat provision be made by law, for can¬ 
celling the notes of the Bank from time to time, a's they shall he 
withdrawn, by burning them iu the presence of the Governor, 
.'Vuditor and Treasurer, and thereby avoiding (he tRl; of robbe, v 
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and other accidents which might tliro'v Ihcin iiii[ ropcrlj int«> 
circulation, not to mention the useless consumption of time, an 
nually by tile legislature, in passing resolutions on the suliject— 
This course has been pursued by the »tate Bank, so that at (tiis 
time, there is in the vaults of that institution, but t$10y 7 j, of the 
millions, which it once had in circulation. 

The items constituting the capital stock of the B.ank of the 
Commonwealth, are shewn hy the table D. herewith submitted. 

The official report of the Fresident of the Bank of the Com 
monwealth, which ivas referred by the House, to this committee 
contains the following paragraph; 

“The account from the Louisville Brandi Bank, exhibits a loss 
of ,§26,693 11, of wbicli that Branch wtis robbed on the night of 
the 17th of September last. Mr. Bayne, the cashier of the hank 
at Louisville, requests through me, an investigation of the facts 
connected with the subject,” 

We therefore, felt bound, allliough satisfied of the difficulty and 
delicacy of the task, to give some attention to the subject, ar.d 
therefore caused tlie officers of the mother Bank to conic be i'; -e 
us as witnesses, and to produce such written documents and Moefs 
touching the matter as might be in their possession. The ash- 
ier (Col. Taylor,) furnished the affidavits and statements. Nos. 1, 
2,3, 4,5,6, 7 and 8, which had been forwarded to him by the 
President of the Louisville Branch Bank, and Mr. Payne pro¬ 
duced the statements and affidavits, A. B. C. and D. We also, 
examined sundry witnesses, from Louisville and elsewliero. From 
all the facts exhibited to them, your committee iinnnimmsly con¬ 
cur in the opinion, tliat William O. Payne, the cashier of the 
Louisville Branch Bank, is not culpaplo in that unfortunate affiiir; 
on the contrary, he clearly accounted to tho committee, hy testi¬ 
mony, for all the circumstances caicuhited to cast a shade on liis 
character and conduct.

Mr. Fisher, from the select committee appointed for that pur¬ 
pose, made the following report; 

The committee appointed to inquire whether the practice of 
demmding wharfage from the boats laden with the pro¬ 
duce of this country, as established by certain towns on the 
Mississippi, bo not contrary to tlie spirit of the constitution of the 
United States and unnecessarily oppressive to the commerce of 
this and the adjacent slates, beg leave to report: 

That they have had the subject under consideration, and after 
bestowing upon it that attention its importance demands, are of 
opinion that tlie constitution of the United States does not guar¬ 
antee to any individual State, the right to raise a revenue from 
any source, calculated from its nature, to be drawn exclusively 
from the citizens of other Stales; and that all laws having for 
their object the l.ixation of (ho citizens of any part of the Union, 
for the bcnclit of another portion who are excluded from the 
burden they impose, are unjust, contrary to the spirit of our free 
institutions, and uncnnslilutional. That such is the character of 
the acts of certain town corporations, alluded to in the resolu¬ 
tion submitted to your committee, they entertain no doubt. 
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Your commillee are unprepared at present, to slate with pre¬ 
cision the amount of the various exactions, that at ditFerent 
points and under various pretexts, are levied upon the coinmerre 
of this country; nor do they deem sucli statement necessary in 
order to investigate tlie correctness of the principle by nhici'. 
they arc demanded. For if the corporation of any town where, 
no wharf has been built, has a right to levy anv tax, no nnitter 
how small, upon those who may land within their limits, we 
can s(:e no reason why they would not have the right upon the 
same princij le to levy a tax of 1000 dollars upon every boat 
which miglit land there, or in fact to prevent all trade between 
those navigating the river and the citizens of their neighhor- 
hood. 

Wherever the citizens of any town have built a whail for Ibe 
coiivi'tiiencc of those who may choose to land there, it is hut jusl 
that they should receive a reasonable rate of whai fagc, and it is 
believed that the industrious and enterprizing citizens of Ken 
tucky will be found among the last to complain of such a regu 
li'tion. The act first passed by the corporation of Natchez, foi 
demanding a wharfage of those boats that should land at thcit 
wnarf was cheerfully submitted to; and had that corporation re 
n .ined satislied with receiving a wharfage that proliably amount 
e i to more than 100 percent per annum ujion the nrnonnl expend 
c ' iio complaint would have been made. But other regulation^! 
t.-v - been subsequently adopted which have afforded just grounds 
of complaint. 

Experience has ever proved that a tame submission by any 
people to an infringement upon their rights, has uniformly tended 
to invite additional encroachments. Accordingly we have seen 
the citizans of Natchez adding to their restrictions upon our com¬ 
merce until they demanded five dollars of every Steamboat that 
landed at their port if they discharged or took on board any por¬ 
tion, no matter how srnall, of llieir cargo, and qxncted from every 
flat boat that landed and remained at their wharf more than 4 
hours §1 50 wharfage, and in addition to ihat sum, a port duly 
of one dollar. These sums have been collected by a wharf-mas¬ 
ter to whom the corporation had leased for a stipulated sum per 
annum, not only the wharf but what was called the port, extending 
about one mile above and half a mile below the wharf, thereby 
making it the interest of (he otficer collecting tlic revenue, to ex¬ 
act with rigour the utmost in his pow'cr. Can it be possible that 
the constitution of the United Stales contemplated that a (ax 
should ever be levied by any section of ihe Union, upon the 
wealth and enterprize of another portion exclusively, and so col¬ 
lected? Your committee think not. 

Other towns in the states of Mississippi and Louisiana, “in¬ 
fluenced by the successful example” of Natchez, have passed or¬ 
dinances compelling those who should land within the limits of 
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Iheir reppeclive corporations to pay a wlmrfagc of from one dol¬ 
lar to one dollar aiut fifty cents, and that too in most instances 
where no wharf had been made. 

Your committee have been unable to discover in what manner, 
if any, the citizens of the several towns on the Mississippi, with 
the exception of Natchez, have rendered any equivalent (or the 
burdens imposed by their restrictions. On the contrary, it is be¬ 
lieved their principal object has been to draw a revenue from the 
industry and enterprize of the upper western country generally, 
without any regard to their benefit, for the purpose of filling the 
coffers of their rospcctive corporations. 

Under this view of the subject, your committee beg leave to 
submft the following preamble and joint resolutions. 

Whereas it is the duly of the representatives of a free people 
to be ever ready to advocate the rights and support the interests 
of their constituents, and on all proper occasions, fearlessly to ex¬ 
press their opinion in relation to any encroachments which may¬ 
be made upon their rights and liberties: And whereas, it is es¬ 
sential to the prosperity of the western states that they should en¬ 
joy a free commercial intercourse w'ith their fellow-citizens of 
the south; therefore be it 

Rewlved iy the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tuchy. That the Congress of the United Slates has the right to 
regulate commerce among the several stales; and that those re¬ 
strictions which have been imposed upon our commerce by seve¬ 
ral of the towns in the stales of Mississippi and Louisiana, are 
unequal in their nature, oppressive in their operation and contra¬ 
ry to the spirit and meaning of the constitution of the United 
Stales. 

Resolved, That his Excellency, the-Governor, be requested to 
transmit a copy of the foregoing preamble and resolution to the 
Governors of the states of Mississippi and Louisiana vvitli a re 
quest that the same be laid before their respective Legislatures. 

Which being twice read, was laid on the table.

belonging to the Clergy and others, to obtain from Congress ac. 
establishment by law of their particular creed, in relation to the 
.Sabbath, and to etl'ect this, and as a first step thereto to procure 
the passage of an act abolisliing the Sunday mail; and whereas 
it is the duty of those representing the people in their state sove¬ 
reignties to guard against all encroachments by the general 
government, and vigilantly to watch and defend the constitution 
and ils pi inciples, and especially, to interpose and resist all efTorts 
to introduce any alliance between Churcli and State, any test, 
llic establishment of which by law may tend to give a preference 
to any religious denomination, or the interposition of any prohi¬ 
bition calculated to embarrass freedom of religions opinion, or 
make the religious opinion of one class operate through legal 
restraints upon the rights and iinmnnities of the rest, as now held 
under our happy institutions; therefore, this Legislature fuels 
itself called upon (o express ils views to the meinhers from Ken¬ 
tucky in the Congress of the United States, in relation to this in¬ 
teresting subject, it seems is again to he brought before 
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tliat body by numerous petitioners. This Legislature protests 
against the abrogation of the Sunday mail ns violating the spirit 
of the constitution. It is establishing the principle that the scru¬ 
ples or conscientious tests of one portion of the community shall 
be the law, to the rest, in religious matters; and that the interests, 
inclinations and conduct of one portion of the people shall be 
placed under constraint, and subjected to the control of another 
part of the community. This innovation in the principles upon 
which the general government has been conducted, is demanded 
by the petiiioners, or some at least, upon the ground that the ex¬ 
ample of civil governnr.er.t is necessary to aid the teachers of the 
gospel in their elforts to inculcate religion and morality among 
the people. If this doctrine be recognized as true, the aid of 
the State Government ought first to have been asked to begin the 
work at the foundation. Writing letlers, carrying letters, read^ 
ing letters 01 newspapers, by individuals on the Sabbath, ought 
first to be made criminal and punished by State authority, before 
Congress is called on to arrest llie mail, otherwise the public 
functionaries engaged in this duty, will be immediately succeeded 
by private agents, and a new system of Sunday mails will spring 
up under the management of private companies. 

Should the State Government, by penalties, suppress all com¬ 
munications and conveyances of intelligence on the Sabbath, for 
the purpose of promoting religious and moral objects, would not 
the petitioners have good ground to demand ns a means of further¬ 
ing their exertions in this cause, the erection of houses at the 
public expence dedicated to the worship of God, for moral in¬ 
struction, and that all persons should be compelled to attend pub¬ 
lic worship or moral lectures? Would tliey not have a right to 
expect that moral teachers for the people should be provided by 
tlie State to instruct them from the pulpit, and that the people 
should be compelled to pay a moderate tax, say one-lcrilh of the 
produce of their land and labour, for the support of these teach¬ 
ers of morality? And would it not rationally follow also that as 
the teachers of falsehood cannot benefit the public morals, and 
as all llie numerous sects among us cannot all be right, that it 
will be necessary to petition the Legislature to determine which 
of them adheres to the true principles, and require llie people to 
support that sect only which it may deem right, and attend the 
ministrations of its teachers alone? 'i'he least step to which the 
mingling of religious operations witli the action of our civil in¬ 
stitutions necessarily tend, would, after (his, be inevitably accom¬ 
plished. 

It would follow in this as in otlier governments where (his 
union has taken place, tiiat be who disregards morality so far as to 
encourage and belong to any leligions sect winch is n<5t believed 
right, cannot be tit to participate in the administration ot (he gov- 
''roment. Of course, that no man who did not belong to tlifc 
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riglit sect ought to be eligible to oflice, and we should then have 
petitions to alter our institutions to exclude them from office as 
we now have to establish proliibitions and make innovations hith¬ 
erto unknown to our happy larul. 'Phis Legislature cannot 
countenance applications, iiowever deeply it reverences the sa¬ 
cred institution of the Sabbath, which go to impose on the multi¬ 
tudes who deem it of divine authority, only among those people 
in whose laws it was thus origimilly ingrafted; applications which 
go to impose on the seventh day Baptist, the Jews, besides iiu 
meroiis individuals of all classes and sects, submission to the de¬ 
nial of those rights to which they think themselves entitled, 
however respectable, intelligent, religious, moral and numerous 
tiif: penions may be. 

But if this Legislature were authorized to make the injunc¬ 
tions of the bible a part of the legal code of the country, it 
would not deem the wishes of the petitioners for the suppression 
of the Sunday mail admissible. The duty performed by the 
mail is a work of necessity. The President of the United Slates, 
in his late message, in speaking of the mail, justly says, “It is to 
the body politic what the veins and arteries arc to the natural, 
conveying rapidly and regularly to the remotest part of the sys¬ 
tem, correct information of the operation of the government, and 
bringing back to it the wishes and feelings of the people.” Such 
is the nature of our confederacy; so thoroughly is it dependent 
upon the perpetual interchange of opinion and information be¬ 
tween the people and their Representtitives; so widely extended 
are the members of our Union becoming on our great continent; 
and so indispensable in w ar and in peace, is the incessant and rapid 
communication of intelligence among them, that the stoppage 
of the mail for one-seventh part of its time, and through a period 
of twenty-four hours too-et/ier, would certainly always be produc¬ 
tive of great inconvenience arul mischief, and might, in some dan¬ 
gerous crisis of tlie Republic, prove fatal to its union and ex¬ 
istence. 'i'herefore. 

Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives, That 
our Senators in Congress be instructed, and our Represetitatives 
requested, to vote against any bill or bills, that may be introduced 
into t:ie National Legislature, having for their oliject the suppres¬ 
sion, suspension or impeding the conveyance of the public mail. 

Resolved, That the Governor of this Commonwealth be request¬ 
ed to transmit to each of our Senators and Representatives in 
Congress, copies of the foregoing preamble, and Fesultiiions. 

Ordered, I’liat the rule of the house, constitutional |)rovision 
and second reading of a bill from the Senate onlilh d “an act 
further to regulate the Bank of the Commonwealtli,” and the se¬ 
cond reading of a bill to provide for withdrawing the liranches 
and further to regulate the Bank of the Commonwealth, be dis- 
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pensed with, and that the same be referred to the committee of 
wajsand means. 

Mr. C. Moiehcad, from the committee on education, to whom 
was referred, “a bill to encourage the general diflusion of educa¬ 
tion in this Commonwealth, by the establishment of an uniform 
system of public schools,” reported the same with amendments. 

Which being twice read, were conejirred in. 

The said bill w'as then made the order of the day for Monday 
next. 

The follow'ing bills were reported from the several committees 
appointed to prepare and bring in the same, viz;

And thereupon, the rule of the House, constitutional provision 
and second reading of the first and second bills having been dis¬ 
pensed with, the first was ordered to be engrossed and read a 
third time to morrow, and the second was committed to the com¬ 
mittee for courts of justice. 

The House then, according to the standing order of the day, 
resolved itself into a committee of the whole House, Mr. C. S. 
Morehead in the chair; and after some time spent therein, the 
Speaker resumed the chair and Mr. Morehead reported that the 
committee had, according to order, had under consideration, “a 
bill more efl’ectually to prevent the importation of slaves into this 
Commonwealth, as merchandizeand had made some progress 
therein, but not having time to go through the same, had in- 
striictcd him to ask for ietive to sit again. 

Whicli was granted. 

Mr. Williams (of VVayne,) moved the following resolution:

Which bills were severally leceivcd and read the first time, 
(and with the exception of the seventh and ninth, which were re¬ 
jected,) ordered to bs-eead a second time. 

And thereupon the rule of the House, constitutional provision 
and second reading of the 1st, 2d, 5th, SHh, 10th and 11th bills 
having been dispensed with, (the 8th having been amended at 
the clerk’s table,) the same were ordered to be engrossed and 
read a third time. 

And the rule of the House, constitutional provision, and third 
reading of the 1st, 2d, 6th, lOth and 11th bills having been dis¬ 
pensed with, and the same being engrossed. 

Resolved, That the said bills do pass, and that the titles thereof 
be as aforesaid. 

Ordered, That the clerk carry the said bills to the Senate and 
request their concurrence. 

Mr. Combs, from the committee of ways and means, to whom 
was referred “a bill further to regulate the Bank of the Common¬ 
wealth,” reported the same with an amendment. 

Ordered, That the said bill and amendment be postponed un, 
til the 4th January next. 

Mr. J . T. Moreliead , from the committee on internal improve¬ 
ments, made the following report: 

The Committee on Interna! Improvements, to which was referred 
those parts of the message of the Governor, relating to the Tariff 
and Internal Improvements, and communicating the proce^ings 
of certain States of the Union against particular measures of the 
general government, which they consider nnauthonzed and eon- 
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(rary to the constitution of the United States, Lave, according to 
order, had tliesame under consideration, and having selected the 
proceedings of South Carolina, as most demanding attention from 
their greater scope, as well as from the tendency of some of the 
principles avowed—the committee recommend to the house, the 
following answer and resolutions, which, ifadopted by the house, 
sliould be afterwards transmitted to the other branches of the le¬ 
gislative government for their consideration, and if concurred in 
by them, will serve as a reply not only to the State of South Car¬ 
olina, but to the other States, which, agreeing w ith South Caroli¬ 
na in opinion, have thought proper to communicate their proceed¬ 
ings to the Governor of Kentucky, ta be laid before its legisla¬ 
ture. 

The General Assembly of Kentucky has bestowed upon the 
resolutions of South Corolina, all the attention required by their 
importance, their dignified source, and especially by the consid¬ 
eration, that a member of this Union declares itself to be serious¬ 
ly aggrieved by acts of the general government, which it arraigns 
and fully believes to be repugnant to the constitution of the Uni¬ 
ted Slates. That this is the deliberate opinion of South Carolina, 
cannot be doubted, since at three different sessions of its Legisla¬ 
ture, in 1825, 1827 and 1828, it lias been repeatedly and solemn¬ 
ly expressed. I he measures of the (pderal government, of which 
this opinion has been declared, are principally those which relate 
to the Tariff and Internal Improvements. The Slate of South 
Carolina has confined itself chiefly to a simple annunciation of its 
opinionsand convictions, without entering into a train of reason- 
ing, by which they were formed. It might be suflicient for -the 
General Assembly of Kentucky to imitate the example; but it is 
thought to be due to the occasion and the interests of the people 
committed to its charge, that it should state some of the consid¬ 
erations, which have led tu the conclusion at which it has arriv¬ 
ed. 

In respect to the Tariff, the State of South Cavolina asserts in 
its resolution of 1825— 

Isl, “Tbata right to impose and collect taxes, does not author 
ize Congress to lay a tax tor any other purposes than such as are 
embraced in the specific grants of power, and those uecessarilv 
implied therein.” 

2nd. “ That Congress ought not to exercise a power granted 
for particular objects, to affect other objects, the right to afl’ect 
which has never been conceded:” 

And 3aly, “ That it is an unconstitulionni exercise of power 
on the part of Congress to la\’ duties to protect domestic manu¬ 
factures.-’ 

By Its resolutions of 1827, it asserts, 4lhly, ‘-That the consti¬ 
tution of the Ut.'ite l SiUtes, is a compact between the people of 
-10 ditTcrent iviilj each oUicr. as so para to indcactidcnt sovc- 
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reignties; and that for any violation of the letterorspirit oftliat 
compact by the Congress of the United States, it is not only the 
rigiit ofthe people, but of the Legislatures who represent them, to 
every extent not limited, to remonstrate agtiinst violations of the 
fundamental compact.” 

5thly, “ That the acts of Cotigress known by the name of Tarifl' 
laws, the object of which is not the raising of revenue or the reg- 
nlation of foreign commerce, but the promotion of domestic man¬ 
ufactures, are violations of tlie constitution in its spirit, and ought 
to be repealed.” 

And by its resolutions of 1823, it asserts, Glhly, ‘‘That the 
measures to be pursued consequent on the perseverance in this 
system, are purely questions of expediency and not of allegiance, 
and that for llie purpose of ascertaining the opinion, and inviting 
the co-operation of other States, a copy of these and the resolu* 
tions heretofore adopted by this Legislature, be transmitted to 
the Governor of the several States, with a request that they may 
belaid before the several Legislatures to determine on such ul¬ 
terior measures as they may think the occasion demands.” 

The General Assembly of Kentucky, finds itself unable to con 
cur in all these opinions. Some of them, indeed, might be ad¬ 
mitted, without adding any strength to the conclusion which they 
are asserted to sustain. This observation a{iplies to the fust, se¬ 
cond and fourth of the opinions avowed by South Carolina. Un¬ 
doubtedly Congress might to impose no lax for purposes, ‘‘other 
than such as are embraced in the specific grants of power and 
those necessarily implied therein.” Nor ougiil Congress “to ex¬ 
ercise a power granted for particular objects to effect othei ob¬ 
jects, tlic right to effect which, has never been conceded”—by the 
constitution of the United Slates. So far as the retoliilions of 
1827, declare a right, either on the part of the States, in their 
sovereign character, or of the people, to remonstrate against vio¬ 
lations of their constitutions by the government of the United 
Stales, the right is undeniable. 

Tlie grant in the constitution to Congress, of the power to lay 
and collect taxes, duties, imposts and excises, is without limita¬ 
tion, except that they shall be uniform llirougbout the United 
Slates, and except also in the case of direct taxes, that they are to 
be apportioned among the several States, according to their res¬ 
pective numbers, determined by a prescribed rule. It cannot be 
pretended that duties, imposed to protect American productions, 
with which rival productions of foreign nations come in competi¬ 
tion, fall within either of those exceptions. Nor, if the qualifica¬ 
tion were conceded, which is sometimes insisted upon, of this gen¬ 
eral taxing power, that is, that it is to be exerted to pay the debts, 
and provide for the common defence and general welfare, would 
tnuebaid be derived to the argument, which maintains the uncor. 
stilutionality of such duties? 
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Without dwelling longer upon thnt parlirular flaupc in tlie 
constitution of the United States, the General Assembly conceives 
that another clause clearly grants the power in question, h is 
that which gives to Congress the power “to regulate commerce 
with foreign nations.” Art. 1. Sec. 8. It is given without res¬ 
triction or qualification. It ought to have been so conferred up¬ 
on a government, which, by universal consent, has the exclusive 
control of our commercial and other intercourse with foreign na¬ 
tions. How otherwise would it have been possible, for Congress 
to guard and protect the interests of the United States against 
the varying and infinitely diversified policy of foreign powers? 
If equality of commerce and navigation on one side, ought to be 
met by equality on the other, prohibition on the one side, ought 
to be countervailed by prohibition on the other. Between the 
points of perfect equality and absolute prohibition, there are ma¬ 
ny intermediate shades of difference, discernable in the commer¬ 
cial codes of foreign nations. There is not, it is believed, with a 
very few exceptions, a commercial nation in the world, which 
practically offers to the United States perfect equality; whilst 
many of them, and especially those with which they have most 
intercourse, measure out to them prohibition after prohibition^ 
to the entire exclusion of some of the most valuable products of 
the Union. Would it not have been unwise in the people of the 
United States, to have tied the hands of their government, as to 
commercial regulations, whilst those of foreign powers should be 
free to inflict on the commerce of the United States any injury, 
prompted by their policy, their jealousy or their cupidity? Would 
it have been possible for the framers of the constitution, to h.ive 
foreseen and provided for, all the exigencies that might arise out 
of the commercial policy of foreign powers, by defining the pre¬ 
cise manner in which the grant of the power to‘regulate com¬ 
merce,’ should be exercised? If it be said, that the object of pro¬ 
tecting the products of American industry, is not specified, as the 
purpose of the grant of the power to ‘regulate commerce,’ besides 
the answer already given, the further answer immediately occurs, 
that no other purpose is specified; and if the want of the specifi¬ 
cation of (he object of protection, prevent (he exercise of the 
power to that end, the want of the specification of every other 
object, would prevent the exercise of the poiver in relation to any 
and every other object. And thus it would happen, that the 
grant of a power unlimited and unrestrained, would amount to a 
mere nullity; and the general government would be disarmed of 
many of the powers necessary to constitute it a safe depository of 
the rights, of the interests, and of the independence of the Union. 

But it may be urged, that the regulation of commerce implies 
its continued existence, and that whatsoever be the nature of the 
regulation, it must not be such as to destroy the subject to be re¬ 
gulated. If Congress were to attempt to annihilate the com- 
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merce of the United States, there might be force in this argu¬ 
ment. But no such attempt is made by the laws in question. 
Commerce embraces a vast variety of subjects. The imposition 
of protecting duties on some articles, or even the absolute prohi¬ 
bition of them, would not amount to its destruction, nor would 
the general commerce of the country be thereby ultimately af¬ 
fected. All other articles would remain for commercial opera¬ 
tions, and the encouraged industry of the United Slates would 
supply additional subjects, counterbalancing those which might 
be excluded. If the regulation of commerce mean any thing, 
it must be the prescription of the terms and conditions on which 
it is admitted and carried on. Congress possessing an unquali¬ 
fied power to prescribe those terms and conditions, is bound in the 
exercise of it, to guard and protect the prosperity of the United 
States, or in the language of the constitution, “to provide for the 
general welfare.” And if that object require such a regulation 
of foreign commerce, as will foster our domestic manufactures. 
Congress is surely authorized to enact the regulation. 

The power in question, in conformity with these principles, 
has been repeatedly exercised since the adoption of tlie present 
constitution; and that too without denial or complaint of the 
constitutional power of Congress. A large majority of the 
States and of the people of the Union, including, it is confidently 
believed, the States of South Carolina, Virginia and Georgia, 
sanctioned the exercise of it, in the instance of the Embargo, by 
which commerce with all nations was indefinitely suspended. 

It must have been well known to the American Statesmen who 
formed the federal constitution, pre-eminently skilled, as all admit 
them to have been, in the history of the policy of the commercial 
nations of the world, that it was by regulations of commerce that 
the British government had systematically and uninterruptedly 
protected and encouraged the domestic industry and manufac¬ 
tures of that country; that such protection and encouragement 
were prominent and characteristic objects of the policy of that 
government, and entered into all its commercial regulations, con¬ 
nected with those subjects, the production or manufacture of 
which it was designed to favor. When, therefore, with this 
knowledge, they formed a constitution, granting to Congress a 
general and unqualified power to ‘regulate commerce,’ it must 
have been understood that the power might be used to cherish 
and foster the domestic industry and manufactures of the States, 
as it had been elsewhere and every wliere used. And if it had 
been intended, to exclude from the general grant of the power to 
‘regulate commerce,’ the right to exercise it for the common and 
familiarpurpose of encouraging domestic industry and manufac¬ 
tures, that exclusion would most certainly, in some way, have been 
e.xpressed. 

That the eonstitiition of the United States was so understooA 
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and interpreted b}? mjuij of its illustrious framers and theif 
coteinporaries, is a fact demonstrable by unequivoo'il evi¬ 
dence. It would swell the argument unnecessarily on this point, 
to offer at length the authorities that might be adduced in support 
of it. A brief abstract of the opinions of some of the most dis 
tinguished, is all that will be attempted. 

After the adoption of the federal constitution, the first Con¬ 
gress met in April, 1789. Earlier than any other, the iriiportant 
subject of revenue claimed attention. 7'he debates which have 
been preserved, shed much light on the views of national policy, 
as expressed by the members of that enlightened assembly. 

On the third day of the session, the House being in committee 
of the whole—“Mr. Madison, after a few observations on the 
great subject of finance and the deficiencies in the federal trea¬ 
sury, suggested the necessity of immediately adopting some mea¬ 
sures upon the subject of national revenue. With this object in 
view, he produced a resolve, specifying certain artictfes, upon 
which an impost was proposed to be laid. 

On the next day, the House being still in committee on the state 
of the Union, “Mr. Madison said, that with respect to the resolve 
before the committee, his design was to have proposed a tempo¬ 
rary system. He, however, perceived gentlemen were much 
divided. He conceived that very powerful motives existed, to 
induce the adoption of a plan that should come into immediate 
operation, Slc. He remarked that some of the articles proposed, 
had reference lo the encouragmenl of our own manufactures." 

This resolution of Mr. Madison was subsequently withdrawn, 
as constituting a temporary system only, and he then moved, 
“that it is the opinion of this committee, that a committee of the 
house ought to be appointed to prepare a draft of a bill to regu¬ 
late the collection of duties on imposts and tonnage within the 
United States.” The motion was adopted, and alter some dis¬ 
cussion, duties were imposed upon a variety of articles, among 
them were Jamaica spirits, wines, sugars, coffee, beer, candles, 
cheese, shoes, unwrought steel, &c. “This article,” says the re¬ 
porter, “caused a long and interesting debate; it being contended 
on the one hand, proper to encourage the growing manufacture of 
that article-, and opposed, on the other, as a tax on agriculture and 
all mechanic arts, in which steel tools, &.C. w'ere necessary. 

“Mr. Gilman, from New-Hampshire, moved to have the article of 
hemp, struck out of the enumeration.” 

“Mr. Hartley observed, that there appeared to him an incon 
sisteiicy in the proceedings on the business. 1 he committee had 
just resolved, that a duty should be laid on cables and cordage, 
and it was now proposed to tax the principal material of that 
manufacture. If the object was to protect the manufactures of the 
country, it was absurd to discourage the importation of raw ma¬ 
terials, essentiii,! to those manufactures. It was, indeed, of impor 
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tance {o encourage American productions but was it of higher impnr 
tftnce than ship building? It was the policy of all manufacturin'; 
countries, to encourage the importation of the raw material.—• 
To lay a duty on hemp would be giving a fatal blow to the man 
ofacture of cordage.” 

Mr. Moore, from Virginia, “conceived it not only the interest 
of the State he represented, but of every part of Ameriba, to en¬ 
courage the raising of hemp." 

“ Mr. Heister observed, that the hemp of this season was al¬ 
ready sown, so that the farmer would not profit hy any encourage¬ 
ment this year. He did not, therefore, wish to render the duty 
heavy at present. It might be proper in a year or two to in-, 
crease it.” 

“ Mr. White opposed the motion for striking out the article, 
and was rather for filling it up with a larger sum. He moved 
that the blank be filled up with 17 cents.” 

“Mr. Lawrence imagined, that the article of hemp was not 
raised at present insufficient quantities, to warrant any extraor¬ 
dinary duties, which might in the end operate as a prohibition. If 
the duty on hemp was higher than on cordage, it would be the 
interest of the merchant to import the latter, to the discourage¬ 
ment of the manufacture here." 

“ Mr. Scott, from Pennsylvania, observed, that commerce and 
agriculture were inseparably connected, and that nothing com¬ 
mercial ought to be adopted, which would injure agriculture, on 
which it so essentially depended. lie disapproved of the immode¬ 
rate zeal in favor of manufactures." 

“ Mr. Boudinot moved for 50 cents. The question on that sum 
was taken and carried.” (See American Museum for 1781)-pp 418. 
123-vol, 5.) 

The deliberations of Congress on this subject, resulted in the 
passage of a law, entitled “an act for laying a duty on goods, 
wares and merchandizes imported into the United Slates;” the 
preamble of which was as follows; 

“ Whereas it is necessary for the support of government, for 
the discharge of the debts of the United States, and the encouRi- 
A6EMENT and PROTECTION of domestic manufactures, that 
duties be laid on goods, wares and merchandizes imported: Be it 
enacted, &'c." 

It will not escape observation, that this act was not only sanc¬ 
tioned but projected by men, who had aided in the formation of 
the Federal constitution; and as if to mark its connexion with the 
memorable event that preceded it, was approved by-President 
Washington, on the 4th July 1789. 

“ The immoderate zeal in favor of manufactures” seems not to 
be confined to the present day, but to have entered into the pro¬ 
found and enlightened deliberations of the fathers of the consti¬ 
tution, upon next to the first act that is to be found upon the sta- 
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t.ute book of tlie nation. The conclusion deducible from circum¬ 
stances like tliose, cannot be resisted. 

The opinions of Mr. Jefferson, are no less unequivocal. He 
was not a member of the first Congress, nor of tlie convention 
that formed the constitution of the United States; but he was 
deeply skilled in the science of our government, and no man was 
more jealous of its constructive powers. 

In his message to Congress in 1808, Mr. Jefferson said, “ The 
suspension of our foreign commerce, produced by the injustice of 
' the belligerent powers, and the consequent losses and sacrifices 
./ of our citizens, are subjects of just concern. The situation in 
I which we tiave been tiius forced, has impelled us to apply a 
ji portion of our industry and capital to internal manufactures 
[1 and improvements. The extent of this conversion is daily 
A increasing and little doubt remains, that (he establishments 
formed and forming, will, under the auspices of cheaper materials 
and subsistence, the freedom of labor from taxation with ua, and 
of protecting duties and prohibitions, become permanent.” 

Pardonable as it might be, on a subject of such importance, to 
array against the positions assumed by South Carolina, the re¬ 
corded opinions of those eminent Statesmen, who lived when the 
government was founded, and who aided in rearing its magnificent 
.structure, recommended as their opinions are, to our confidence, 
by the purity of tiieir lives, by the elevation of their characters, 
and by tlieir generous devotion to the cause of independence, 
one additional authority only, will be adduced, before this branch 
of the discussion is disposed of. It is the opinion of Mr. Madi¬ 
son, the sole survivor of that venerable body, which composed 
the convention of 1787. 

In a letter to Joseph C. Cabell, dated 18th September, 1828, in 
which the question “of the constitutionality of the power in Con¬ 
gress, to impose a Tariff for the encouragement of manufactures,” 
was the subject before him, Mr. Madison, says: “It is a simple 
question under the constitution of the United States, whether 
the power‘to regulate trade with foreign nations,’as a distinct 
and substantive item in the enumerated powers, embraces the ob¬ 
ject of encouraging by duties, restrictions and prohibitions, the 
manufactures and products of the country? And the affirmative 
must he inferred from the following considerations: 

“1. The meaning of the phrase, to regulate trade, must be sought 
in the general use of it; in other words, in the objects to which 
the power was generally understood to be applicable, when the 
phrase was inserted in the constitution. 

“2. The power has been understood and used by all commercial 
and manufacturing nations, as embracing the object of encour¬ 
aging manufactures; it is believed that not a single exception can 
be named. 
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“3. Tins lias been particularly the case with Great Britain, 
whose connmercial vocabulary is the parent of ours. 

“4. Such was understood to be the proper use of the power iiy 
the States, most prepared for manufacturing industry, whilii 
taining their power over foreign trade. 

“5. Such a use of the power by Congress, accords with the inten¬ 
tion and expectation of the States, in transferring the power a» C 
trade from themselves, to the government of ttie United State., 

“6. If Congress have not the power, it is aiinibilated for the 
tionja policy without example in any other nation, and not w ■ ■ 
in the reason of the solitary one of our own. 

“7. If revenue be the sole object of a legitimate impost, f* 
the encouragement of domestic articles be not within the pew'i 
of regulating trade, it would follow that no monopolizing or une¬ 
qual regulations of foreign nations could be counteracted. 

“8. That the encouragement of manufactures, was an object 
of the power to regulate trade, is proved by the use made of f.be 
pow'er for that object, in the first session of the first Congress, un¬ 
der the constitution; when among the members present, were so 
many who had been members of the Federal Convention, which 
framed the constitution, and of the State Conventions, which rati¬ 
fied it.” 

“ A further evidence in support of the constitutional power, to 
protect and foster manufactures by regulations of trade, an evi¬ 
dence that ought of itself to settle the question, is the uniform and 
practical sanction given to the power by the general government 
for nearly forty years; witha concurrence or acquiescence of ev¬ 
ery state government, throughout the same period; and ii may be 
added through all the vicissitudes of party, which marked the pe¬ 
riod.” 

That a large majority of the Union has hitherto approved the 
particular exercise of the pow er now in question, and complained 
of by South Carolina, will not be denied. A large majority of 
the Union believes such an exercise of power, necessary to the 
prosperity of the whole. 

The General Assembly of Kentucky, cannot admit the right 
of a minority, either of the States or of the people, to set up 
their opinion not only in opposition, but to overrule that of the 
majority. And it cannot but view with regret and surprize, 
the assertion of the State of South-Carohna—“TAa/Me nieas- 
ures to be ■pursued, consequent on the perseverance in this system, 
are purely questions of expediency, and not of allegiance,” The 
consequences of such a principle, if practically enforced, would 
be alarming in the extreme. Scarcely any important measure 
of the general government is ever adopted, to which one or more 
of the States are not opposed. If one State have a right to ob¬ 
struct and defeat the execution of a law of Congress, because it 
deems it unconstitutional, then every State has a similar right. 
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When the dissatisfied State opposes to the act of Congress its 
measures of obstruction, the alternative is presented, shall (he 
act be enforced within the particular Stale, or be abandoned by 
Jw^ongress? If enforced, there is a civil war; if abandoned, with¬ 
out being repealed, a virtual dissolution of the Union. As the 
successful exercise of the power of resisting an act of Congress 
by one State, would naturally stimulate other States, disapprov¬ 
ing other acts of that body, to similar resistance, the practical re¬ 
sult would be, that Congress could adopt and enforce no measure 
whatever, to which any one of the twenty-four States might be 
opposed. It is in vain to say that the tariff is characterized by 
the most enormous injustice—who is to be the judge of that enor¬ 
mity? Who is to prescribe the limit of enormity, which will au¬ 
thorize resistance, and that which falls short of conferring that 
right? History and the nature of man demonstrate, that when 
his prejudices are aroused and his passions inflamed, it is not 
difficult to persuade him, that mild and equitable laws, are fraught 
with the most abominable injustice. 

Nor can the State of South Carolina derive the smallest aid, 
in sustaining its doctrine of resistance to the federal authority, 
from the manner in which the constitution was formed; whether 
it was the work of the people of the United States collectively, 
or is to be considered as a compact between sovereign States, or 
between the people of the several States with each other, thero 
is, there can be, there ought to be but one rule, which is, that the 
majority must govern. 

Of course, the General Assembly does not now mean to speak 
of, or to deny that there may be, acts of government, of such ex¬ 
treme oppression, as to justify, if there be no other remedy, an 
appeal to arms. When such cases unhappily—and it is fondly to 
be hoped they never will—arise, they furnish their own laws: 
And it is the bounden duty of those who believe in the existence 
of such extreme oppression, to estimate well the probabilities 
and the perils of forcible resistance. The State of South Caro¬ 
lina is not supposed to have intended to assert, that the system of 
measures denominated the tariff or the American system, pre¬ 
sents a just cause of civil war; but that without producing civil 
war, that State may lawfully resist the execution of the system 
within its jurisdiction. It is therefore, the ordinary rule of the 
federal government, and not the extraordinary cases referred to, 
which should form the subject of our present inquiry. 

The right of the majority to govern, flows from the fitness of 
things. It IS the law of nature, because it is the dictate of rea¬ 
son, applied to human society. A measure is proposed in the 
legislative balls, to advance the common happiness of a nation. 
The opinions of the members are divided. Which party is to 
govern? When the majority of the nation speaks through its 
constitutional organs, the first principles of the government are 
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lost sight of, unless the voice of that majority is obeyed. The 
presumption at once arises when an act receives the sanction of a 
majority of the representatives of the people, that a majority of 
the people themselves requires and approves it. What is the 
voice of the majority in Congress, but the voice of the people, 
speaking by proxy? How absurd would it be, therefore, for the 
few to impeach the conduct of the many—for an inconsiderable 
portion of the States to menace the subversion of the government, 
the dissolution of the Union, because the many demand the 
adoption of a measure, which, in theopinionof the few, militates 
against their interests? Previously to the war of 1812, a large 
proportion of the American people, indignant at the accumulated 
wrongs of the British government, claimed at the hands of their 
representatives in Congress, a declaration of hostilities against 
England. It was an act of sovereignty, the exercise of which, the 
majority of the people had the constitutional right to demand. 
The minority that availed themselves of that occasion, to threaten 
the dismemberment of the Union, was regarded universally, as an 
unprincipled faction; and the posture in which impartial history 
will present them to future times, ought ever to operate as an 
example to deter rather thaii to be imitated. If the great interests 
of the Nation are to be promoted by the encouragement and pro¬ 
tection of domestic industry, on w'hat principle of reason, or of 
sound policy, should those interests be abandoned? Does not self 
preservation—does not national independence—do not the fu¬ 
ture glory and stability of our institutions require, that the end 
of all laws should be the advancement of i\\e general welfare? 
It may be said, that the majority may be nsistaken. They may 
be; and so may the minority'. The chance of error is greater 
with the smaller than the larger number. And e\«en if the ma 
jority prove to have erred, they will be more contented to bear 
the ills of their own making, than those which would be brought 
upon them, or which they would fancy were brought upon them, 
by the success of the minority. 

But this right of the majority to govern, clear as it is upon the 
ground of reason and natural law, does not rest exclusively upon 
that ground. It is expressly secured by the constitution of the 
United States, in the creation of the Legislative power. By the 
fifth section of the first article of that instrument, it is provided, 
that “a majority of each (house) shall constitute a quorum to do 
business.” In some instances indeed, a greater number than a 
bare majority is required; but those exceptions, the result of pre¬ 
caution, like all exceptions, themselves prove the general rule. 

The General Assembly of Kentucky cannot then agree with 
the State of South Carolina, that the perseverance of the General 
Government in the American System, leaves that State free to 
consider that the measures to be pursued, are “ purely questions 
of expediency and not of allegiance.” If the majority of the. 
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people of the United States in Congress assembled, adhere to 
that system, by abstaining from its repeal, neither the State of 
South Carolina nor any oiher State in the Union, is at liberty to 
pass any act to defeat the system. That State and all the other 
States, are bound by the terms of ourconstitutional union, toyield 
obedience to the system. 

From the principles now advanced, there has been no deviation 
on the part of the General Assembly of Kentucky. At a former 
epoch, when certain acts passed by Congress, called the alien and 
sedition laws, which were believed to be unconstitutional by the 
General Assembly, it neither interposed nor threatened the adop¬ 
tion of any measures to defeat or obstruct their operation within 
the jurisdiction of Kentucky. It expressed, and expressed in 
very strong language, its disapprobation of them, and its firm 
conviction that they were unconstitutional, and, therefore, void. 
There it stopped, and that is the limit which no State should pass, 
until it has formed the deliberate resolution of lighting up the 
torch of civil war. Every State, as well as every individual, has 
the incontestible right freely to form and to publish to the world, 
its opinion of any and of every act of the federal government. 
It may appeal to the reason of the people, enlighten their judg¬ 
ments, alarm their fears, and conciliate their support to change 
federal rulers or federal measures. But neither a State nor an 
individual, can rightfully resist, by force, the execution of a law 
passed by Congress. 

The State of South Carolina also asserts, 1st, that Congress “does not 
“possess the power, under the constitution, to adopt a general system of 
“internal improvements, as a national measure.” 2d. “That itisanim- 
“constitutional e.xercise of power on the part of Congress, to tax the citi- 
“zens of one State, to make roads and canals for another State; and 3rd 
“I’liat Congress lias no power to construct roads and canals in the States, 
“for the purpose of internal improvement, with, or without the assent of the 
“States, in whose limits tliose internal improvements are made, the author- 
“ity of Congress e.\tending no further than to pass “the necessary and pro- 
“per laws” to carry into execution, their enumerated powers.” 

Tire General Assembly believes, that Congress is invested by the consli • 
tullon, with the power to construct internal improvensents of a national 
character, within all or any of the States. The power, it believes, to be 
fairly deducible from the enumerated powers; but this question has been 
30 often and so ably discussed, that it is not aware tliat any additional light 
can, orneed betlirown upon it. The General Assembly, will, therefore, 
content itself with an examination of those reasons only, which are brought 
forward by the State of South Carolina. 

The first is a mere declaration of its opinion. As to the second, it is not 
known or believed, that Congress has ever, in fact, taxed the citizens of one 
State, to make roads and canals for another. If that had been done, it- 
would be admitted to be unconstitutional. Congress has applied a part of 
the common resources of the wholenalion, to the execution of works of na- 
tionalimprovement, which must of necessity, have fallen within the limits 
of one or more States; and such an application of them is believed to be 
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sfnctly constitutional. If the State of.South Carolina meant to assert that 

the funds of the General Government cannot be applietl to a local ohiect 
because that object i.s within a particular State, it would tieprive the (lot's 
einmentefsonreof its most important functions. .Scarcely any Siaicconbl 
S'jflly more by the adoption of such a principle than .Soulli (-arolina, since 
.■ ■' or!d denrive its great port of lliose costly national works, which are so 
il toils defence, and which have been erected at the con.monex¬ 
pense of other States, andofSouth Carolina. 

The thi'd reasotl brought forward by South Carolina, denies the power, 
with, or without the assent of the St.atcs in whicli the iniptovcmenl is sifii- 
ated. because the authority of Congress extends no further than to carry in¬ 
to execution, the enunierated powers. The [rower of Congress consists of 
the specified grants enumerated in the constilution, and of the furtlier gi ant 
to pass all laws nccesstiry and proper tor carrying them into execution, as 
well as all other powers vested m the Governmont of the United States, ot 
any dt partmont or officer thereof. Soiitli Carolina Ijas not ailenipfed, by 
any argument, to prove that the controverted perwer is not compreliendcd 
within the grants specifically enumerated; nor to show it to be unnecessary 
and itigiroper as a means of carrying any of them into effect. 
f^The .leneral Assembly believes the power to construct road.s and canals, 
to be granted in the clause authoriEiiig the cslahlishraeiit of jrost offices and 
post roads, and the power ‘to regulate commerce among the several States’; 
and tliat tire power to make roads and canals is a necessary implication 
from l.'ie military and commercial powers conferred on Congress. 

Both of those measures which liave been considered, have deep founda¬ 
tions in the convictions and in the alFections of the people of Kentucky. 
Both are believed to be essential to the permanence, and to the prosperity 
of the Union. Both are sanctioned by the ojtinions of many of the most 
venerable and illustrious of our statesmen and patriots, including General 
Washington, the first President of the United States, and the father of his 
country. 

And (he Ceneral Assembly of Kentucky cannot omit to avail itself of an 
occasion so appropriate, to call to its aid, the often repealed sentiments of 
their most distinguished fellow-citizen, Henry Clay, whose zealous and able 
e.xortions, and whose eminent services in support of both of those meas¬ 
ures, liave teen equalled only by his ardent patriotisrs and his unbending in¬ 
tegrity. 7 

Entertaining these sentiments and views in relation to the subjects em¬ 
braced in the resolutions of the State of South Carolina, and in (he pro¬ 
ceedings of lire States of Virginia, Georgia and Mississippi, the General 
Assembly has expressed them with all the courtesy and respect called for 
by the relation wiiich subsists between inenihers of a common political fam- 
sly, having a common interest in tiro peipetuation of the Republic; butat 
the same time with lire tirnmess and confidence arising from a conscious¬ 
ness of liaving truth and reason on its side: Therefore, 

Renoleed by the General Asnembly of the Commnnmalth of Kentucky, 
That it is a constitutional e.xercise of power on the part of Congress, to cn 
courage and protect the manufactures of the United States, by imposts and 
restrictions on the goods, wares and tnerchaiidizc of foreign nations; and 
th lt t!ic acts of Congre=s, usaally^lnjown by th« name of Tariif law.s, arc oot 
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only constitutional, Ifut demanded by the best interests of the people of 
these States. 

Rciohcd, That Congress does possess the power, under the constitu¬ 
tion, to adopt a general system of internal improvements, as a national 
measure for national purposes. 

Resohi'd, 'I'hat ttiis reiiort and the accompanying resolutions, be for¬ 
warded bv the ‘'ioveriior of this Commonwealth, to the respective Gover¬ 
nors of the States of Soutli Cartdina, Virginia, Georgia and Mississippi, as 
the oxpies.sion of tlie views of tire General Assembly of Kentucky, on the 
constitutional power of Congress over the subjects of domestic manufac¬ 
tures and internal improvements; and for the purpose of ascertaining the 
views and opinions of the several States of the United States on the same 
subjecla. 

Rccohcd, alio, That the Governor of this Commonwealth be requested 
to forward ih<’mto the viovernors of the other Slates ot the Union, respec¬ 
tively, to be laid before the Legislatures of those States, for their considera¬ 
tion. 

Ordered, That the public printer forthwith print 150 copies of 
sai.d report for the use of the members of this house. 

Mr. C. S. Morehead, from the committee on education, to whom 
w IS referred a bill to appropriate sorne of the vacant lands in 
this Commonwealth, to the use of the Mountsterling Seminary, 
reported the same without amendment. 

Ordered, That the said bill be engrossed and read a third time, 
to morrow. 

Mr. Morehead, from the same committee, lo whom was refer¬ 
red ‘-a bill lo establish seminaries of learning in the counties of 
Calloway, Graves, Hickman and M'Cracken,” reported the same 
vviihout anieiidiBenl. 

The said bill being amended at the clerk’s table, was, with the 
ariieridments, ordered to be engrossed and read a third time 

And thereupon the rule af the House, constitutional provision 
and third reading of said bill having been dispensed with, and 
the same being engrossed, 

Ihnlved, That the said bill do pass, and that the title thereof 
be arnended to read, “an act lo establish seminaries of learning 
in the Cl.unties of Calloway, Graves, Hickman, M’Cracken and 
Hancock.” 

Ordered, Thai the clerk carry tlie said bill to the Senate and 
rernust their concurrence. 

'I’he H< use then, according to the standing order of the day, 
resolved itself into a committee of the whole House, Mr. C. S. 
Morehead in the chair; and after some time spent therein, the 
.Speaker resumed the chair, and Mr. Morehead reported that the 
committee had, according to order, had under consideration “a 
bill more elFectuaily to prohibit the importation of slaves into 
this Commonwealth as merchandize,” and had gone through the 
same with an amendment, which he handed in at tlie clerk’s table, 
Which being twice read, was concurred in. 
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It was tlicn moved, and seconded, to postpone the furlhei* con¬ 
sideration of said bill until the first day of .June next. 

And the question being taken thereon, it was decided in the 
negative.

Is it probable that the receipts into the Treasury during the 
current year will diminish this deficit? From all the lights -Atford- 
ed, and uiformation obtained by your committee, they are con¬ 
strained to say, the reverse will be the fact. The revenue laws 
of the State must be so amended as to increase the annual re¬ 
ceipts into the Treasury, or the evil above shewn will continue to 
increase, until it will become wholly insupportable, and the good 
people of this Commonwealth, instead of contributing yearly, an 
amount so small as scarcely to be felt, will be inevitably compell¬ 
ed to bear a load of taxes in a high degree onerous and oppres¬ 
sive; there is, tAere can no alternoUve. The civil functionaries 
of the government must be maintained, the executive, legislative 
and judicial departments supported, in a manner alike worlb_y of 
them and their constituents, or the government itself must be dis¬ 
solved. 

To place this matter in a point of view, admitting but one opin¬ 
ion, to reduce the conclusions at which your committee have ar¬ 
rived; to a mathematical certainty, in addition to the facts above 
set forrti, they caused the Auditor to make out two tables, here¬ 
with submitted, marked A. and B. 

From table A. it will appear that the aggregate re- 
eipts into the Treasury, from sheriffs, for eleven 
years,from 1819 to 1829, inclusive, amount to .$795,573 69 
Being an annual average of $72,324 88, which is more by $9,- 
266 56, than was received from that source in 1828, and more by 
-$10,932' 83, than was received last year, arising as your commit- 
tee presume, mainly from three causes: 1st, the frequent changes 
in the mode of taking in lists of taxable properly; 2d, the proper¬ 
ty having been valued for a portion of said period at its nominal 
value in Commonwealth Bank notes, and 3d, the practice of ta¬ 
king in lists one year and not m-iking collections till the next, 
thus giving opportunity for numerous changes and removals. 
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From the «ame table it appears that the aggregate 
receipts during the same period, of 11 years, from 
clerks, amount to ^134,560 'f)D 

Being an annual average of §12,233 36 
I’hat the aggregate^payments from the Treasury du¬ 
ring the above period, exclusive of Bank stock, 
amount to §1,828,846 50 

Being an annual average of 166,253 77 

Now add together and deduct from the above sum 
the annual receipts from sheriffs and clerks, as be¬ 
fore stated, say, §72,324 88 

And 12,233 36—84,558 24 


And the average amount supplied from other sour¬ 
ces, annually, will appear to have been §71,700 33 

I'he difference apparent between the receipts from and 

clerks and tlie expenditures was supplied, for the first three years, 
viz: 1819-20 and 21, mainly by dividends derived from our 
stock in the State Bank. 

By the operation of various laws, those dividends began to di¬ 
minish the next year (1822) and ceased to be made in 1824 .t— 
From the year 1822 to the present time, the dividends derived 
from the Bank of the Commonwealth, and the proceeds of lands 
sold west of the Tennessee river, came first in aid, and then in 
place of the dividends, receivd from the State. Bank, and have 
enabled us thus far, to “make both ends meet;” (with the excep¬ 
tion herein apparent) without resorting lo additional direct tax¬ 
ation. These last sources of revenue have now almost’Cntirely 
ailed, and in a brief period will be entirely dried up. 

Undersucli circumstances, your committee cannot hesitate to 
believe, that the Legislature of Kentucky wiU feel itself compel¬ 
led to follow alike the dictates of reason, prudence and justice, 
and make such alterations and amendments in tlic revenue laws 
of the Commonwealth as will supply the present actual deficit, 
and prevent anv like occurrence in future. Having presented the 
r.vcTs, your committee would consider it but useless trilling, to 
attempt a labored argument to sustain what has seemed to them 
«9 entirely unquestionable.. 

No man can be found to deny, that a government like ours, 
founded on the will of the people and constituted exclusively to 
promote their happiness and prosperity, should he supported hy 
ihepeople; to doubt their willingness to do so, would be tooffer an 
insult equally to their intelligence and patriotism. Your com¬ 
mittee, therefore, were at no loss to resolve, unanimously, on the 
expediency, of at once amending the revenue laws of the coun 
try, so as to relieve us from a situation so unworthy and humilin 
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It is believed that the taxes now paid b} the people of Ken¬ 
tucky, are lower than what are paid in any other Sutc in the 

Union. We know that our younger sister, Ohio, with fewer fa¬ 
cilities to acquire wealth, a less productive soil, more rigiji cli¬ 
mate, and poorer population in the aggregate, collects annuaHj. 
from her citizens, an tid valorem tax, eleven times as high as is as¬ 
sessed in this State, and yet we hear of no complaints among the 
people—no putting down of honest, independent statesmen, in 
order to put up demagogues and drivellers in politics. Progress¬ 
ing rapidly in prosperity, internal improvement, and the arts of 
civilization, that State presents an example to her elder, as 
well as to her younger sisters, equally glorious and worthy of im¬ 
itation. 

A great and free Republic, should not approximate, however 
remotely, to the character of an idler and a spendthrift, w ho, liv¬ 
ing beyond his income, drags out a wretched life of hardships and 
privation, and then dies in penury and want, equally contemned 
while living and unlamented when no more. He is unworthy of 
his birthright and but half a freeman, who has not soul enough 
to give a paltry cent or two towards the general weal. Such are 
the feelings and opinions of your committee. 

The question now presents itself, as to what modification op 
amendment of the revenue laws shall be made? But two modes 
have suggested themselves—1st. To increase the ad valorem tax 
from fl ! 4 on the $100 (the present amount,) to 8 or 10 cents; of 
—2d. To add other subjects of taxation to the Ust? Both would 
be just; neither can be oppressive. 

After maluie reflection, a majority of your,committee concur 
in adopting the latter mode, and have instructed their chairman to 
prepare the following resolutions. All which is respectfully sub¬ 
mitted.

1. Resolved, That it is expedient to amend the revenue laws of 
this Commonwealth, so as to make the annual receipts into the 
treasury, meet the annual expenditures therefrom. 

To eflbct which, 

2. Resolved, That it is just to add to the present list of taxable 
properly, male cattle and barren heifers over two years of age. 

3. Resolved, That it is expedient to levy a lax of 50 cents on 
each gold watch, and 25 cents each on other, watches. 

4. Resolved, That it is expedient to permit tavern licenses to 
issue as now provided by law, with the condition that tlie tax 
shall be paid at the time of granting the license, and the several 
clerks be compelled to account for the same annually, in the same 
manner as they do for taxes on deeds; and further, that licenses 
be granted to retailers of spirituous liquors, under certain restric¬ 
tions, at the price of $15 each, to be paid at the time of obtain- 
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ing the license, lo the clerk of the court, and to be nccounted 
for as tnxe.s received from lavern keepers. 

5. Resolved, That it is expedient (o repeal so much of Ihe rev¬ 
enue laws now in force, (vide 2nd Digest, page 1075,) as exempt 
from taxation, “machinery moved by steam, factories of hemp, 
cottan, flax, wool, iron, paper, and fermented or distilled liquors. 

6. Resolved, That it is expedient to levy a lax of 5 per cent, 
on all men’s bools, shoes and hats; saddlery, spun cotton and 
leather, made out of this Commonwealth, at the invoice prices, 

7. Resolved, That it is expedient lo levy a tax of 20 cents on 
each 100 of goods, wares and merchandize, at the invoice pri¬ 
ces, (salt excepted,) imported annually into this Commonwiallh. 

8. Resolved, That where the suits instituted in anyrircuit court 
in this Commonwealth, amount annually to more than one hun¬ 
dred in number, the clerk of said court shall receive no pay for 
ex oflicio services; and where the number of suits instituted an¬ 
nually amount lo more than 150, the clerk shall receive riov pay 
for ox otficio services, or for record books and stationary; and 
clerks of county courts, whose fee.«, taxed or paid, amount to |750 
annually, «hall receive no pay for ex oflicio services. 

(See opposite Tables.) 

Ordered, That the public printer forthwith print one hundred 
and fifty copies of said report for the use of Ihe members of this 
House.

Mr. C. S. Morcliead, from the committee on education, mad: 
the following report; | 

/ 
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The committee on education to which was referred, so much 
of the-; Governor’s message as relates to schools and scniinaries of 
learning, have had the subject under consideration and beg leave 
to report. 

That tliey have examined the communicatioti from the Rev. ■*' 
Benjamin O. Peers, made in obedience to a resolution of tlie last 
session of the General Asseinlily, requesting liim to communicate 
to this Legislature any information he possessed upon the subject 
of common schools, and which he niight think would aid in the 
adoption of a system for the State of Kentucky. Thev feel high¬ 
ly giatified to give it as their opinion, that the subject in his iiands 
has received (he most thorough, accurate and minute investiga¬ 
tion. His cnoimunicalion herewith accompanying this report, 
cofitains^i body of information which cannot but prove accepta¬ 
ble to all who are friendly to the diffusion of education. Your 
committee cantiol better recominetid it than by inviting the clo¬ 
sest atlention and examination of its.details. 

1 i.ey h ive also had under consideialion the report of the Au¬ 
ditor, made in pursuance of a resolution of the last General As¬ 
sembly, communicating as tar as ret urns have been received, the 
number of cbildreti between four and iitteen years of age, and 
dcsign.iting tt(ti number at school in th<* respective counties of 
this Commonwejvltb. It is:i matter of regret, that but partial re¬ 
turns have bee'ffSnade; from more than half the counties there 
are no returns. There are from etcht counties, the list of the 
children only, from 34 counties, there is a designatioti also of 
(he nnmher at school; hiit even from these counties, the informti- 
lion cannot he relied upon as accurate. 

1 he aggregate number ot children in the 34 counties, as return¬ 
ed, is 51,702, and the whole «'• nber at school 10,945. Allhotioh 
it is believed and hoped that I vliide number at school has not 
been returicd, yc/) our conn .ec is constrained to think, taking 
those counties trorn which c .cct returns ate supposed (o have 
been received as data, that t .j nnmber.at school will not amount 
to more than one third of toe aggregate iiumber of children. If 
this concl ision may be relied upon as correct, fventuckv is now 
called upon by every consideration connected with her interest 
and her pride ot character, to make a commencement, however 
feeble, in the great cause ot popular education. To the patriot,!^ 
it is melancholy to reliect, that so large a portion of the rising- 
generation is without the means of instruction, white the vast 
niulliplicalion ot books, their cheapness, and the constant anti 
progressive improvement in teaching, have brought tiie intellect¬ 
ual treasures ot every science-.'ilmost within the grasp of univer¬ 
sal attainment. 

The difficulty of adopting a practical system which will dii 
fuse its blessings through societ)-, is felt and acknowledged. 
There is danger, if au attempt should be made toadonfone I'v'the. 
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Legi>ia(afc, wltich, from any circumstance, should prove unsuc¬ 
cessful, that the whole scheme will be viewed as impracticable, 
and abandoned as visionary. The peculiar situation of this Slate, 
deriving much the larger part of its population from Virginia, 
where the efforts upon 'his subject have been signally unsuccess¬ 
ful; tl.e habits and feelings of the people; the sparseness of popu¬ 
lation inmanv counties; the want of lixed and permanent school 
districts, by known and long ftstablisheil demarcations and boun¬ 
daries; and the limited extent of pecuniary means, are consider¬ 
ations of the highest importance and deserving the most mature 
deliheration. The literary fund amounts to $140,917 44, the 
interest upon which would give a fund annually of only $8,455 04. 

It is obvious that this fund^divided among as many districts as 
would have to he formed, could be productive of no practical 
good. It is the belief of your committee, that the disbuiscment 
of this sum on the part of the Stale in aid of any system which 
may he adopted, would prove entirely inefficient, and a useless 
expenditure of money. While, however, they acknowledge the in¬ 
adequacy of the present fund, to afford any inducement to the mul¬ 
tiplication of schools, they are far from thinking that no legisla¬ 
tive effort is necessary.;* Had the Legislature a fund of sufficient 
f' amount at its disposal fo offer an inducement to genera! self tax¬ 
ation by the people in their respective districts for the purpose of 
education, it might facilitate the adoption of any system which 
it would bethought wise and prudent to propose. This stimulus, 
under existing circumstances, cannot be offered, but the power of 
self taxation may be extended to such school districts as the coun¬ 
ty courts may establish. The rich and populous portions of the 
country, will need nothing more than the bare authority to lax 
themselves,. They will educate their rhildren whether legisla¬ 
tive patronage is afforded or not; they know that they have to 
pay, anirit is oidy a question in what manner the money shall be 
y raised, f Neighborhood interest will soon discover the secret, that 
it is gencraliy cheajier and better, and more to the advantage of 
a great majoiity of the district, that a considerable part at least 
of the salary of the teacher should be raised by taxation. 
The successful example of one district will soon be follow ed by 
another, and thus a system will gradually commence by the vol- 
uiitarv exertions of individuals prompted by their interest, which 
will in time; extend itself throughout every region of the Stale. > 
fii support of this o]iin!on, the committee feel a pride in referring 
to the free school ol the city ol Louisville. In the act incorpoia- 
ting that city, the power of taxation for the purposes of education 
was granted, and from that source alone, a school has been estab¬ 
lished upon the moniloiial system, which is now dispensing its 
blessings to two hundred and seventy five children. Although 
it is believed that the experiment at Louisville, will he found in 
';mc to be attended witli some evils, and that the system will re- 
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quire amendment, it is still a gratifying circumstance, that (here 
is even one school to which your committee can, in the spiiit of 
exultation, point as a monument of the liberality and public spirit 
of the district in which it is located. It may however be asked, 
if ail is It) come trom the people at last, why not leave the whole 
subject to the individual exertions and necessity of those who 
may have children to educate? To this there are many obvious 
and conclusive answers. In ihe first place, we lind from the un¬ 
accountable apathy upon this subject, w'hich pervades the coin- 
munily, that the great majority of the rising generation is grow¬ 
ing up in ignorancc,-nnd that many of those who have children 
feel not a sufficient interest in the subject to afi'ord them the most 
ordinary means of instruction, in the second place, in a land of 
freemen, it is the interest of every man that there should be a uni¬ 
versal diffusion of knowledge, and all should therefore pay some-, 
thing in order to produce so desirable a result. The man w ho^ 
has no children to educate, has no more right to complain of the 
payment of tases to educate the children of otheis, than he who 
has never had any law suits would have to complain of taxes to 
support courts of justice. Besides, money is appropriated in va¬ 
rious instances to the support of the higher scliools of learning, 
which is collected by taxation upon all, and why should not pri¬ 
mary schools receive equal encouragement and countenanre? In 
the third and last place, when taxes are imposed on all, those who 
have children will be urged by the payment of small sums, to pay 
something more and send them to school to reap the reward of 
what they pay; and the cost of education w'ill be lessened and 
brought within the reach of the poorest man in the community, 
by what will be paid by those who have no children, and by the 
greater amount collected from the rich. ■< 

Your committee tliink, that although the school fund cannot aid 
in the establishment and extension of a general system, that it 
yet may be made subservient to many valuable purposes. J'be 
improvement of common education; the making it of a higher or¬ 
der; the requisition of superior qualiticalions on the part oi' the 
teachers, are objects to which, if judiciously applied, would be 
attended with incalculable benefits. 

The Legislature of Kentucky, at an early period of its history, 
with a spirit which will always deserve commendation, appropi i- 
ated six thousand acres of land to each county in the State, for 
the purpose of establishing seminaries of learning. As new- 
counties have been formed, new grants have generallv been initde. 
The disposition, management and control of the lands of carh 
seminary have been left to its trustees. There has, consequently, 
been no uniformity, no general plan, no systematic adoption of 
measures which would secure success to all. In most instances, 
the land has been sold to speculators, and all the proceeds invest¬ 
ed in one costly building, which stands as the monument of the 
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folly of its projecCDrs. Notwithstanding all this, much good has 
resulted from the establishment of these seminaries, and under 
the judicious patron.age of the Legislature, much more may be 
done. Various articles of philosophical apparatus for familiar 
and practical illustrations, might be furnished by the State, 
wherever sufficient interest was manifested on the part of the 
county seminary, as to furnish one hall the cost. Apparatus well 
adapted to this purpose, and which cannot be too highly com¬ 
mended for its practical utility and cheapness, is prepared under 
the direction of Mr. J. Holbrook of Boston, and introduced into 
the various lyceums of the Eastern Slates. “ 'Phe subjects which 
the apparatus is designed to illustrate, arc Geometry, Arithmetic, 
Natural l^hilosophy. Chemistry aiul Astronomy."’ 

“ For Geometry are two sheets of diagrams, fifteen geometrical 
cards, four transposing figures, twenty-six solids, and a book of 
questions and illustrations, or easy lessons in Geometry.” 

“ For Arithmetic, are one of the sheets mentioned for Geome¬ 
try or the Arithmeticon, a numeral frame, or Arithmometer, and 
a_sel of Cubes.” 

“For Natural Philosophy, are the meclianicnl powers, viz; 
levers, simple and compound, piillies, single and multiplied, wheel 
and axle, inclined plane, wedge and screw, air pumps, a frame 
for showing compound forces, ivory balls, syphon and hydrostatic 
bellows.” 

“For Astronomy, are an orrery, ora simple representation of 
the solar system, showing the comparative size of the planets, 
distances from the sun, and motions, a tide dial, an instrument to 
show the cause of a tide on a side of the earth opposite the moon, 
several for eclipses and change of seasons, and one to show why 
the earth and other planets are flattened at the poles.” These 
articles it is thougtit might be introduced ala trifling expence, 
all li^re enumerated, not costing over into the various coun¬ 
ty academies, and become extensively and permanently useful. 
As none would get them which did not feel a sufficient interest to 
advance one half the cost, the same interest would secure their 
preservation and probable usefulness. The county academies 
would, in time, render essential aid in the establishment of com¬ 
mon schools. 

No legislation can be effectual upon the subject, which does not 
excite an inquiry, an interest, a zeal in the great body of the com¬ 
munity. Your committee cannot think of any thing which will 
give a more direct and immediate impulse to public feeling than 
tiic proposed distribution of apparatus. It will begin at the seat 
of the academy and extend itself through the country. The 
question of the propriety of taxation will be presented in various 
districts, and discussed. The public attention at least will be 
aroused, and the cause of education and the proposed plan for its 
diffusion, has every thing to gain and nothing to lose. If some 
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districts should refuse to exercise the power of self-(axationi as 
no doubt at first many will, (he discussion of the subject alone 
will awaken an interest, the influence of which will be seen and 
felt in the increased number of children sent to school. 

In connection with this interesting subject, may be considered 
the present state of otir colleges and the Universitv. It is cer¬ 
tainly matter of gratulation, that the religious zeal of the pious 
and devout Christian, should sometimes manifest itself in the 
erection and endowment of colleges and seminaries of learning, 
'i o this is the public indebted for the various colleges which have 
been established by the prevailing religious denominations in 
the State. It is believed that they are all in a flourishing con¬ 
dition. They do honor to their founders, and are the ornaments 
of the State. They furnish a living and practical illustration of 
the benefits and blessings of religious freedom and toleration. 

Transylvania University is the only college which has been 
made a State institution. Its proud and magnificent halls are now 
a heap of .ishes. Your committee consider it a State calamity. 
Misfortune, to which every thing in the various vicissitudes oi 
human life is subject, has overtaken it. It claims in its fallen 
state, the commiseration and good feelings of the benevolent, the 
pious and learned. The towering genius of him who once gui¬ 
ded its destinies, was not left to witness its fate. There are ma¬ 
ny considerations why it is desirable that it should lie fostered 
and sustained. It is at present under the superintendance of an 
able, enlightened and pious president, who gives universal satisfac¬ 
tion. He applies the whole energies of bis pow’crful mind, with 
unwearied zeal and industry, to the great cause in which he has 
pledged his reputation and his fame. He has succeeded beyond 
the most sanguine expectations of his friends, and notwithstand¬ 
ing tlie crumbling ruins of the principal building, the Universitv 
i s, in all other respects, in a prosperous and flourishing condi¬ 
tion. Tlie State is directly interested in the continuance of its 
present usefulness. Independently of all the moral benefits 
which are to flow from it, if sustained, the Commonwealth has 
an actual capital invested in the remaining buildings, library, 
grounds, fee. which sound economy requires should not he per¬ 
mitted to go to waste. The proud and exalted character of Ken¬ 
tucky among her sister States, is concerned in its preservation. It 
is her child, visited by misfortune, and appealing in its struggling 
condition, to the generous sympathies of a magnanimous parent. 
No splendid endowment is asked; no appropriation of money is 
expected. \our committee believe that a loan from the State oi 
a portion of the literary fund, which now remains inactive, 
would answer all the purposes of resuscitntion, and place it at 
once upon its former high and elevated standing. 'I’liey there¬ 
fore recommend a loan until such period, which cannot be far dis¬ 
tant, that the trustees can make their funds available. 'I’he re- 
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payment might he amply secured to the State, and in time, the 
same sum again applied in the promotion of ohjcds deserving the 
patronage of an enlightened legislature. If it should not be 
thought advisable to do any thing in its behalf!, your committee 
think that it should no longer be held as a .Stale instilnlion, but 
given up to be supjiorted and sustained by the county of Fayette 
and town of Lexington. Our sister States are lending the fos¬ 
tering hand of government to their colleges and seminarie.« of 
learning. They arc sending forth many of theiryonng men well 
educated, who in turn become teachers of common schools, and 
diffuse through society the blessings uf popular education. 'J’ho 
most careless observer must have noticed the natural and intimate 
connexion between the establishment of colleges and the diffu¬ 
sion of popular instruction. 'I'lie general dissemination of know¬ 
ledge, it is true, has a more powerful effect in aw'akening the 
dormant energies of a nation, and preparing for a great catastro¬ 
phe, than all the exertions of particular persons who may have 
monopolized the learning of the age; and was the question pre¬ 
sented as to which was most important, popular education or the 
establishment of colleges, it could scarcely admit of debate.— 
Happily, however, their prosperity is intimately connected, and 
in giving an impulse to either, your committee have the consol¬ 
ing reflection, that its influence is felt upon both. It is loo often 
thought, that the endowment of colleges is designed to favor the 
rich alone, and a prejudice is frequently excited, where none 
should pxist. A little reflection should serve to convince every 
one, that the fact is directly the reverse. Nothing could so eP 
fectually tend to create an aristocracy of learning, as the total 
annihilation of colleges. The rich have llie means, and will at 
any expence, give their children a liberal education. If they can¬ 
not obtain it at home, they will be sent abroad, and return with 
seiitiinenss and feelings imbibed irom those who may be alien to 
our institutions and unfriendly to our practical equality. As it 
IS, how many, by receiving the light of science, have arisen from 
the lowest walks in life, to the highest stations in society. By 
^whatever means and in whatever way, you extend the benefit of 
education, talent is developed, and becomes useful in some wav 
or other, in promoting the prosperity of the country and drawing 
out its resources. The great object is, by extending the patron- 
age ol government to the higher schools of learning, to make in¬ 
struction so cheap as to bring it within the reach of those who ’ 
might otherwise h,\ve spent their lives in the darkness of obseu- 
l ily. Your commiUee cannot dilate upon the importance to the 
Slate, of scientific e\lucalion. They cannot take time to show 
how it mingles itself\ ith all the practical purposes of life, and 
enters into every improvement which is made to advance the 
happiness and prosperiiy of the coiintiy. They forbear to al¬ 
lude to the character and standing, and literary reputation, 
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which, as a sovereign Stale, it is desirable it should maintain. 
They pass over these things, and beg leave .for a moment, to pre¬ 
sent the subject in connection with the cause of liberty and a 
republican government. Whoever has looked into the history of 
our war for independence, must have noticed how much we are 
indebted for the lirst great impulse which was given to public 
spirit, to the powerful and energetic pens of those whose pure 
taste was chastened within the walls of William and Mary, and 
Princeton, and (Cambridge. The names of Lee, of Rush, of 
Dickinson, of Madison, of Jefferson, and of Adams, will stand 
upon the pages of history as imperishable monuments of the 
learning, as well as the patriotism of the age of the revolurton^ 
The Frtmch revolution, owes its origin to the writings of her 
philosophers, and its wild estravagance to the lamentable defi¬ 
ciency of general information among the mass of the people. 

The scholars of modern Greece, scattered over Germany and 
the Italian States, received llie impulse of liberty from their 
seals of learning, and returning to tlieir native country, in the 
year 1820, established a University at Corfu, and there excited 
the spirit which gave rise to the arduous struggle for national ox 
istence in tiie land of our classical recollections. The most il¬ 
lustrious of those whose names we have been taught to venerate, 
saw the importance to the country of colleges, and have left os 
either the precept or example for iheir establishment, Jellerson, 
whose name has been looked upon as connected inseparably with 
the great cause of human liberty and republicanism, dedicated 
the latter days of his eventful life, to the establishment, at an 
enormous cost, of the University of his native Stale. The great 
solicitude expiessed upon this subject by the Father of his coun¬ 
try, is a proof of the deep penetration of his philosophical intel¬ 
lect, and of his ardent and sincere desire for the permanency 
of those free institutions which he so essentially contributed to es¬ 
tablish. While with the voice of parental affection, lie warned 
his country to guard against sectional jealousy, and the baneful in- 
iluencc of the spirit of party, he expressed his deep conviction of 
the utility of a national University. Your committee might 
dwell much longer upon this branch of their subject; but the 
length of this report will not permit. 

The whole matter referred to them, has claimed their earnest 
consideration, and deepest solicitude. They feel sensible of its 
direct and intimate connection with the happiness and prosperity 
of their country, and of its controlling influence over the perma 
nency of its institutions. It has for some lime past, engaged (he- 
almost c.onstant and assiduous attention of the advocates of lib¬ 
eral principles throughout the world. There is an increasing, a 
growing importance attached to it. If an examination is made 
into the causes of the decline and fall of other Republics, it will 
be discovered that much is to be attributed to the neglected edii- 
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nation of their youth. The influence of public opinion, (o he 
siilutaiy, must be enlightened. There is no instance in the Ids- 
tory of any country, where knowledge has been generally dif¬ 
fused, that slavery has existed; and on the contrary, no free coun¬ 
try has long continued free, which has been swayed by the iron 
sceptre of ignorance. Without this ditfosionof knowledge, oar 
liberty, like that of most other nations, who have waded through 
blood to obtain it, would soon have terminated in licentiousness 
and been succeeded by anarchy and despotism. Rational, prac¬ 
tical liberty—that liberty which docs not run into the extremes of 
turbulence and licentiousness, must be founded on the basis of 
knowledge. If, therefore, we wish to transmit to posterity, tlu 
sacred boon which our fathers have, left us, we must not disregard 
those means, upon the use of which, its permanency so essen¬ 
tially depends. 

Do you desire that the mass of the people and of the rising 
generation, should understand and know how to protect theii- 
riglits? Bring into requisition all your means for the diflTusion of 
education. Do you wish to add to the positive amount of hu¬ 
man happiness and to give employment to the leisure hours of 
many who now pass them in listless apathy? Extend the means 
of popular instruction and give irirpiilse to public feeling upon 
the subject. Should your bosomsswell with the tlionght of being, 
in some degree, instrumental in raising talents and merit and 
geoius, from obscurity to the highest walks in life? Lei the light 
of education he made to penetrate every sequestered vale, and 
brighten the countenance of every son and daughter of Kentuc¬ 
ky. Finally; do you desire to give stability to ourliberty, and 
our present form of government? Enlighten the public mind— 
Every school that is established, every child that is educated, 
every log school house that is built, are new and additional pledges 
for the perpetuation, and the growth, and the moral influence of 
your institutions./ The government of the United Stales, more 
than that of any other, depends for its continuance, upon an en¬ 
lightened public opinion. Its peculiar organization, connected 
with its geographical distinctions, and the active and energetic 
operation of distinct sovereignties upon supposed conflicting in- 
Jcrcsts, miglit excite jealousies and civil war, and per¬ 
haps divisions of territory among an ignorant and unenlightened 
multitude. Universal education is calculated to allay this na¬ 
tional jealousy; to make us look with liberality and kind feeling 
upon every member of our great confederacy; "to treat with for¬ 
bearance and respect their foibles and their errors; and to com- 
oine in one common cause, the energies of a great and united 
nation. It strengthens the ties of friendship uhich arise from 
our history; from ourglorioiis sli iiggle for freedom; from the great 
actions of our patriots and heroes; from oar common language, 
from our institutions, in which all tee! a pride; and from the biil-

liantand glorious prospects of future greatness and glory which 
are yet before us. 

Ordered^ That the public printer forthwith print 1000 copies of 
said report for the use of the members of this house. 

Mr. Heady, from the committee on military affairs, reported a 
bill to amend the militia laws, which was received and read the 
first time and ordered to be read a second time.

Be it therefore resolved, That the sum of five hundred dollars be, 
and the same is hereby offered to any person or persons who shall 
discover and make known the true cause of said disease, and a 
specific cure for the same; and if any person shall discover the 
cause alone, he shall be entitled to half the above sum, and the 
person discovering the specific cure, the other half: provided how¬ 
ever, that the said reward shall not be allowed, except the person 
or persons claiming the same, shall produce a certificate to the' 
next Legislature, signed at least by three of the medical profes¬ 
sors of Transylvania University, testifying that said discovery or 
discoveries have been made.

Mr. Tibbatts, from the joint committee appointed to examine 
the Lunatic Asylum at Lexington, made the following report: 

To the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky: 

In conformity to your net, the Commission¬ 
ers of the Lunatic Asylum, Report: That in the annexed paper, marked 
(A,) you will find a list of the patients, their disease, age, date when recei¬ 
ved, from what county; also, the number that have been admitted since this 
humane establisliroent was founded by your honorable body—shewing, tiiat 
since then, seventy-eight have been restored to society,' and their friends, 
outoftwo hundred and forty that have been admitted. 

In the paper marked (B) you will find an account of the monies received 
and disbursements made, shewing a balance in the Chairman’s hands, of 
thirty-two dollars sixty-five cents. It ijioy be proper to state, that this ac¬ 
count exhibits the expense for the last thirteen monllis, and that the expense 
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of the new building exceeded our expectations. When the plans were sub¬ 
mitted, and estimates made, it was found that a trifling additional expense 
would add a third story, and give thirty rooms, which were wanted, and to 
perfect which, we have been unable to complete the payments. The addi-. 
lional expense of the new wing, and the accounts running thirteen instead 
of twelve months, have left us in debt about eight hundred dollars; and 
furniture will be required for the new wing. Therefore we take the liberty of 
stating, that it will require at least eight thousand dollars to pay the debtr^ 
and defray the expences of the institution for the ensuing year. 

All which is respectfully submitted.

The select committee to whom was referred the report of the 
Trustees of the asylum for the deaf nnd dumb, at Danville, have 
had the same under consideration, and respectfully ask leave to 
make the following report, to-wii; 

We have examined the several items in said report and find 
that tiiere is about fourteen indigent pupils in said asylum; that 
the sum of 75 dollars has been paid for tlie board of each pupil, 
four hundred dollars as a salary to Mr. Kerr, the superintendant 
of the a.sylnm, nnd six hundred nnd sixty, as a salary to .Mr, Ja- 
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co!)s, a« a Teacher, including his hoard. Your committee are of 
the opinion that inasmuch as the currency has appreciated nearly 
one half compared with what it was when the price of 75 dollars 
was fixed on, and the said supei intendant having allowed him a 
Sidendid and commodious house, garden and other conveniences, 
free of rent, that he ought not to be allowed more than 50 or §60 
fjr the board of each indigent pupil, and that his salary ought 
fj-t to be more than three hundred dollars per annum. 'J'o pay 
Ml-. Kerr. §400. and Mr. Jacobs 660. making the sum of .§1060, 
your comrniUee think an unreasonable amount for the tuition of 
so small a number of pupils: Therefore, 

lie it resolved by the. Gtueral Assemby of the Commonwealth of 
R'entiiclcy, That the following sum® shall hereafter be allowed to 
the superintendant: His salary §.300; for boarding each indi¬ 
gent pupil, §60; to the teacher 560, including his board per an¬ 
num; and the Trustees shall settle the same as heretofore,_^any 
law, us.'tge or custom notwithstanding. 

To the hon/irable, the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 

Kentucky. 

The trustees of the Asylum for the Deaf and Dumb, respect¬ 
fully report: That during the past year the pupils of the Institu¬ 
tion have enjoyed good health, and, under a faithful discharge of 
duty by the Superintendant, Matron and Teachers, have made sa¬ 
tisfactory progress in the acquisition of useful knowledge. 

The accompanying list of Pupils will exhibit the number re¬ 
ceived during the year, the number discharged and the number 
now under instruction, with the dates of reception and discharge, 
with their ages, &.c. 

From the statement of our Secretary herewith, (who also per- 
Ibrrns the duty of Auditor,) it will be seen that since our last 
report, no further sums have been received from the sales of oui^ 
Florida lands, although we are advised by our agent there, (Col. 
Richard C. Allin,) that he has on hand §1,000, awaiting an oppor¬ 
tunity for transmission, and he has in all probability, collected by 
this time further sums. 

It will be recollected, that by the terms of our grant from Con¬ 
gress, we are bound to sell those lands within five years from the 
date of the law, which period will expire on the 6th April, 1831. 
We are assured by our agent, that owing to the depressed prices: 
of the produce of the south, and consequent scarcity of money, 
the interests of the Institution will sulfer, if sales are forced v/'Ah 
in that period. 

A petition to Congress for an extension of time, will be pre¬ 
sented at its present session, whicli we hope will be successful. 

I he trusteesare graiitiod by the attention paid to this Institu¬ 
tion by the General Assembly, in sending a committee of llieif 
body to examine into its progress, management and utility, which 
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we hope may be repeated as often as may be found convenient; 
and as that committee will, no doubt, report the result of their 
observations, both as to the progress of the pupils and their conrr- 
fortable condition, it will supercede the necessity of a more de¬ 
tailed one from this board. 

\V lien our funds shall have been increased from the sale of our 
lands, we will he enabled to reduce the price ol' tuition and to 
obtain by purchase, some land conveniently situated, upon which 
male pupils can be employed a portion of their lime, in labor, 
not only for purposes of health, but for the procurement of ne¬ 
cessaries fur themselves and the acquisition of habits of industry. 

All which is respectfully submitted, liy order of the board.

Sec. I. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Common¬ 
wealth of Kentucky, That from and after the first day of August 
next, the importation of slaves into this Commonwealth as mer¬ 
chandize, be, and the same is hereby prohibited; and all slaves 
who shall be imported in violation of this act, shall be, and they 
are hereby declared free: Provided, that this act shall not be so 
construed as to prevent emigrants to this State from bringing 
with them such persons as are deemed slaves, by the laws of any 
one of the United States for their own use, and not as merchan¬ 
dize; and provided, that this act’shall not be construed to prevent 
resident citizens of this State from purchasing and bringing to this 
State, for their own use and not as merchandize, such persons as 
are deemed slaves by the laws ol any one of the United States ;and 
provided, that this act shall not be so construed as to prevent any 
traveller or sojourner from another State, from bringing with 
them a slave or slaves for their own use and not as merchandize. 

Sec. 2. That no person shall he deemed a slave or held as a 
-lave, within this Commonwealth, except such as shall be lawfully 
held in slavery in this Cammonwealth, when this act takeseffect, 
and the descendants of the females of such slaves; and except 
such slaves and the descendants of the females of such slaves as 
may be lawfully imported into this State, according to the true 
intent and meaning of the first section of this act.

Mr. Tibbatts, from the joint committee appointed to examine 
the Transylvania University, made the following report: 

To the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky: 

The joint committee of thetJeneral Assem¬ 
bly, appointed to visit and e.xamine into the condition of the TransylvanUi. 
University, iiave performed the duty imposed upon them by your resolution, 
and directed me to report: That with feelings of tlie most poignant regret, 
they beheld the mass of ruins to which that stately edifice, lately the abode 
of learning and science, had been reduced by a recent conflagration. They 
(bel that this is a calamity whicli must be sincerely deplored by all who are 
the friends of learning, and looked upon as a catastrophe, bearing with it, 
not only much pecuniary loss to the State, but depriving tier of one of the 
proudest monuments of Iter glory—an institution, at once deserving and e.v 
cjting the admiration and praises ofal! visiters to our country, and confer¬ 
ring upon her an honorable standing among out sister Bepublics, 
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A'.vure that iniioli prejudice exists, not only in the country, hut in the 
legislature, auam.-il this truly unforliiimte institution—a prejudice most 
sincerely helieved try them, to he unfounded and unjust, your comminee, 
for the pinttose not only of cotnplying with tlie duty presciil)ed to them.' y 
your nrsoliiiion, hu: 'vi'h a view of laying befoie you and the people, a f r 
and jnsi ex(kisi!ion of all the concerns of that inslitulion, have- dovoud 
giiMl atu mien to ihesnhject, .ami liofte the facts they areenal.led to detail, 
wdl |)l;ice the University n a situation to claim from the h-gishiiure, and a 
people always just and generous, that protection and cnctiuragcinen', hidl- 
erto withheld, hut now most jivessingly needed hy the institution, and most 
earnestly demanded hy the cause of humanity and learning. 

The huildingseonsumed m the conflasration referred to,cost near,30.000 
dollars, upon wnich insurances had been ellecied to the amount of ;j?10,(X)0, 
which have been received hy the trustees. For the pur|X)se of placing the 
University in a siination which would enable it to accommodate the stu¬ 
dents who might lationally he expectetl to resort to its halls, with a view of 
attaining the lienefits to he derivetl from science and literature, it is parti- , 
cilia-,ly noedfil, that the building destroyed hy ilie lire,should he refiiaced 
by a new one, which should contain a chapel, a library, a room to conUtia 
the philosophical apparatus, and several rooms for lectures and recitations. 
This building, witli the materials preserved front the ruins of the one des, 
troyed by tire, could he erected for the sum of g2r),000. As already stated, 
tile trustees have in their hands, g 10,000 to be appropriated to this object, 
and will need from some heiieticeni source, the sum of {i!l6,000 as a dona- 
non or loan. If a loan should he made to them for that iinrposo, it will ajv 
pear fiom the tacts hereinafter detailed, that in all probability, they will 
have it amply in their iiower to repay that sum, and at all events, should it, 
(jontrary to the Iio|M‘S and exfrectatiens of all the friends of the institution, 
fail in the resources looked to, the legislature will have power to receive 
track the loan in tuition, hy connectini; the University with the system of 
public schools, which it is to Ire ho|)ed will he adopted at the present ses¬ 
sion, and educating there, a snilahle nnniber of young men of talents and 
probity, at the expense of tire Slate, with a view to their becoming teachers 
in the public scliools The loss to the philosophical apparatus could be 
remedied with the sum of ^200; the value of fire present apparatus is esti¬ 
mated at ^1.500. Tne loss to tiie academical library, was about 250 vol¬ 
umes, which Has been already more than replaced, hy tJie vnluntary and lio- 
nevolenl donations of individuals. 'I’lie l iw lihrarv, consisting of about 
600 volumes, and valued at about ^3,000, has been entirely destroyed. 
Tiiere are now in the library of the college proper, 2,.360 volumes, which 
are estimated to he worth about 55 .OOO. The real estate belonging to the 
University, consists of the lot ami the hiiildinos saved from the conflagra¬ 
tion in the town of Lexingtion, worth about jjlO.OOO; and a claim to land 
in the county of Caldwell, from which it is supposed little or nothing will 
ever he realized. In the treasury of the University, there is about asulB- 
ciency to pay the salaries of the ollicers,and the incidental expences of the 
institution. 

The present resources of the University, exclusive of the monies arising 
from tuition, consist of a subscription made by the citizens of Lexington 
and the vicinity, near 18 months since, of the annual sum of about ^3^500 
to continue for four years from its coiinnencemetit, with 3 reservation ot the 
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right to the subscribers, of the privilege of taking out the amount of their 
subsciiption in tuition, at the usual rates; of which privilege the suhscri- 
bersgeiie'ally avail themselves, by sending to the University, youths who 
are unable to educate themselves. The University also receives annually, 
a sum lietween J^IOO and ^viOO, arising from fines and forfeitures, and ta.xes 
on sales at auction. In the grammar school, tliere are two teachers and 68 
students, at an annual fee for tuition of ^25 each. In the college projier, 
there are four teachers and 5o studen's, who pay each, ^30 per annum for 
tuition, and an admission fee of five dollars. Theteacheis in the grammar 
school and the college proper, with the exception of the Morrison professor, 
are paid by tlie above nurned subscription of ,^3,500, and by the tuition mo 
nev received from those students who pay tuition fees. 

In tire law department tliere are nineteen students, who pay ^25 for tui¬ 
tion, and one professor, whose salary is entirely contingent, and dependent 
on the tuition received from the students who attend his lectures. There 
are six professors in the medical department, vvhoscsalaries are also contin¬ 
gent on the fees paid by the students attending those lectures. In this de¬ 
partment, there are 200 students who pay for admission to the anatomical 
lectures, ^20, and to each of the other pSfessorsliips gl5. 

The whole number of students attending all the departments of the Uni¬ 
versity, IS 357, of whom, 63 have their homes in Lexington, 126 come from 
other parts 01 the State, and 168 from otlier Slates and Territories. Upon 
the most accurate calculation which can be made of the expences of each 
stiideu', from another Slate or Terriiory annually, it is considered a very 
moderate esiimate to place it at an average of ^200. From this calculation, 
It will appear, that during the present year, the sum vf thirty-three thovsand 
and nix hundred dollnrs liave been brought into, and left in this Stale, by 
foreign students, attending the various departments of the University. In 
the year 1826, when the institution was enjoying the patronage of the State, 
and was under the direction of that able and much persecuted man, whose 
remains now lie buried in the silent ocean, lamented by those in whom 
learning and i.alenisare c ilculated to excite admiration, i liere were from o- 
t.'ier States, 228 studenis, who contributed to the weaiili of the State, the 
sum of Jorty-fiee thousand and six hundred dollars. If, under the direc¬ 
tion ot its very uniiable, inrelhgeiit ami learned President, unaided by public 
muuilicenee, in her pre.-eni deplorable comlition, the Uiiiveisity is drawing 
to her, so many youths f.'om foreign St.ite.s, it would not Ire extravagant to 
say, that with even a moderate patronage fi om tlie State, tliere would attend 
the University annually, 200 students from other States, which would make 
an annual income to the Slate, of forty thousand dollars.^ draum into it by 
the Vnirersity. To this sum may be added, a saving often thousand dol¬ 
lars, kept in the State by the University, which, on the most moderate cal¬ 
culation, would be carried fioni our country by the sons of residents, who 
would beseiit to foreign colleges, if there were no institution of that char¬ 
acter in this State—so that it will appear, that the existence of the Univer¬ 
sity in the State, under circumstances of even moderate prosperity, adding 
together the sum thus prevented from being exported, and the sum thus im¬ 
ported, is a clear and apparent annual addition to the wealth of the State, 
of fifty thousand dollars, 

I he late Col. James Morrison, in his last will, devised to the University,, 
■thesum of ^20,000, to be invested in some productive fiind, and tjje pru- 
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cceds to be appropri'ited as a salary to a professor in the instituion, or the 
wltole to the purchase ofa library. The trustees have constituted the pro- 
I’essorship of mathematics, the .Morrison professorship in the Univeisity— 
loaned out the money at the rate of six per centum per annum, upon real ia> 
curitv, deemed amply sndicient, and apply the proceeds to the payment of 
the professor of that science, agrceaidy to the wishes of the libeial donor. 
Besides tlie above sum, the same individual betjueathed tlie whole lesidii- 
umof liis estate, after paying certain legacies, to tlie University, whicit resi¬ 
duum, it is i)elieved hv those who are best acquainted with the subject, will 
amount to 50 or ^60.000; hut as there is a life annuity of ^2,OC3, and a 
contingent legacy of ^2,000 to be i)aid from this residuum, and some suits 
dependnig, the trustees are not, at this time,and may not be for some years, 
able to avail themselves of the innnificent donation of Col. JVIoriison, and 
are compelled to look to some other quarter for the means necessary to re¬ 
instate the buildings which have bf'en destroyed; for, if they should not be 
enabled to obtain that sum from some source or other, it is greatly to be 
feared, that the University maybe compelled to suspend its operations, 
the liberal bequests of Col. Morrison, which may probably amount to 75 
ox <530,000, become a lapsed legacy, and be lost to the cause of literature 
amt iiunianity, and to tlie Slate, (for it must always be borne in mind lliat 
the University belongs to the State, and is the property of the pcoph;, to¬ 
gether with all its wealth, certain and exprectant,) and the Stale lose an an¬ 
nual income of j5-10.000, and be drained of an annual expenditure of ^10, 
000 besides. To whom shall she look in the hour of her misfortunes^ To 
whom shall science appeal for protection, and aid, and comfort, when her a- 
abode is burnt to ashes, and she is a wanderer in the land, willioul a home 
»o shelter her?. To wlioin, hut to a free and niagnaiiimous \veople, ro- 
aowned for their bravery, and that noble quality that alway.s adorns the 
brave—that 0 |)en banded and open liearted generosity and sympathy lor the 
distressed—that liberal spirit of kindness and devotion in the cau.se of hu¬ 
manity and learning? When the prodigal sun returned in distre.s to In's 
father’s house, instead of meeting !iim w'ith rebuke, his father invited his 
friendsand kindred to a banquet, and rejoiced and wept over him with all 
the endearments of atlection. And should it be true, as it is by somecbai- 
ged, though witJiouijusicaiise as we believe, that the University bus been 
prodigal of tlie kindnesses heietofore extended to her, and that her concerns 
have been badly managed, does it therefore follow, that the people should 
do nothing more to promote the cause of education, and leave the future 
millions of tliis country in ignorance, or to struggle for the ligiits of knowl¬ 
edge, unaided by legislative iiiterfereiice? Does it follow, that what has 
been done by the Slate, should be lost? That the liberal and munificent 
■” donations to the institution, should besacriheed and pass into other hands? 
Tliat the large property of the people in that institution, should be suffered 
to go to ruin and desolation? That our State should be drained, year aftei 
year, of its resources, in the education of her youth in foreign Stales, and 
become tributary to others who are mote alive to tlieir interests and the 
cause of learning? 

It is often said that large funds have been lavished on the Univeisity, and 
that they have been e.xtravaganlly expended. For the purpose of correcting 
an impression, believed by your committee to be erroneous, they begleiivc 
tn submit a few facts, from which they think that the conclusion must neces* 
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sarily result, that the State has at one time done that institution much in¬ 
jury, and though at a late period, the hand of munificence was exiendt'd to¬ 
wards her, the sums appro[)riated were by no means large, wlien compared 
with the donations of other States to their literary institutions; and further, 
lliat tlie munificence of the Slate, liereiofcre extended, has not been impio- 
videnlly expended or wasted, but appropriated strictly to the objects in- 
tender]. 

In the year 1780, theStatc of Virginia established the Transylvania Aca¬ 
demy, and endowed it with twenty thousand acres ofescheated 1 mds, lying 
ill Kentucky county. In the year 1795, an association of itentlenieii, I'esi- 
rous of])romoting tlie causeof education,endowed another lileraiy mstitu- 
tion, called the Kentucky Academy. 'I'hese two institutions sub.sequent- 
ly, in 1798, became united, and were the origin of that now cailetl tl.e 
Transylvania University. After Kentucky was erected into a State, i..wB 
were passed, exempting lands from escheat, the effect (if wliicli laws was, 
that the Transylvania Seminary only received eight out of the twenty thou¬ 
sand .acres of land, with whicii she had been endowed by Virginia. No ad¬ 
vantage w.as derived to the in.stilulion from this interference of tlie Ken'uc- 
ky Lcgi.slatnre, but on the contrary, an actual and sciioiis injury, to tiie a- 
moimt of about thirty-five thuusaiKl dollars; which sum, the twftlve thou¬ 
sand acres ofland, she was deprived of by the Stale of Kelilncky, it naty 
fairly be presumed, would have yielded to the institution, inasinncii iis the 
eight thousand acres yielded to her thirty thousand dollars. 'J'he funds de¬ 
rived from the sale of these lands, were vested in the stock of the Bank of 
Kentucky. The legislature repealed the charter of that bank, and a loss 
was here again sustained by the institution, of alxiiit twenty thousand dol¬ 
lars. Thus far, the public p.atronage, instead of giving life and energy to 
this valuable institution, cut off her resources, cramped her energies, and 
blighted her prospects. 

VVliat then is the reparation which the Legislature of Kentucky has made 
for the injuries thus inflicted by it on this institution? And what are the 
large appropriations which the people have been lead to believe, have been 
lavished upon her? Simjily these: The legislature gave to the University, 
the bonus of tlie Farmers’ and Mechanics’ Bank, amounting to the sum of 
^3,000; in 1820, the sum of ^6.000 was appropriated to the medical de¬ 
partment, to he e.x()ended in the purchase of books and .ipparaius, to he held 
ns the property of the Stale, for the use of the Univeisi'y :in 1821, gSO.OOO 
in notes of the Bank of the C(immonwealil), equal to gl0,000in S|)ecicwaa 
appropiiated; and a sum not e.xceeding ^2,000 has l-een derived by her 
from duties on auctions, and from fines and forfeitures. So that thelcgis- 
latme of Kentucky has altogether, donated to that institution, ahem the 
sum of g20,000 sjiecic, from the commencement of the govermneni to the 
present day. These funds, instead of being extravagantly used, have been 
exfioiided accoiding to the intention of the legislature, in the purchase of a 
pliiUwopliical apparatus and hooks, and partly in the payment of debts con- 
irae’ed for lho.se buildings consumed in tlic late coiillagration. 

It 13not [iiett'ndrxl, that the Stale is not entitled to credit for these appro- 
ptiaiions, iu the furtherance <,f the cause of learning; hut, on thectmirary, 
all tli(? lionor to which they are entitled, is most cordially yielded, and it is 
cli ermily granted ih it they have dijne much good. Your committee only 
couieud, mat the p<x^i>le have heeu deceived as to the amount of the appro- 
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priatioiis which have been made, not as tliey would hope, from any disposi¬ 
tion on the part of any person, to misrepresent to them the true state of the 
case, but from a want of information on the subject; as they could not be¬ 
lieve for a moment, that any man could be found in the community, who 
would be so lost to all moral principle, as, by a designed misrepresentation, 
to deceive the people on a subject so vitally imiiortant to the welfare of the 
country, .and to the permanence of our free institutions. Your committee, 
having thus succinctly sliown the real amount of patronage which the Tran¬ 
sylvania University has derived from the legislature of F^cntucky, will sub¬ 
mit for your consideration, a few facts, for the purpose of showing tint the 
patronage heretofore e.\tended, instead of being extravagant, as has been 
misrepresented, is comparatively speaking, very moderate, and by no means 
as much as the institution would have a right to ex|)ect from the represen¬ 
tatives of a liberal and generous people. IVhen wo examine into tire histo¬ 
ry of our sister republics, we find that they have uniformly fostered and en¬ 
couraged their literary institutions, by extending towards them, a liberality 
highly honorable and commendable. Most of the States have made liberal 
endowments to their Colleges and Universities. Among them, we find 
that the State of New-York, tesides appropriating to her common schools, 
more than j^2,-500,000, has given to those institutions devoted to the medl- 
c-il science, 100, and to her .-Icademics and College.®, the sum of 
gl,265,679. I'iie Ertate of Pennsylvania has bestowed on her University 
and Uickeiison College, more than ^300,000. The State of South-Caro- 
llna has granted to Columbia College, In various kinds of property, ^'400, 
000, and that College now receives an annual grant of about ,^19,000: and 
lasi, though not least, our parent State, Virginia, has bestowed on lier Uni- 
vcispv at Charlottesville, alxmt ||400,000, besides an annual endowment of 
15,000. Your committee believe these ficts sufficient to establish the po¬ 
sition they have assumed, and will conclude this part of their subject by re¬ 
ference to another fact, wliicb they deem honorable to the enlightened age 
in wnicb we live, and an evidence of the irresistible march of mind, and of 
the importance attached to the subject of education by those less civilized 
than ourselves and less ablethan we are, togiveit an enliglitened consid¬ 
eration. By a treaty in 1822, the Choctaw nation of Indians, made a reser¬ 
vation of jjl 120,000 for the education of tlieir youth, and in furtherance of 
their views, the sum of j^6,00t) is annually appropriated from that sum to the 
support ot a very llourisiiing Academy, located in our own State, where, at 
this time, 91 Indian youths are receivingall the benefits and blessings to be 
derived trom education. Subsequent to the above appropriation, an addi¬ 
tional school lund was created by the Choctaw cliiefs, arising from the sale 
ol some ot tlieir lands. The Creeks and Potawatamies, in late treatie.®, 
have also made large reservations, destined to tJie same laudable object. 
vVJien our sister republics have done so much upon this subject, and when 
even the savages who remain in our country, have made such liberal appro¬ 
priations in the cause of education, it cannot be believed, that Kentucky, 
whose sons are always ambitious to be foremost in whaievei* is liberal, or 
productive of those improvements wbicli tend to the perpetuity of our re¬ 
publican institutions, will tliink that tlie g20,000 she has given to lier Uni¬ 
versity, is a lavish and useless a))propriation of her funds,” 

Your committee are aware, tliat there is an opinion veiy prevalent in this 
community, timt the Colleges and the Univemity are institutions ivliich are 
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pxclurively for the benefit of the rich and aristocratic portion of tire people; 
that tlie poorer classes derive no advantages from tliem, and therefore, that 
the legislative patronage shoold not he extended towards them. Your com¬ 
mittee believe, that this opinion is totally erroneous, and can be made to ap¬ 
pear clearly so. if a little calm and unprpjiidiced consideration ))e given to 
the subject. It is true that the rich send their children to these institutions, 
but it is also,erpially true, that it is a malterofbut little importance to them, 
in a pecuniary point of view, whether such institutions exist in the State or 
not—if they do, they will avail themselves of the o|)portuni(y of educating 
their children near fotiieir homes—if they do not, they will employ private 
teachers, or send their children to the Colleges and Universities in other 
States, where the policy of the government is wiser; and those children will 
return home, after having acquired a foreign education, foreign principles, 
and foreign habits,and with a fancied or real superiority over the youths ed¬ 
ucated in the country, caiculated to excite distinctions and feelings danger¬ 
ous to republican institutions. Your committee do not believe, that a Uni¬ 
versity or College is, or ought to be, excluxiTely beneficial to any portion ot 
the community. The rich can readily do without them—their existence in 
the country, is more for the advantage of the poor man, who, if bedo not 
have them in his own country, must do without thora entirely; for he has 
rrot the means of sending his children to a foreign country, to ubtairi their 
(Klucation: and thus, the children of the portr would be deprived of that fair 
and honorable competition for distinction, which, with equal education they 
would enjoy, because they cannot find the means of going abroad for the 
improvement of their minds. Your committee belitve, that the opinions 
here giv6n, will be fully verified by an examination of the history of the 
Transylvania University, and a knowledge of the young men who have 
been able to avail themselves of the opportunity afforded them, by its loca¬ 
tion and encouragement in the State, of obtaining au education, which 
otherwise they would have been entirely deprived of. 

Your committee have a full knowledge of the diflk ully of removing pre* 
judices of the character of those last alluded to—they have, however, felt 
it their duty, to attempt it; and have been induced, from the importance of 
the subject, to say more in relation to the University, than under other cir¬ 
cumstances would have been necessary. They will close this report, with 
one further suggestion: The University is the property of the people—the 
cause of education is admitted by all, both ignorant and intelligent, to be 
one of vital importance in preserving the purity of our republican institu¬ 
tions. There seems that a disposition exists in the legislature to do every 
thing to encourage its general diffusion among the people, both rich and 
poor, without distinction. The house of representatives have already adop¬ 
ted a system with that view, which it is sincerely hoped will meet with the 
consent of tiie senate, and the approbation of the Governor. Thi.s system 
will, however, be incomplete in one very important particular. F«ii the pur-^ 
pose of the general dilfusionofeducation among the people, primary schools 
are all-itnport.nl; but these schools without teachers, will be useless, and 
with incompetent ones,may prove highly prejudicial to the best interests of 
the country. In them the earliest impressions are to be made on the minds 
of our youths, which will continue with them, forming and modifying their 
characters through lile. It is essential, therefore, for the perfection of that 
system, and to ensure it a complete and happy success, to provide them 
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i- ith competent teachere, and to make the employment an hnnoralile and 
r^pcctable one. A school, therefore, should be constituted for this piir- 
po^ The Transylvania University, presents to us afortunaie opirortunity 
for elfecting that all-iinporiant object. Let the legislature provide by law, 
for the selection from the primary schools, which may go into operation un¬ 
der the system proposed in the several counties in the Commonwealth, a 
number ofthe most deserving and talented youths, corresponding with tiie 
number of representatives to the State legislature, to be apportioned among 
the counties according to the ratio of representation—let these youths be 
educated at the Transylvania University, at theexpense of the Stale, for the 
term of four years. This plan will at onceconnect the University with the 
system of public schools, and make it an important component part of that 

system_u will do away much of the prejudice existing against it—it will 

afford that institution a certain annual revenue, sufficient for bs ordinary 

purposes_it will prevent Us ruin, and preserve to the State, an institution, 

wliicli is not only very honorable, but also very profitable to it—it will cre¬ 
ate a strong inducement to the several counties of the Stale, to adopt the 
system of primary schools, and bean honorable incentive to the amliitionof 
rhe yoiUh.s, to e.xcel in tlrose primary scliools for tlie purpose of arriving to 
that honorable distinction of beingselected by their county, for their char 
acter, talents, probity and attention to their studies, and will educate a great 
numberof young men, of whom many would devote themselves to thepro- 
fessioii of education in the primary schools, and thus keep up a con.slant 
supply of competent and well educated teachers. The expense of this 
plan, would be but the moderate sum of about ^3,600 per annum—the ad¬ 
vantage to the Slate and to posterity incalculable. 

The suggestions made in lliis report, your commiitee beg leave to state, 
are not made with a view of obtaining, for the University, any appropria¬ 
tion from the present legislature. Tiiey are fully aware of the indisiiosition 
on the part of many, to make any appropriation. 'I'hey know that there are 
others who are placed in a situation in which they cannot act freely on this 
subject—and again, others who are entirely disposed to do every thing for 
the University, which in reason could he asked of them, but whose rrecdoin 
of action is restrained by motives and considerations always important with 
the republican representatives of a free people. Indeed t hey are compelled, 
however reluctantly, to admit, that at this time it might be imprudent in the 
friends of the University, and lastingly injurious even to the institution it¬ 
self, to anticipate the public will, and act unadvisedly upon the subject. 
No! their object is different—they ask only, that the legislature may lay the 
subject fairly before the people, and enable them to understand it. The 
people are, under our happy and republican constitution, the source of all 
legislative power, and legislative benevolence; let them decide the ques¬ 
tion. 'I’here is no doubt they will decide it correctly—there is no fear of 
the result. The people, in the exercise of their power, when properly in¬ 
formed, are always just—always generous. May the cause of humanity 
and learning, may the spirit uf our republican institutions, may the genius 
of liberty aid and assist them in their calm and unprejudiced dcliherations. 
We know that there is an all-seeing eye, ever watchful of our fortunes—an 
overruling Providence, which guards and protects us from stumbling in our 
path—a power that can draw the light from the darkness, educe good from 
evil, and convert misery and niisfoxtune into happiness and prosperity. No 
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doubt,that eye has seen some greatobject to be accom|)lished, unseen toour 
liinilcd vision, from (Ins serious calamity. That Providence, and that pow¬ 
er, will be exerted to protect a cause in which the human race is sodeejily 
intetested, from any serious injury, and the Transylvania University will yet, 
Pliosni.x like, arise freui her ashes, renovated and endowed with fresh vigor, 
to be a piide and ornaineiil to our Slate—a blessing to generations yet to 

come.

'file House resumed the coiisideialion of tlie report and reso¬ 
lutions of the conimi'.tee on internal improvements, which was 
the subject unfinished on Saturday last. 

Mr. Hardy then obtained leave to withdraw bis motion, the 
subject of considcralion at the time of adjournment. 

Mr. Hardy then moved to atnond the said pri amhle by striking 
out that portion thereof, conimeiicing (cii page 152, Journal,) 
with the words “/Ae General Assembly, the remainder of said 
preamble, and to insert in lieu thereof the followiag: 

As the general assembly does not (eel autliorizf d to measure 
the extent of inference intended by the language used by the 
State of South Carolina “ihal Congress does not possess llie 
power, under the constitution to adopt a general syslem of Inter¬ 
nal Improvements ns a national measure;” it is at a loss to an¬ 
swer it. If it is intended to deny to Congress the right to seize 
npon the lands of any one of the States without their consent, 
for the purpose of erecting Forts, Magazines, &,c. this Legisla¬ 
ture is ready to agree with them. 
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As to llie second proposition, it is not ki|own or believed th-it 
Congress has over, in fact, taxed the citizens of one State to makfi 
roads and canals for another State. If that had been done, it 
would be admitted to be unconstitutional. Coitgress has applied 
a part of the common resources of tlie whole nation, to the exe¬ 
cution of worksof national improvement, which must of nccessi- 
ty, have fallen within the limits of one or more State.*; and such 
an application of them is believed to be strictly constitutional. 

If the State of South Carolina meant to assert that the fonds 
of the general government cannot be applied to a local ob¬ 
ject, because that object is within a particular Slate, it would de¬ 
prive the government of some of its most important functions. 
Scarcely any Stale could suffer more by the adoption of such a 
priiicipfe, th.au South Carolina; since it would have deprived that 
State of its great part of those costly national works which are 
so essential to its defence, and which have been erected at the 
common expense of the other Stales and of South Carolina. 

If it is intended by the third proposition, to deny to Congress 
the power to establish Post offices atid Post roads, and to provide 
for the common defence and general welfare of the government, 
this Legislature does most earnestly dissent from that opinion. 
Titcie are powers expressly enumerated in the coiistilution and 
vital to the security of the government, (and necessarily, laws 
must pas*, to make the provisions effectual There are powers, 
although not expressly given to Congresl are yielded by the 
States, and must be exercised by implication only; hence tljie 
provision in the constitution, “that Congress sliall have power to 
make all laws which sliall be necessary and proper for carrying 
into execution the foregoing powers, and all other powers vested 
by this constitution in the government of the United Slates, or 
in any department or officer thereof.” It is certainly important for 
the security of the government, that we have every preparation 
for the speedy transportation of the mail and of military stores, 
and whether it he on roads or canals, is a question of expediency 
only, and may be settled by taking into view not only the mos^ 
practicable way to arrive at the object contemplated by the con¬ 
stitution, but the interest of the country through which it is to 
pass,in tbrming an easy transportation of their produce to mar¬ 
ket. It is not. however,-intended by this Legislature to concede 
that Congress lias power to erect toll gates or to collect lolls in 
any one of the United Slates. 

Both of these measures which have been considered, have deep 
foundations in the convictions and in the affections of the people 
of Kentucky. Both arc believed to be essential to the perma¬ 
nency and prosperity of the Union. Both are sanctioned by the 
opinions of many of the most venerable and illustrious of our 
stHtesmen and patriots, including General Washingfaii, the first 
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PresiJetjt of (he United Sta(cf and (he father of his countr}-, and 
many otliers whose labours are well known to the people of the 
United Slates. 

Entertaining these sentiments and views in relation to the sub¬ 
jects embraced in the resolutions of the State of South Carolina, 
and in the proceedings ol the States of Virginia, Georgia and 
Mississippi, the general assembly has expressed them with all 
the courtesy and respect called for by the relation which subsists 
between members of a common political family, having a com¬ 
mon interest in (he perpetuation of the Republic; but at the same 
time, with the lirmnessand confidence arising from a conscious¬ 
ness of having truth and reason on its side. 

A division of the question was called for, iind the cpiestioii 
was first put on striking out the part proposed, which was deci¬ 
ded in the negative.

Your committee would here remark, that the alphabet to the 
Hcadright Register belore spoken of as being somewhat worn, is 
also so much defaced Irom common use, that your committee are 
of opinion that it ought to he transcribed, wliich matter was by 
your former committee suggested to this House. 

The Register exhiiiited great promptitude in attending to and 
assisting us in the necessary examination of liis oftice and aObrded 
every facility therein, that could have been asked. All of which 
Is respectfully submitted. 

Your committee are satisfied from the examination they have 
made, that the business in the Land Office since 1855, has greatly 
increased, ovvingprincipally to the reduction of the price of land 
warrants and the bringing into market, the lands in the Slate of 
1 ennessee,_soulh of VValkcr’s line, and the lands west of the Ten¬ 
nessee river. Your committee are also satisfied that the Register 
pays about nine liuudred dollars annually tor clerks, owing to the 
.mcrcased labours of the office.

renewal thereof, and shall attend to all other business thePresident 
and Directors of the piiiiripal bank shall require in relation to 
its interests; the said agent shall give at least ten days notice of 
the time he will attend in any county, by an advertisement affix¬ 
ed at the court house door, ai d in such other nianiiei as shall be 
deemed proper; the bank agent shall receive calls and discounts, 
and renew notes when the same shall be tendered to him with 
good surety, at any time before suit brought. 

3. The President and Directors of the principal bank shall, be 
fore any agent shall enter on the duties of his agency, take frona 
him bond with good surety , in a reasonable penalty, conditioned 
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faithfully to discharge the diitin? herein enjoined and such other 
duties as tlie Piesident and Directors of the principal bar k may 
require: they may make such rules and leaulations as to the 
afjenis and the several branch lianks and the interest cf (he insti- 
tmion, as ih their judgment is proper, not contrary to the cor.sti- 
tuiiair and laws of this Stale. 

4. 'I'he sard president arrd directors may rtllow an annual sala- 
ry to each agetrl itgreeahle to the husine^s and labor to he pi r- 
f. rmed by such agent, provided that it sitall trot exceed the snnr of 
five hutaited dollars in any one bank district, inr luditig all ex- 
penees. 

5. The debts to the Bank of the Ci mmonnealih shall be made 
payable and renewed to the. first of June tax', and afterward* 
shall berei ewed half-yearly, and made payable the first of De¬ 
cember atrd the first of Jurte, and in all cases wliennot renewed, 
within sixty days after the period for renewal has elapsed, suit 
shall be brought ai d the collection enforced. 

C. That the Pnr-idetil arrd Directors of the principal bank 
may employ one additional cleik, at a salary oi' five hundred 
dollars, payable quarterly; atrd one of the clerks of the principal 
bank may Ire employ ed at the discretion of (he principal bank, 
in visiting the several branches atrd examinitrg into their con¬ 
cerns, and in enforcing the reguliitions of the prit.cipal banka* 
to the conce.rtvs of (lie institution, aitd wbil-l absent in visilrng 
the Irraitches, they shall be eirlitled to their travelling expentte 
in addiiiott to their stilaties. 

7. That hereafter there shall be a President and four Director* 
to the principalbank, atty four of whont shall be a quorttm for 
the Iransactiiur of business; they shall hold slated uteelitigs at 
least once a week, and such other called meetings as the business 
of the bank may reqirire; the DireetoI^, for their atteiidar.ee 
at the staled meetirrgs, shall be errtitled to two dollars per day 
and frothing for their attendance at the called meetings. 

8. It shttll he the duly of the several Cashiers of the branch 
banks within twenty days after the first of dune and December, 
to make out semi-annual reports of the actual condition of the 
branch, whir h shall be sigited by the Cashier and conirtersigned 
by the President; the report shall coirlaitr a correct list of all 
debts due the har k, with the ttames of the principtils tind sureties, 
atrd the date of the note or obligation; also the cash on hand, 
whether in specie or bank notes, with a correct account of the 
expences iticnired by the branch; also the number of notes in 
suit, their dates and the names of the principals and sureties; 
also what notes tire in suit, w hat in judgment and what judgments 
are replevied, and the dale of the replevin bond; also wlial debts 
are doubtful and w hat debts are desperate, with (lie names of 
the persons owing the same. 
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9. The President and Directors of the principal bank shall 
require the Cashiers of the several branches to reiiew their bonds 
on the first of April in each rear, and have the bonds tran-milted 
to the principal bank for safe custody, and hereafter the Cashier 
of the several branches shall receive a salary of only five hun¬ 
dred didlars per annum. The Piesident and Directors of the 
principal bank may require the Cashiers of the several hranrhes 
to visit each county in the district to renew notes and receive 
discounts, and to transaet any other businetss of the insliiution. 
They shall require the Cashiers at all times to sleep in t!te hank 
except when absent on the busitiess of the batik, and then to have 
a trusty person to sleep therein. 

10. That it shall he the duty of the Presid'uit and D irei tors 
of the principal bank, so to reaulale the calls on all deh's due 
by note or otherwise to the bank, Ih.-il the whole of the del)' - will 
be called in within thre e years from the first day of dune next, 
in regular calls, payable at each renewal; they shall al-o req lire 
the caslionhand in the several branches lobe transmitted to ttie 
principal hank once every six months, and oflcner if they deem 
it expedient. 

11. If shall be the duty of all sheritrs, lawyers and other officers, 
to attend at the clerk’s office of the county at the time the 
bank agent or cashier shall attend for the renewal of the nofes, 
and then pay over to such agent or cashier, all money or notes 
collected or received for the bank and on failure to do so, shall he 
liable to the same judgment as though a demand had been made. 

12. Be it further enacted, that it shall be the duly pf the agents 
diligently to enquire into the sufficiency of tfie security or secu¬ 
rities to any note due to said bank, and he shall not retiew or dis- 
count any note unless the principal or any security shall execute 
.n new note, with at least two good securities, or shall in lieu of 
personal security execute a mortgage on real estate, to he valued 
according to the existing law, of at least double tlie value of the 
debt to be secured, and which shall be wliolly iinincumbeied, 
and to which the mortgager has the legal title. And if any 
debtor or any security shall execute his or lier note payable in 
six months, with approved security as aforesaid, and shall pay all 
the interest due on said note, from the last renewal thereof, up to 
its maturity, then said agent may revive the same. The said agents 
shall in no case change one security for another, uidess the one 
substituted shall be as good or better than the one released. The 
said agents in obedience to the directions of the President and 
Directors of the principal bank, shall upon any note or notes be¬ 
ing renewed tis aforesaid, graduate the calls and discounts on the 
same, so as that the whole debt shall he extinguished in three 
years. But the said notes may be renewed every six moiiths if 
the interest and discount shall he paid, if the security which shall 
be offered be entirely satisfactory. The said agents shall, be-

R' miltee appointed to visit the asylum for the tuition of the deaf 
i aiid dumb at Danville, whirh is as follows, viz, 
t The joint committee of the Senate and House of Representa- 
■ lives, appointed to examine into the condition of the As}liim at 
Danville, for the instruction of tlie deafand dumb, have perlorm- 
j ed the duty assigned thorn, and respectfully submit the following 
f report, a- the result of their exart>inatioti; 

K In regard to the current expenses <if the institution for the past 
I year, its pecuniary condition, the number of students, &r. more 
detailed and satisfactory information may be derived tfom the 
annual report of the trustees of said institution, which has al- 
r ready been spread upon the journals of your honorable body, 
U and reference to which is here made. 

ffl Your committee felt it to be their duty to make a careful ex- 
» arnination of the dwelling house, school room, dormitories and 
j other appendages of the institution, and are happy to have it in 
their power to state, that every thing coriti<>cted with it exhibited 
I the appearance of prosperity and good management. Too much 
s praise cannot be given to the superintendant, matron, and teach¬ 
ers, for the kind and affectionate solicitude they manifest for their 
unfortunate but interesting charge, and for the pains they have 
}' taken, not only to improve their minds, but to instruct them in 
!; the domestic duties and qualify them for future usefulness and 
respectaliilily. The good order, sense of propriety, and intelli¬ 
gence of the pupils, constitute their highest eulogy. 

Your committee vi-ited the school room w here the pupils were 
, all assembled without any previous preparation, for purposes of 
f examination. Tiiey were liighly gratified at the progress of the 
' different classes, and astonished at the extent, variety, and accii- 
i racy of their information. The rudiments of education, viz; 

■; Grammar, Geography, Arithmetic, History, the nature and form 
I' of our government, &c. have all been brought w ilhin their grasp 
r; and comprehension. From the result of the examination, your 
K committee are perfectly satisfied that fliese unfortunates may be 
K made to acquire ideas of every thing within the range of human 
p knowledge, except music and oratory, and that the mysterious 
Sj' dispensation of Frovidenre under which they labor, may be so 
i' far meliorated as to qaalifv them for rational enjoyment, and en- 
t able them to become useful and respectable members of society. 

. Yourcommittee are informed, that they acquire knowledge as 
fast as persons endowed witli all the faculties of the mind usually 
do; and from the advancement of a youth who has been at the 
Asylum four years, the length of time allowed hr law for tbec;^- 
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ucation ard support of the deaf and d'ltnh, they Hre fully persua¬ 
ded of the fact, and believe that time to be siifiBcicnt to enable 
them to acquire a competent education. 

From the report of the tr\islees before referred to, it will be 
seen (hut the number of pupils has somewhat increased during 
the past year; hut not in the degree which might have been ex¬ 
pected from ihe importance nf the institution, and the qualifica¬ 
tions of its officers. Your committee cannot omit (he present 
opportunity of impressing upon the legislature, the propriety of 
calling the attention of the people to this interesting institution; 
and wherever they are acquainted with the existence of a mute, 
of enforcing upon its parents the duty and obligation of sending 
it to the asvliim, and ihe importance of the benefits which will 
result therefrom; fir your committee are fully persuaded that 
nothing sliort of a belief on the part of parents of the imprarti- 
cabilitv of educating the mute, or ignorance of the munificent 
provision our couutrv has made for this bereaved part of the hu¬ 
man family, can prevent them from availing themselves of its 
benefits, and of thus elevating their off-pring (doubly endeared 
by misfortune,) from the level of the brute rreatton, opening to 
their benighted minds the wide field of intellectual and social 
enjoyment, and making them acquainted with the duties and ob¬ 
ligations they owe to the author of their being. 

Your committee believe that the expenses of the institution 
might be curtailed, as well as the health of the pupils invigora¬ 
ted. provided a few acres of land w'3s attached to it so as to ena¬ 
ble them to work a portion of each day. In this way also, under 
judicious management, habits of industry and qualifications of 
usefulness might be given them, which would be of inestimable 
importance to their subsequent life. Your committee would, 
therefore, respectfully recommend to the legislature the expedi¬ 
ency of directing the trustees of the institution, if ground of a 
suitable charactercan be obtained, to appropriate such a portion 
of the money they now have on hand to its procurement, as may 
be necevisary. Your committee believe, from all the informa¬ 
tion they have been enabled to obtain, and from all they have 
seen, that the sum now provided by law for the education of the 
deaf and dumb, is not more than adequate to the purpose, and 
that it cannot be reduced without endangering the iristilution, hj' 
driving from it the respectable and well qualified officers who 
'jow conduct it. They are of the opinion, therefore, that the 
legi«ia‘. are should leave the present provision untouched, at least 
tintil tlie liberal endowment of the United States government fan 
be realized, and converted into a permanent fund, (or the sup¬ 
port of an institution so intimately interwoven with the hest 
ieelings of the human heart, and so honorable to the philanthro¬ 
py of the country.

§ 3, Be it further enacted, That the said cotnmi?sioners shall, 
before lliey proceed to perform (heir duties under this act, enter 
i-iloboHd in the county court of Ohio county, with good and suf¬ 
ficient security, to he approved of by said court, in (he penalty of 
ai least four thousand dollars, and made payable to the Common¬ 
wealth of Kentucky, and may, at all times, be put in suit in the 
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name of the Commonwealth, for the recovery of damaues from 
said commissioners, in case tliey should be guilty of a breach of 
any of its conditions, or where they shall fail to apply, nr shall 
misapply the funds in their hands, or placed at their disposal, for 
the purpose of building said bridge. 

§ 4. Be it further enacted, That said bridge siiall be erected on 
stone piers, and the distance between said piers shall not be less 
than seventy feet, and shall be of sufficient height to admit of the 
free passage of boats at all stages of the water. 

§ 5. Be it further enacted. That if the sum authorized to be 
subscribed by this act, with the sum to be drawn from tlie branch 
bank at Hartford, should not be sufficient to erect said bridge, the 
commissioners are hereby authorized to raise the balance by sub¬ 
scriptions, or from the accruing profits of said bridge, erecting a 
gate and appointing a toll gatherer for that purpose, which tolls 
shall not exceed the rales of the present ferry: Provided, howe¬ 
ver, That those who may subscribe to the amount of ten dollars, 
shall pass free of toll: .dnd provided, also. That the cashier shall 
not pay to said commissioners, the aforementioned sum, until the 
amount of one thousand dollars is raised in the manner directed 
in the second section of this act, 

§ 6. Be it further enacted. That after the com|)letion of said 
bridge, it shall alwajs be the duty of the county court of Ohio 
county, to keep said bridge in good repair, and upon failuie to do 
the same, shall be presented by the grand jury of said county, and 
fined. 

§ 7, Be it further enacted. That if any of the commissioners 
herein named, shall fail or refuse to act, it shall be the duly of the 
county court of said county, to appoint some person as commis¬ 
sioner, to fill such vacancy, who, when appointed, shall in every 
respect, perform the same duties enjoined by this flct, and be sub¬ 
ject to llie same penalties as the commissioner or commissioners 
herein named, would have been subjected, had he or they acted 
in pursuance thereof. 

§ 8. Be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty of said com¬ 
missioners, on or before the first .Monday in April next, or as soon 
thereafter as may be practicable, to meet in tlie town of Hartford, 
and commence their duiiesenjoined by this act. 

§ 8. Be it further enacted, fhat the said commissioners or their 
successors, may coritract for, and receive to the Commonwealth, 
a conveyance or conveyances for scites for tlie abutments and 
piers for said bridge; and in the event the scites for the abutments 
and piers, ( aunot he had on reasonable terms by private contract, 
then, and in that case, the commissioners shall apply to the coun¬ 
ty court ofOliio couiity, for a writ of ad quod damnum,wA have 
the necessary scite or scites condemned in like manner as in all 
^ther cases of condemning ground for public roads and mills; 
and it shall be the duly of the jury in assessing the damages, to 
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take into consideration, as well the advantages resulting to the 
owners of the land from the building of the bridge, as the injury ac¬ 
cruing to them front the destruction of the ferr}’. 

§ 10. Be it further enacle.d, 'I’hat the State reserves to herself, 
at all times hereafter, the right to make said bridtre a toll bridge, 
under such rules and regulations as the General Assembly may 
prescribe, so as to draw her proportionable part of the nett profits 
of the. tolls. 

§ II. Beit further enacted., That if it shall appear, after the said 
bridge is built, that it obstructs the navigation of the creek, it 
shall be lawful for any person to file his petition in the Ohio cir¬ 
cuit court, against the commissioners of said bridge, setting forth 
the facts; and the court of chancery in the county of Ohio, shall 
have power and jurisdiction totiear and determine the same; and 
if the said court shall, under all the circumstances, be of opinion 
that the continuance of said bridge, would be materially injui ioue 
to the navigation of said stream, they shall direct the same to be 
abated and removed. 

§ 12. Be it further enacted, That unless the one thousand dol 
lars mentioned in the second section of this act, be subscribed aiid 
paid to the commissioners, on or before the first Monday of Octo¬ 
ber next, all the powers hereby vested in them, shall ceas'e and 
determine. 

§ 13. Be it further enacted. That in the event of the said bridge 
being destroyed or abated after it is built, the right to keep a 
ferry across the said creek, sliall vest in the present proprietors or 
their assignees, without a re-establishment liy the county court, 
until said bridge is rebuilt. 

§ 14. Be it further enacted. That the said commissioners shall 
be allowed one dollar per day for their services. 

§ 15. Be it further enacted. That this act shall not be construed 
to destroy said ferry, only so far as the erection of said bridge may 
produce that elfect.
